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Park Board 
Restructures 
Its Workers 

The Board of Park Commissioners held a 
special meeting last Friday to vote a new 
work schedule of the Park Department. 

After discussion it was voted to completely 
revamp the work schedule. This meeting was 
held after a year’s study of the activities of 
the Park personnel by the park com¬ 
missioners. 

Under the new program the town will be 
divided into three sectors. A foreman will be 
placed in charge of each sector and will be 
responsible for all work in that sector. 

The superintendent will oversee the ac¬ 
tivities of the foreman and will assign em¬ 
ployees to each sector os needed. Greater 
responsibility of power equipment and tools 
will be enforced. 

It is expeceted that this plan will provide 
better service, improve the duties of the 
foremen and give employees a greater 
variety of activity. The park commissioners 
believe this new schedule will provide the 
town with a more efficient and better 
managed department and will meet the in¬ 
creasing use of parks, playgrounds, athletic 
fields, and schoolyards. 


Manor Village 
Condominiums 
Still ‘Concept’ 

Robert L. Johnson of Lexington told 
selectmen Monday night about a plan he has 
to develop 17 of 25.9 acres of land adjoining 
Amberwood Estates. 

The development would be called Manor 
Village. It would feature clusters of 12 
buildings resembling New England far¬ 
mhouses containing two bedroom Con¬ 
dominiums on either side or two story sec¬ 
tions. 

Some, he said, would have a den or a study 
off the master bedroom, none of which would 
have closets or be acceptable as additional 
bedrooms. 

Johnson suggested there is a need for 
condominium type housing for retired couples 
in the 50-year age bracket. He said buyers 
without families of growing children would 
like the option of remaining in town among 
family and friends instead of being forced 
elsewhere to find a size house they require in 
a country homelike atmosphere. 

According to the new zoning by-law, 
Johnson said, new planned residential 
development allows six units per acre. Manor 
Village proposes only 3.7 units per acre, he 
said. 

The plan calls for all buildings and roads to 
be located between a “generous buffer zone” 
at the intersection of Bucknam road and 
Amberwood drive and the Woburn line. 

Johnson said owners would be taxpayers 
without adding to costs to the town. This is 
because the development and the size of the 
units in the development would cater to 
couples without children.

12-Month Bills 
For First Time 

Real estate tax bills for the period 
July 1, 1974, to June 30, 1975, will be 
mailed soon, according to Temporary 
Tax Collector Carol A. Thomas. 

This will be the first 12 month billing 
under the fiscal year law, which 
changed the town’s year from a 
January — December basis to a July — 
June basis. 

As directed by the state Tax Com¬ 
mission, the bill will show the entire 
year's tax, and will also show 
separately the tax for the first six 
months and the tax for the second six 
months. 

The first half of the total tax is 
payable to the town by Nov. 1. By law. 
late payments — those received after 
Nov. 1 — will be subject to an eight 
percent interest charge calculated 
from Oct. 1. 

In February, a follow-up bill will be 
sent showing the tax for the second six 
months plus any balance unpaid from 
the first half of the bill. This will be due 
May 1, with late payments charged 
eight percent interest from April 1. 

For those taxpayers who have sewer 
or street betterments, the entire bet¬ 
terment charge must be paid by Nov. 1. 

The tax collector urges taxpayers to 
look closely at their bill in order to 
assure proper payment by the Nov. 1 
penalty date. 

Those taxpayers who wish to pay the 
entire amount at one time will be ac¬ 
commodated. 




Statewide Races 
Highlight Tuesday 
Primary Election 


Fire chief Wilbur Otis recently presented 
several arguments against allowing Kathy 
Rhubart of 132 Swanton st. and Cathy Kelley 
of 25 Elmwood ave., into the auxiliary fire 
department. But the one that “really ticked 
us both off,” said Ms. Rhubart, is his fear of a 
female member getting injured. 

“We could get injured in our own homes,” 
she objected. “It’s a chance everyone has to 
take. He even takes chances.” 

The young women disagree with Chief Otis 
on each point. He says the auxiliary fire 
station doesn’t have the proper sanitary 
facilities. They say they won’t be living up 
there so the problem is irrelevant. 

He says there will be no supervision when 
they women will be there at night with the 
other auxiliary members. They say they’re 
“sure the guys won’t bother us.” 

Selectman Arthur Dunbar at the Aug. 2G 
board of selectman meeting said, “1 don’t 
think it’s a problem. It’s a heck of a good 
idea.” 

But the law has the last word. And the law 
says the town must solve any problems that 
arise in granting women equal employment 
opportunity. Municipalities can’t use possible 
problems as an excuse. Selectman Vito 
Giarrizzo said: “We'll take care of the ad¬ 
ministrative problems when they arise.” 

The selectmen appeared generally in 


favor of the auxiliary fire department going 
co-ed. Nor will Ms. Rhubart's and Ms. 
Kelley’s requests be collecting any dust. Says 
Selectman Lawrence T. Smith: “Otis should 
be informed he can’t shelve the applications.” 
He suggested an article on the subject go into 
the folder for a speciwl town meeting. 

Kathy Rhubart emphasizes that she and 
Cathy Kelley are not doing this “to get our 
names in the paper.” They feel working at the 
auxiliary fire department would be an "ex¬ 
citing way to help the community and people 
who can't help themselves.” Fires don’t scare 
either of these young women. They have gone 
to several fires and watched the auxiliary 
men perform their duties. 

Both their interests lie in police work 
They will study law enforcement at Mid¬ 
dlesex College in September and “hope to be 
undercover agents.” Ms. Rhubart feels being 
on the fire auxiliary department is a step 
towards this. 

Kathy Rhubart and Cathy Kelley became 
interested in fire fighting due to the Max-Ed 
cooperative learning program with the Fire 
Department and high school. Under the 
program they studied fire science, fire 
fighting, equipment operation and fire 
prevention.

MDC Uses Force To Disperse Youths 


A group of about 50 Winchester youths and 
half a dozen MDC policemen faced each other 
Monday night in Winchester Square in an 
angry confrontation which resulted in one 
arrest. 

“It was a touchy situation,” one Win¬ 
chester police officer reported later. 

The stories of the police of the 
Metropolitan District Commission differ from 
the stories of many of the youths. Both sides 
talked to The Star about the incident the next 
day. 

The Winchester police, as well, gave their 
views, which were unfavorable to the MDC 
police. 

Apparently there were about 50 teenagers 
gathered in the area of the Mystic Valley 
parkway and Main street, near the bridge, 
around 11 p.m. 

The MDC ordered the youths to leave on 
the grounds they were violating an MDC rule 
against drinking on MDC property. While the 
parkway is located in Winchester, the MDC 
has jurisdiction over this area. The Win¬ 
chester police have no authority in the area. 

According to the MDC account, there were 
“100 to 150 youths drinking beer. They were 
ordered to leave by the (MDC) police. They 
said they didn’t have to go.” 

Officer Gerald Bogan of the Wellington 


Cir., Medford, MDC station told The Star the 
youths then began yelling “Kill the pigs.” The 
youths deny this. 

The MDC contends the youths refused to 
leave and instead began throwing bottles at 
the MDC cruisers. Both the youths and the 
Winchester police who talked to the Star 
contend no bottles were thrown. 

The Winchester police, unofficially, stated 
some rocks were thrown at the cruisers. 

The MDC with nightsticks then began 
moving in. The youths say they prodded them 
with the sticks but didn’t whack anybody. 

Peter Holland, 18, of Bacon street was one 
of those told to leave the area. The MDC 
police contend he exchanged words with MDC 
police officer Francis McDonald and refused 
to leave the area. 

Officer Bogan said the youth then swung at 
Officer McDonald, hitting him in the chest. 
Another officer went to McDonald’s aid. 
Holland was struck on the head with a 
billyclub. 

Holland told The Star that’s not the way it 
happened. He said he was en route home from 
Brigham's when an MDC cruiser stopped him 
on the parkway and Officer McDonald said: 
“I don’t want to see your face.” 

When Holland began to ask why, he says, 
he was clubbed on the head and placed under 


arrest. Holland and those with him said the 
club broke into pieces. Holland says he was 
struck by two officers and was bleeding badly 
from the head. 

A Winchester officer who asked not to be 
identified said the youth was kept handcuffed 
15 minutes in the car, “bleeding profusely.” 

Friends of the injured youth state that the 
pieces of the broken club were on the front 
floor of the cruiser. 

Other officers, meanwhile, had begun to 
clear the area of the other youths. Winchester 
police state their number had been about 50 
but swelled when the lights of the cruisers 
attracted onlookers. 

One Winchester officer said they asked the 
MDC to take the youth to Winchester Hospital 
immediately for treatment but the MDC 
police refused for five minutes. 

When the MDC did finally take Holland - 
to Malden Hospital—he was treated and 
released. He received eight stitches by the 
MDC account and 10 to 12 by Holland’s. 

Following his treatment he was taken to 
Wellington Cir. and booked on two charges: 
refusal to obey the reasonable command of an 
officer and assault and battery on a police 
officer.

Highlights of next Tuesday’s state primary 
election in Winchester appear to be the 
Republican and Democratic races for 
governor and the attorney general races of 
both parties. 

Voting statewide, including Winchester, is 
from 7 n.m. to 7 p.m. 


Winchester voting places are Prec. 1. 
Washington School; Prec. 2 , Town Hall; Prec. 

3. Mystic School; Prec. 4, Vinson-Owen 
School; Prec. 5, Wyman School; Prec. fi, 
Noonan School. 

Neither the Republican nor Democratic 
races for state representative have a contest. 
Sherman W. Saltniarsh Jr. is the candidate in 
the Republican primary. Kenneth P. Trevett, 
making his third try for that office Rep. 
Harrison Chadwick (R) is not seeking 
reelection. 

The figures to watch in the Trevett- 
saltmarsh confrontation will be who 
raws the independent vote. 

As of June 1, Winchester had 12,098 registere 
voters. Of these, 3,486 were registered GOP; 
3,990 Democratic and 4,622 independent. Total 
town voting strength is 12,098. 

Persons who will be out of Winchester for 
the Tuesday election may pick up an absentee 
ballot at the town clerk’s office at Town Hall 
before Monday noon. They must be returned 
before 8 p.m. Tuesday. 

Town Clerk Elsie M. Nelson expects 
Winchester’s voting this year to be about 
equal to the last state primary two years ago 
when 2,590 of the town’s 12,046 registered 
voters went to the polls. That figures out at 
about 21.5 percent. 

In that election Democratic voters gave 
Trevett 1,293 votes and Harrison Chadwick on 
the Republican side 943 votes. Chadwick went 
on to win the final November general election 
by 21 votes. 

Thus a strong Saltmarsh vote on Tuesduy 
might indicate the direction the general 
election will take in the representative con¬ 
test. 

Another contest to watch Tuesday is that 
in the senate race, where John W. Bullock of 
Arlington is running for reelection. He has 
one opponent, Gene L. English of Woburn. 

As far as Winchester is concerned, the 
contest is expected to be no contest. Though 
neither candidate has really campaigned in 
Winchester, Bullock is expected to easily take 
the town. 

How the senator fares in Woburn is in 
doubt, though even if he does badly in Woburn 
that is not likely to affect his result sharply

since Bullock is from Arlington, which has the 
largest voting strength in the senatorial 
district. 

Two years ago Bullock topped the 
Democratic primary in Winchester over 
three other candidates. He received 757 votes. 
Amato Lepore, running alone in the 
Republican primary, received only 656 votes. 

Of the 2,590 votes cast in the election two 
years ago, 1,574 were Democrats and 1,016 
Republican. 

The town’s voting alignment has not 
changed considerably in the two years. Since 
June 1 of this year, an additional 318 persons 
have joined the voting rolls. The majority of 
those are unenrolled (independent). 

In the governor’s race, Republican in¬ 
cumbent Francis W. Sargent is being 
challenged by Carroll P. Sheehan. Sargent’s 
liberal stance has alienated many Winchester 
Republicans and a Sheehan victory in Win¬ 
chester, though not statewide, is likely, 

The Democratic candidates for governor, 
Robert H. Quinn and Michael S. Dukakis, are 
about even as far as observers are concerned. 
Quinn possibly has a slight edge over his more 
liberal opponent. 

The attorney general races have 
generated considerable interest for the first 
time in many years. 

On the Democratic side, the candidates 
are Francis X. Bellotti, Barry T. Hannon, 
Edward F. Harrington, Edward M. O’Brien, 
S. Lester Ralph and George L. Sacco. 

Sacco is perhaps best known to Winchester 
voters because of local ties. But because of 
4he large field of candidates the name can¬ 
didates could be considered in front. In this 
case Bellotti, Ralph and Sacco have the edge. 

Which of those three will come out in front 
depends on the number of Democrats who 
turn out to vote. 

Again on the Democrat side, there is an 
exciting race for secretary of state, where 
newcomer Paul II. Guzzi, a state represen¬ 
tative from Newton, is challenging John F. X. 
Davoren of Milford, subject of a scathing 
Boston Globe "spotlight” team report into his 
hometown activities. 

In the Republican race for attorney 
general, a three-way contest has developed 
and has produced more GOP uncertainty over 
its outcome than in any AG Republican race 
in recent years. 

Running are Josiah Spaulding, former 
Republican State Committee chairman; 
Charles C. Cabot Jr., a Boston lawyer; and 
William I. Cowin, Gov. Sargent’s former 
secretary of administration. 

Spaulding calls himself a party man. 
Cowin separates himself from Sargent by 
ditlering with the governor on some issues, 
like busing. Cabot calls himself his own man. 
Whether the winner of that race can defeat a 
Democrat, however, remains in serious doubt 
in these days of post Watergate and Mass, 
politics.

John P. Spaulding, Head of 
Scholastic Magazines, Dies 


John P. Spaulding, president of Scholastic 
Magazines Inc., and native of Winchester, 
died Tuesday of cancer in a hospital in 
Wolfeboro, N.H., near his summer home in 
Center Harbor, N.H. He was 51 years old and 
resided in Armonk, N.Y. 

Spaulding, who had long been a leader in 
the educational publishing industry, at the 
time of his death, was chairman of the board 
of the Association of American Publishers, 
the membership of which includes most of the 
major publishers of both educational and 
popular (or trade) books. 

In his years with Scholastic, he played a 
major role in the expansion of the company 
from one whose primary business was the 
publication of magazines for classroom use 
into a multi-national organization which, 
while still the leading publisher of classroom 
periodicals, now also sells more than 100- 
million books a year to students throughout

much of the English-speaking world. 

Spaulding was born in Cambridge and 
grew up in Winchester. He came from a New 
England family of publishers and educators. 

His father, William E. Spaulding, who 
survives, him was president and then board 
chairman of Houghton Mifflin Company until 
his retirement in 1966. 

His grandfather, Frank E. Spaulding, was 
a textbook author and superintendent of 
schools in Newton, Minneapolis, and 
Cleveland and later professor of education at 
Yale. 

An uncle, Francis T. Spaulding, was dean 
of the Graduate School of Education at 
Harvard and later Commissioner of 
Education of New York State. -A maternal 


uncle, Richard Pearson, was vice president of 
Macmillan Publishing Company. 

Spaulding believed that major problems 
faced the entire publishing industry and, at 
the time of his death, was most concerned 
over the recent development of arrangements 
whereby a group of libraries would purchase 
only a single copy of a book and thereafter 
supply each other with photocopies for a 
small fee. 

Although such arrangements are, at 
present, limited mainly to scientific, medical 
and technical journals and books, he warned 
the publishers association in his inaugural 
speech in April that the idea threatened to 
spread and ultimately to discourage authors 
from writing books by diminishing their 
potential financial rewards. 

He urged a unified industry approach to 
the problem, through the development of 
legislation and licensing arrangements. 

Spaulding was instrumental in developing 
marketing and distribution techniques that 
contributed to the commercial and 
educational successes of each of its ventures. 

In addition, he was the person chiefly 
responsible for expanding the company’s 
operations into foreign countries, where 
Scholastic now does about 10 percent of its 
business, through subsidiaries in Canada, 
England, Australia and New Zealand. 

Among his activities outside of his own 
company, since the early 1960’s, Spaulding 
served as a consultant to Franklin Book 
Programs Inc., which provides technical 
assistance to fledgling publishers in un¬ 
derdeveloped countries. 

He was the consultant for the Franklin 
program in Iran, which has been one of the 
most successful and has received financial 
aid from the Shah. 

Since 1972, Spaulding had also been a 
member of the Government Advisory 
Committee on International Book and 
Library Programs, which advises the State 
Department and other agencies on the use of 
books in the government’s overseas 
programs. 

Spaulding was graduated from Harvard 
College with the class of 1946 following ser¬ 
vice during World War II with the Office of 
Strategic Services in the European Theatre 
and in what was then French Indo-China. He 
attended Winchester High School and 
graduated from Williston in 1941. 

He joined Scholastic in 1954 and became 
the company’s president in 1971. 

In addition to his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
William E. Spaulding of 329 Main Street, he is 
survived by his widow, the former Anne 
Nute; a daughter, Martha Greenberger of 
Lincoln; two sons, Stephen J. of Jamaica 
Plain, and *Donald R. of Allston, and three 
brothers, William E. Jr., Donald T. and 
Richard M. Spaulding. 

Memorial services are not planned.

Children from families whose income is at 
or below those shown are eligible for milk and 
meals free or at reduced prices. In addition, 
families not meeting this criteria but with 
other unusual expenses due to unusually high 
medical expenses, shelter costs in excess of 30 
percent of income, special education ex¬ 
penses due to the mental or physical condition 
of a child, and disaster or casualty losses are 
urged to apply. 

Parents should clearly understand that 
every meal served in schools is subsidized to 
a greater or lesser degree by state-federal 
reimbursements. Those lunches served at full 
price are subsidized as well as those served 
free or reduced. There should be no reluc¬ 
tance to apply for either a free or reduced 
price meal. If a family size, and gross income 
is within the “Income Eligibility Criteria” for 
free or reduced price meals, all eligible 
parents should fill out application. The intent 
of these programs is to improve the nutrition 
of all children. 

They may do so by filling in the application 
forms sent home with a letter to parents. 


Additional copies are available at the prin¬ 
cipal’s office in each school. The information 
provided on the application will be con¬ 
fidential and will be used only for the purpose 
of determining eligibility. 

Applications may be submitted any time 
during the school year. In certain cases foster 
children are eligible for free milk and free 
meals or reduced price meals regardless of 
family .income. Guardians for such children 
should apply for milks and meals, a separate 
application for each child. 

Under the provision of the policy, school 
principals will review all applications and 
determine eligibility. If a parent is 
dissatisfied with the ruling of the official, he 
may make a request either orally or in 
writing for a hearing to appeal the decision to 
Supt. William C. MacDonald, 15 High st. 

Hearing procedures are outlined in the 
policy and a complete copy of the policy is on 
file in the office of the superintendent of 
schools where it may be reviewed by any 
interested party. 

The policy also provides there will be no 
identification and-or discrimination against 
any child because of his race, sex, color, 
national origin, or ineligibility to pay the full 
pric&of the meal. 

School officials have adopted the following 
family size-income criteria for use in 
determining eligibility:

Stop & Shop Plan 
Creating Concern 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

Contrary to the editor’s viewpoint that no 
one is concerned about the Cullen-Shop 
enigma, both my wife and I have been greatly 
concerned as we live in the area and to 
compound our concern are both TMMs. 

We have been "beating this gong around" 
so to speak since the issue first came to our 
attention some few weeks ago. We have asked 
each other a lot of questions and have come 
up with damned few sensible answers. 

One thing is true, however, and that is: 
This is a "many faceted gem" and goes 
beyond our ability how to approach the 
problem. The further into it we delve the 
more puzzling it becomes. 

So we have decided to take it to the people 
and make it an open issue. The first idea was 
to ring doorbells in Prec. fi. But then we 
discovered this does not only concern Prec. 6 
but the whole town. Doorbell ringing con¬ 
sumes a great deal of time and does not reach 
enough people quickly. So the news media 
was selected. 

Some of the questions that we have asked 
and we are unable to answer effectively are 
as follows: 

t) Why does Winchester need another 
shopping center within '•* a mile of three 
others, which as far as we can determine 
exist but not that well? 

2) Why does Winchester need a shopping 
center within of a mile from a center area 
which is already experiencing troubles? 

:t> Does the proposed shopping center plan 
on drawing its customers from existing 
shopping areas and if so what happens to 
these areas? 

4) Why use this area for a shopping cen¬ 
ter? It is not served by nor is it close to any 
major artery or intersection. Nor is it near 
any major attraction or other condensed 
housing other than Parkview. 

5) We see no sudden influx of population 
unless there is something involved that we do 
not know about. 

6) What will be the final cost to the town 
after the full traffic impact is felt? 

7) The routes to an from this property are 
served by Cross and Swanton street’s. Both of 
these streets have trouble at both ends and 
have other traffic problems. 

8) The traffic count is high in this area, 
which is not conducive to attracting 
customers 

9) One possibility over which we have no 
control is the proposed Blueberry Hill project. 
We are already building and maintaining 
streets in the north end of town so the neigh¬ 
boring city can realize in taxes what we lose 
in street maintenance. 

We are only baiting our own trap and 
putting it right where we will suffer no end of 
troubles. 

There is a "stink kitty" in the woodpile and 
I am sure it is not going to be an easy one to 
smoke out. 

I am asking every one of you and every 
other concerned citizen in the town: What is 
the answer to the question. Then ask yourself: 
Am i concerned and if so how much does it 
concern me and the town? Then what do 1 
(you) do about it? 

Next week I’ll be back with some com¬ 
ments in regard to the ethical aspects of this 
problem aad possibly an acceptable solution 
if the town will consider it. meanwhile think.

Library Trustees 
Must Be Elected 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

The Winchester Star of Aug. 29 reported 
action by the Charter Commission with 
respect to decisions as to the election or ap¬ 
pointment of various town officials. While the 
report may be imcomplete, only the votes 
with respect to the various officials were 
reported and no reasons were given for the 
votes. 

As a former town official, I am much in¬ 
terested in the work. As might be expected, as 
a former trustee of the library 1 was par¬ 
ticularly interested in the decision with 
respect to appointment of library trustees. 

While I realize the commission had not had 
an opportunity to check all the technical 
problems, I point out that Massachusetts 
General Laws Chapter 78 Section 10 appears 
to require the election and not the ap¬ 
pointment of Winchester’s library trustees. 

Other boards and committees may be 
similarly affected by statutory provisions. 

Speaking more generally, at least as 
important as the simple question of election 
vs. appointment, is the question how and by 
shorn uny appointment is to be made and 
what the appointment process implies with 
respect to authority and jurisdiction of the 
boards involved. 

For example, if the selectmen are to ap¬ 
point a particular board, then I assume the 
selectmen would also be given general 
jurisdiction over the affairs of the board in 
question 

If this were not formally done, it would 
certainly be true in an informal sense through 
the control of the selectmen of the appointive 
process. I urge the Commission to consider 
carefully collateral problems of this sort in 
considering whether a particular board 
should be elected or appointed.

Signs that back-to-school time is here are evident in every quarter. The evenings are 
growing shorter, the dawns are cooler, the tribe is home from camp and the ads lure the 
shopper into the stores. 

Although the three Its may have been stressed when we went to school, today’s parents are 
advised bn every side that learning to make good decisions is the better part of education. At no 
time of the year are a youngster’s decision making powers tested more keenly or given freer 
rein than in these days immediately preceding a return to school. 

Remember the sudden indulgence of your mother as she allowed you to select a pencil case 
and a notebook? Remember the exquisite anguish of deciding between wide-lined and narrow- 
lined paper? Between red margins or blue? Between three rings or five, and between spiral 
bound or loose-leaf? 

Today these decisions are compounded by factors of style, design and taste since every 
product from assignment notebooks to lunchlioxes is manufactured in an astonishing array of 
designs in full Kodacolor reproductions. 

The selection of a notebook is approached with all the seriousness of a grown man choosing 
an automobile which will convey to the world at large his own image of himself. 

For pre-teens and adolescents their own emerging self-images are on the line with every 
choice as they try to determine whether this year they wish to be represented to their peers as a 
surfer, skier, motorcyclist or musician. 

What would one’s classmates think of cartoon characters on a lunchbox? Is it going to be 
"in" to sport a Bugs Bunny or Donald Duck motif? Or is "Kid Power" more in style? Does one 
dare to Ik* different and select a plain lunch box to which one can affix one’s own choice of 
decals for decoration? Or is that asking too much in the way of individuality? 

Summer-rusty math skills are brought into play as costs are figured to determine which 
deal is the best buy. Does the plain sturdy blue canvas notebook which promises years of 
service measure up to the flimsier ones which flaunt safari animals, cartoon figures or 
television heroes or psychedelic geometric designs? 

Is it a better deal to get the pack of paper fat enough to last the whole year, or a thick pack of 
paper elaborately packaged with protractor, ruler and jazzy eraser? 

Such are the staggering decisions that confront youngsters as they face mountains of back 
to school merchandise each year. Allowing them to wrestle with some of these small realities 
of economics, taste and aesthetics is good training for growing egos and a rite of passage into 
autumn.

Some Election Choices; 
Telephone Ripped Off 


Tuesday’s state primary election has 
created so little interest in Massachusetts 
that you wonder if there is an election going 
on at all. Post Watergate blues? 

Anyway, for what they’re worth, I offer 
my choices. 

In the Republican race for governor, I see 
no choice but Sargent. Sheehan is just too 
conservative for my blood. 

On the Democratic side, the choice is 
tougher. But Quinn’s positions on busing, 
abortion and other issues make me choose 
him. however reluctantly it is. 

For lieutenant governor there is no 
Republican race. On the Democratic side, 
none of them has struck a chord with me. 
Except Iannella. And that a very sour one. 
Maybe Eva Hester, a woman, would be a 
different kind of choice. 

For attorney general, I was most im¬ 
pressed with Cowin, who seemed to me the 
most forthright. I don’t always agree with 
people but when they put themselves on the 
line and state their views without 
equivocation they have a quality worthy of 
support. 

Cowin is the Republican. The Democratic 
candidate I support is S. Lester Ralph, who 
has proven himself beyond a doubt. Sacco is a 
good second bet. I’m just not sure of him. 

For secretary of state, there’s no doubt of 
my choice: Paul Guzzi, the gutsy opponent 
from Newton. The Republican, John Quinlan, 
has no opposition. If Guzzi is picked (and 
that’s unlikely) then the choice between him 
and Quinlan will be a difficult one. 

For treasurer, Charles Furcolo would get 
my vote. Crane has been in there much too 
long. There’s no Republican candidate. 

For state senate, John Bullock, the in¬ 
cumbent, seems to me the more worthy. His 
compassion outweighs much else. Gene 
English has never come across. I don’t really 
know what he stands for. 

The councillor and county commissioner 
contests never really got to Winchester. I 
doubt if there was ever any publicity 
anywhere. I don’t have the vaguest idea about 
any of them. 

A choice on the Trevett-Saltmarsh 
representative race will have to wait until 
November since neither Winchester man has 
an opponent in the primaries.

Because of the holiday weekend the pension 
checks for retired town employees weren’t 
received by the old people until Saturday, too 
late for them to get cashed for the weekend. 

I know of one guy who had to cancel plans 
to go to dinner because he didn’t have the 
money. Now is this right? 

Why can’t arrangements be made when a 
situation like this arises—a three-day 
weekend—to mail the checks out a day 
earlier? 

The person who spoke to me said he had 
gone to the town collector’s office at Town 
Hall on Friday requesting his check. They are 
mailed out at 4:40 p.m. But Carol Thomas’s 
office wouldn’t give him the check. That's not 
the way it’s done, Miss Thomas said. But 
there the check was, in her office, all set to he 
mailed at the end of the day. But because the 
checks are always mailed, well that’s the way 
it will be. They wouldn’t give him the check! 

The old people ore supposed to get the 
checks the last day of the month. Miss 
Thomas confirmed that it happens sometimes 
that they hren't able to cash them for a few 
days because the banks are closed. 

"A lot of people have accepted it," she 
said. Yes, but can’t some accommodation be 
made for those who can’t accept it? "No. This 
is the way it's done." 

* 

We all moan from time to time about our 
failure to get satisfaction from governments 
and big companies. But how about the Win¬ 
chester Civil Service, which had free 
telephone service for 10 years. That’s 
satisfaction! Here’s the story: 

There is a telephone line between fire 
headquarters on Mt. Vernon st. and the 
auxiliary station off Highland avenue near 
the reservoir. 


Civil Defense Director Wilbur Otis tells me 
:hat he assumed Chief I. Francis Amico had 
been paying the cost of leasing this line. Chief 
Amico, Otis says, assumed Otis was paying it. 

The line has been handling com¬ 
munications for 10 years. On Aug. 7 New 
England Telephone informed Otis that the 
monthly charges on the line have never been 
billed to the Fire Department or the auxiliary 
department. 

But beginning Aug. 13 Otis’s department 
will receive the monthly charge of $12.50. 
"They finally caught up with us," Otis jokes. 
But the department won’t have to pay back 
bills "since it was not our fault." 

Otis thinks the Telephone Co. might have 
caught on because the auxiliary department 
is switching its civilian defense lines over 
from a telephone line to the Fire Depart¬ 
ment’s own fire alarm circuit. The suggestion 
to switch over was made by Firefighter John 
Henley, who handles the fire alarm main¬ 
tenance, and thought the department would 
save the telephone charge of $45 a month. 

So now Otis has to come before the Board 
of Selectmen for $150 to cover the unexpected 
cost of service on the regular line.

School Bus Law 
Affects Riders 
And Motorists 

Under a new law, passengers alighting 
from a school bus will be instructed by the 
school bus operator to cross the street in front 
of the bus immediately upon alighting, and 
the school bus will remain stopped until the 
passengers have reached the other side. 

“We are concerned for the safety of these 
children,” Registrar David J. Lucey said. 
“They must be protected at all times.” 

Drivers are required to stop when school 
bus lights are flashing and remain stopped 
until the school bus resumes motion or until 
the lights have stopped flashing. 

Lucey said he realizes this may cause 
slight delays for drivers in busing com¬ 
munities. “1 ask motor vehicle commuters 
who use school bus routes to allow themselves 
extra time to compensate for the time it will 
take for school buses to wait for children to 
cross the street and reach the other side,” he 
said. 

All enforcement officers are expected to 
strictly enforce the school bus law.

In the Sauare 
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Spinney Gets Vote, Of Confidenee, One Resigns From 6 Rec’ Board 


Recreation Director Donald Spinney was 
given a unanimous vote of confidence last 
week by the Recreation Committee. 

The board was meeting to consider 
Spinney’s future as head of the Recreation 
Department. The 4-0 vote came following a 
statement by Chairman Peter Kennedy 
Tully: “It’s hard for us to sit here and judge 
Don. We should judge ourselves first.” 

The chairman was referring to committee 
absences at scheduled meetings.. 

At last Thursday night’s Recreation 
meeting it wds announced that committee 
member Howard R. Goodrow is resigning as 
soon a replacement can be found. 

In addition, the board voted to send a letter 
to another member, Edward Conley, asking 
his status. Conley has not attended a meeting 
for months. 

The motion to keep Spinney on and express 
confidence in his leadership was made by 
Goodrow, who had made the original motion 
last spring to re-evaluate Spinney’s per¬ 
formance at this end-of-summer meeting. 

Prior to the vote on Spinney the committee 
had sequestered itself behind closed doors. 
The 45-minute "executive” session was 
punctuated with periods of shouting. 

When the doors were opened Spinney and 
all the committee members except Jack 
Noble were smiling. Noble then lashed into a 
tirade against the Winchester Star for 
printing an editiorial last week backing 
Spinney and calling on the Recreation 
Committee to consider its own performance 
before criticizing Spinney’s. 

Noble abjured any influence from The Star 
in his vote. "Spinney has been given direc¬ 
tion,” Noble said. He cited a few from a so- 
called 14-point "direction" plan the com¬ 
mittee gave Spinney last spring. "I don’t 
think anyone has neglected his job,” Noble 
said about Star criticism of the committee 
members. 

"You don’t have to be seen at meetings,” 
Noble continued. "The work isn’t done at 
meetings. It’s done in the streets.” 

Member Goodrow added that the com¬ 
mittee members have been meeting on their 
own, rather than at "normal monthly 
meetings.” 

At the start of the session Chairman Tully 
admonished the members for their failure to 
attend meetings. "We can't continue to run 
the department with a three-member com¬ 
mittee,” he said. Two members have been 
away all summer, he said, and another has 
been at only three meetings since May. 

Goodrow contradicted. "The Recreation 
Committee has had a quorum at every single 
meeting for the last two years." 

Committee member Karen Wharton called 
recent attendance "a bad situation." 

"Increased workload" in his business was 
cited by Member Goodrow in announcing he 
is stepping down as soon as a replacement is 
named by the Board of Selectmen. 

The Recreation Committee, which has six 
members, is appointed. 

The committee said it would forward 
Goodrow’s resignation letter to the selectmen 
"with regrets" and individual members 

LWV Will Question 
Handgun Control 

The Winchester League of Women Voters 
is sponsoring a discussion on handgun control 
at 7:45 p.m. on Wednesday, Sept. 18 in the 
Muraco School auditorium. 

Speakers for and against, respectively, 
will be J.H. Daingerfield Perry, deputy 
director of the Massachusetts Council on 
Crime and Correction, Inc., a civic group; 
and Bruce Wedlock, diredtor of the Lowell 
Institute School of Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, and member of Gun Owners' 
Action League. 

Massachusetts gun control law requires 
people to apply for a firearms identification 
card to purchase a gun. Each applicant is 
fingerprinted. 

Anyone may be denied the right to pur¬ 
chase a gun who has been convicted of a 
felony, has a history of mental illness, drung 
abuse or ulcoholism. One upplies for a gun 
permit to the local police chief. The sale of a 
gun must be reported to the state com¬ 
missioner of public safety. 

Is there a need for limitations on the sale 
and possession of handguns? The leugue 
wonders. 

People in favor of stronger gun control 
argue that the presence of a handgun en¬ 
dangers a person’s safety. For every robber 
stopped by u handgun, four homeowners or 
family members are killed in handgun ac¬ 
cidents. 

The handgun is the most common murder 
weapon in the United States because it can be 
used from a distance and is not messy. 
Murder by knife requires the assailant to be 
close to the victim and to risk getting bloody. 
In 1972 handguns accounted for 54 percent of 
all murders committed in the United States. 
In a majority of these cuses the murderer 
knew the victim and the murder was the 
result of the presence of a convenient deadly 
w’eapon. 

Handgun control proponents feel private 
use of handguns infringes on a person's right 
to be free from violence. 

People against stronger gun control argue 
that of the ^4 million people in Massachusetts 
who can own fireurms only >•«. of l percent get 
into trouble. Deaths from firearms in 1972, the 
last year for which statistics are available, 
are less than 1-20 of those from motor 
vehicles. More stringent legislation would 
only affect law-abiding citizens; illegal 
owners and operators would not be affected. 
Stricter penalties for laws on the books, not 
additional laws, are the answer to the 
problems of rising crime.

Goodrow asked the committee to support 
motions for a full-size basketball court at

The Recreation Committee voted to ask 
the Park Commission to make the present 
Leonard’s basketball playing area a full-size 
court. 

The committee also supported Goodrow’s 
motion to ask the Police Athletic League to 


sponsor a basketball program for boys and 
girls as in the past "and I emphasize ‘and 
girls,”’ Goodrow said. 

He also suggested a program for high 
school youths at night during the week, using 
the new high school. "The school is there; 
let’s utilize it.” 




Recreation director Spinney will direct the 
programs if the police league sponsors them, 
Goodrow indicated. 

A motion by Chairman Tully to 
automatically forward to the Board of 
Selectmen requests to the committee from 
groups asking for recreational funding lost 2- 
1. 

Tully wanted the committee to inform any 
group requesting funding that "the proper 
way to obtain funds will be to reserve an 
article at town meeting by the selectmen.” 


He argued: "Our responsibility is to run 
the programs we have—as administrators 
It’s not our responsibility to fund these other 
programs.” 

Noble disagreed, saying there is precedent 
for funding nonRecreation Dept, programs. 
"Those are the decisions we make.” 

Amended Goodrow: "We have to give 
everyone consideration. It’s up to the Finance 
Committee to take it out.” 

"Maybe this is where we differ as 
RDublicans and Democrats," said Tully. 

Goodrow suggested next time Tully has a 
question about finance he ask someone other 
than Republican Rep. Harrision Chadwick.

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Park Department 
Gels Rescue Truck 

The Winchester Park Department 
received an affirmative nod from selectmen 
and will be possessors of the old rescue truck. 

According to chairman Albert Mac- 
donnell, the truck, which will not replace an 
existing Park Department vehicle, will be 
used to transport “summer kids (town em¬ 
ployees ) to different areas of town” for jobs of 
mowing and the like. The truck will also be 
used to mark fields, said commissioner 
William Ryerson. 

The decision to give the truck to the Park 
Department comes after discussion Tuesday 
night among selectmen, MacDonnell, 
Ryerson and commissioner Robert Joyce, 
along with Mrs. Barbara Hankins, Finance 
Commisttee chairman. 

Mrs. Hankins said Finance was against 
the rescue truck being added to the existing 
fleet of vehicles in the town due to costs. 

Finance, she said, would like to “salvage 
parts and scrap the rest” of the old rescue 
truck. She brought up the fuel situation, not 
only the shortage; but the high cost of fuel 
itself. “We should be reducing energy uses,” 
she said. 

If the truck did not remain in use by the 
Park Department, or become scrapped, 
Selectman Chairman Vito Giarrizzo noted the 
Northeast Metropolitan Regional Vocational 
School was interested in obtaining the vehicle 
for use by students. 

MacDonnell said he “wouldn’t like to see a 
serviceable truck leave the town.” He 
referred to a federal program affecting 
municipalities (Occupational Safety and 
Health Act commonly called OSHA) calling 
for covered trucks to be used in transporting 
town personnel. “This would be a good start,” 
said MacDonnell, noting “we can use the 
truck to good advantage.” 

Mrs. Hankins mentioned OSHA and said 
Finance would prefer to see an overall 
townwide solution such as one new van to be 
shared by all departments. 

Fire Chief I. Francis Amico was present to 
give a physical report on the old rescue truck. 
In 1969, he said, the engine was rebuilt at a

cost of $500. In 1972, the rebuilt engine was 
rebuilt at a cost of $395. 

In talking with his mechanic, Amico said, 
in the last five years the truck got new king 
pins. The 6-volt system was changed to a 12- 
volt system. The clutch was replaced and two 
new tires were put in front. The vehicle, he 
said, is in good running condition and ex¬ 
penses would be no more than “ordinary 
upkeep.” 

Giarrizzo noted that registration for town 
vehicles is free, insurance can be covered just 
by calling the insurance company, and the 
biggest cost would be “repairs.” 

Mrs. Hankins said she got a call from “an 
interested citizen” who apparently “was 
upset that the Finance Committee was ad¬ 
vising an elected body (selectmen and park 
commissioners) rather than Town Meeting” 
members. 

She said the interested citizen questioned 
whether selectmen have authority to transfer 
the vehicle since the motion at town meeting 
indicated the vehicle should be traded or 
scrapped. 

Further, does Park Department have right 
to accept the vehicle without first having town 
meeting approval. 

On the first question, Town Counsel 


Douglas Randall said there was no problem 
with the Finance Committee advising 
selectmen. “All belong to the same municipal 
group.” 

The other questions, he said, “could cause 
problems,” but in his opinion the Board of 
Selectmen has the right to preserve the 
vehicle unless specifically prohibited to do 
otherwise’ and the Park Department can 
accept the vehicle unless a vote of town 
meeting said no. 

Guarrizzosaid the “main concern is not to 
add to the town’s vehicles” and “can the town 
use it without adding too much to costs." 

Joyce said he felt it important to 
remember that the reason a new rescue truck 
was purchased in the first place was because 
the old one was not “adequate for emergency 
use." Park Department use of the vehicle, he 
said, would not be emergency. “If the truck 
doesn’t start," the Park Department can wait 
until it does operate, Joyce said. 

In conclusion, selectmen voted 
unanimously in favor of the Park Department 
having the vehicle. The Park Department will 
“properly utilize it and have the burden" of 
responsibility, said selectmen. 


Selectmen: Service Club Games, Vacancy 


The Board of Selectmen recently tabled a 
request from the Veterans of Foreign Wars 
Club, 30 River st., for a request to install a 
bumper pool game and a table bowling 
machine. 

The board said it wanted to hear Police 
Chief Edward F. Bowler’s remarks and find 
out if there are any regulations in town 
pertaining to pinball machines. 

Executive Sect. Edward Donnelly couldn’t 
find any. The selectmen were split on the 
issue and said they will discuss it again. 

The board has received several ap¬ 
plications from persons interested in filling a 
vacancy on the board of library trustees. 
They are John Johnian of 19 Hillside ave., 
Sara C. Woodward of 13 Sheffield rd. and 
Allegra A. Atkinson of 24 Lorena rd. 

POLICE AUXILIARY 

The board will investigate possible 
legislation to bring the town’s auxiliary police 
under some kind of legal protection. 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall advised: 
“Those who proceed to act in an official 
capacity must have authority,” or else he 
doesn’t know how he could defend them if 
they exercised more authority than the 
average citizen and were sued. 

“The Town of Winchester should recognize 
these men are not police officers and should 
not go out without other police officers." 

TAXIS 

Taxis, a subject long put off by the board, 
will be put off even longer. The selectmen 
decided to take up resolution of longstanding 


dissatisfaction by the taxi owners over 
licensing and rates in the spring. 

They cited lack of time as the reason 
for delaying the subject. September had been 
their deadline. 

INCINERATOR 

Resource Systems, Inc., has revised up¬ 
wards their cost estimate on construction of a 
new incinerator. Their total expenditure over 
five years has been estimated by RSI as going 
from $1.3 million to $1.6 million. Selectman 
John J. Sullivan said that if all goes well 
construction could begin in the spring of next 
year and the operation begun six months 
later. 

Sullivan said the RSI per tonnage cost has 
been increased from $13.57 to $16.89. He asked 
the board to approve the increase, stating 
that if they didn’t they would have to come up 
with an alternative and go back to town 
meeting. A special session is expected in 
October. 

Then the project would have to be re-bid. 
“We might be able to achieve the same 
schedule," Sullivan said." 

But the board decided to go along with the 
higher costs, which are predicated on RSI and 
the town getting a favorable court decision of 
the declaratory judgment suit on the legality 
of a negotiated contract worked out between 
the two parties. 

Selectmen chairman Vito Giarrizzo ad¬ 
vised that the Solid Waste Disposal com¬ 
mittee should be exploring alternatives to the 


RSI project in case the declaratory judgment 

fails PUNISHMENT 

The board voted its concurrence with 
punishment duty netted out to two police 
officers by Chief Edward F. Bowler. One 
officer, John R. Oliver, was objecting to the 
chief’s imposition of 14 hours work without 
pay- 

No information has ever been released to 
the public by the police officers or the Board 
of Selectmen. The selectmen merely refer to 
the incident as “the officer sleeping on duty" 
case. 

Selectman Sullivan, in moving that Bowler 
be upheld, noted that in a previous case the 
civil service upheld the town when a police 
officer appealed similar punishment duty.

Sheehan Attacks Sargent's 
ChoicesCNeed Common Sense 


At; 


Carroll Sheehan, Republican, was in 
Winchester Tuesday to talk about his can¬ 
didacy for governor. The following are his 
statements on some of the issues in the race. 

Republican Carroll Sheehan of Milton 
would adopt a no hire, no fire policy in state 
government and trim the present budget by 
five percent. 

“People are going to be more responsive if 
they think you're doing something to cut 
costs," he says. “This administration is not 
cutting costs. It's still spending money." 

Sheehan, a town meeting member in 
Milton and member of the board of appeals 
there, has held many government posts. Most 
recently he was commissioner of commerce 
and development for the state ( 1969 71 ) and 

New England regional director of the U.S. 
Depart, of Labor. 

The candidate, who is challenging Gov. 
Francis W. Sargent in the Republican 
primary, feels the state “desperately needs 
administration in program areas" and there 
has been “too much tinkering in the delivery 
of services." 

There is a great need to attract “common 
sense administrators in government" in 
Massachusetts, Sheehan contends, stating 
that good administration is not just a matter 
of costs. 

The philosophy of administrators he would 
hire would be: “We’ve got to try" (to cut 
costs). 

He laughs at Gov. Sargent's statements 
that he has held the line on state budgets. 
Sheehan says the state has just been failing to 
pay its bills, keeping the books in balance, 
until after the election. 

FURLOUGHS 

If Sheehan were governor he would permit 
no furloughs for persons convicted of murder 
and in other violent crimes furloughs only 
toward the end of the prisoner’s sentence as a 
form of rehabilitation. 

He says now Massachusetts starts 
rehabilitation even before the defendant is out 
of the court room. “There is no crime 
anymore, no punishment. What do we need 
the law and the courts for?" 

As for prisons, Sheehan feels the state 
“has got to take them over again.” He feels 
discipline in prisons has broken down. “The 
governor’s office has got to stop interfering in 
the administration of justice.” 

He favors the resumption of capital 
punishment. “Execution would depend on the 
viciousness of the crime. We’ve got to get a 
balance." 

DEFENSE 

In a stunning departure from his 
previously conservative views, Sheehan told 
The Star he feels the state should take over 
and pay for the defense of persons charged 


with crimes punishable by capital punish¬ 
ment 

He feels it’s not fair that persons of wealth 
should get better legal defense in such cases 
than persons who can’t afford the best 
lawyers. 

He believes some of the onus of capital 
punishment would be removed by permitting 
juries to recommend mercy. But, “if they 
know the governor is going to commute the 
sentence it’s a game." 

Some of the candidate’s views on other 
subjects follow: 

-Welfare: Transfer elderly programs to a 
special agency for senior citizens. Give 
welfare to recipients “truly in need, however 
difficult it is to establish the criteria of need.” 

Sheehan would return welfare to the towns 
and cities to administer. “The state has yet to 
administer the programs properly, much less 
provide a dollar savings or improved service 
delivery." 

--Transportation. "A 'balanced tran¬ 
sportation system’ has become a catch 
phrase-but no real progress has been 
achieved." Gov. Sargent suspended new 
highway construction, Sheehan points out, in 
favor of mass transportation. 

But no new mass transit has begun and 
meanwhile 100,000 new cars are added each 
year in the state. “New highway construction, 
if properly planned and executed, will create 
jobs and enhance the economic development 
of the state." 

-Elderly: “The experiences gained over a 
lifetime are a valuable resource which should 
be utilized by the total society." 

Sheehan would permit the elderly to work 
as long as they like and would form a single 
state agency to deal with all of the elderly 
areas. 

-Education: “Too often the objective of 
education of our children has been totally lost. 
At long last discipline must be returned to the 
classroom. And a teacher must be allowed to 
teach.” 

Sheehan believes this about forced busing: 
“A quality education must be made available 
to all children ... To the extent that the courts 
require racial mixing, we may relocate 
certain schools, build magnate schools and 
use voluntary busing programs. 

“A neighborhood school system must be 
maintained for those parents who want this."

Johnson said the alternative to his Manor 
Village proposal would be to continue 
Amberwood drive as originally planned with 
single family dwellings. He would sell lots to 
one of several contemporary building firms 
that have many clients looking for building 
lots for their designs. They were willing to 
pay $20,000 and more for lots, he said. 

Acceptance of the Manor Village proposal 
would keep the property from having a 
“cookie cutter” appearance, he said. 

He pointed to other communities which 
have found well-planned town house con¬ 
dominiums which mix well with single family 
dwellings and can be an asset both 
esthetically and from a tax input instead of 
outflow basis. Towns noted were Lexington, 
Concord. Lincoln. Carlisle and Wayland. 

Johnson noted he has hired Henry Curtis, 
attorney, to represent him. Curtis, he said, 
will draft a petition to be circulated for 100 
signatures in preparation for an article in an 
upcoming special town meeting warrant. 

Selectman Lawrence Smith asked if Curtis 
would also draft a covenant which would be 
made available to town counsel before a 
public hearing. 

Johnson agreed to a covenant but ad¬ 
mittedly found it difficult to understand how 
such a covenent could be put together until 
and if his proposal for Manor Village is ac¬ 
cepted. 

Selectmen, on the other hand, told Johnson 
they were sure town meeting would not ap¬ 
prove a plan unless specifics were outlined so 
that voters could be* assured the town and 
prospective buyers would be adequately 
protected. Bankruptcy was cited as one of 
many possible problems. 

Selectman William Chapman told Johnson 
his proposal was “in the conceptual stage and 
too preliminary” to expect the Planning 
Board or anyone else to accept it. 

Selectmen were unanimous in telling 
Johnson there is much work to be done before 
he would be ready to go to the Planning 
Board, hold public hearings, complete a 
covenant agreeable to all concerned, and 
finally go before town meeting. 

Selectman Arthur Dunbar emphatically 
said that Johnson was at a place where he 
would have to make a decision to invest time 
and money in presenting a complete package 
for the Planning Board, selectmen and other 
boards (fire, police, public works) offering

Selectman John Sullivan suggested that 
Johnson could have a purchase agreement for 
buyers of units be a part ot the covenant. He 
also told Johnson that he had received calls 
from neighbors in the area who wonder 
what’s going on. 

In response. Johnson said 25-40 invitations 
were sent out three weeks in advance of a 
recent Sunday giving neighbors an op¬ 
portunity to visit from 2 - 10 p.m., partake of 
refreshments and have questions answered. 
“Two people had good manners to tell me 
they couldn’t make it." said Johnson who 
noted that only “a small showing came.” 

Johnson, who thanked the selectmen for 
having heard him out, said he would get 
together with his attorney and decide his 
course, of action. 

Ginrrizzo offered him good luck noting it 
would be “hard to accomplish all he had to do 
before the end of the year.”

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Co win On Busing: 6 It’s No 
Solution To Racial Question’ 


By Arthur MacDonnell 

Atty. Gen. candidate William I Cowin 
feels all hand guns should be banned. The only 
exception: sportsman’s clubs. He would limit 
use of hand guns at the clubs. The owners of 
guns would have to leave their weapons at the 
clubs and not take them home. 

“The conflict between the public safety 
and people’s desire to entertain themselves 
has to be subordinate,” he says. Rifles and 
shotguns, which he says are not used in 
passion killing, he would not ban. 

ABORTION 

“The U.S. Supreme Court has resolved the 
question,” Cowin says of abortion. “The law 
is fixed now. The state can't interfere for the 
first six months.” He says the recent state 
law on the subject “is probably un¬ 
conditional.” 

AMNESTY 

0 William Cowin admires President Ford 
for taking the first step toward pardoning 
men who fled the country rather than fight in 
the Vietnam War. "I admire his courage. I 
don’t know if I could have done the same.” 

Even so, Cowin would like to see Ford “go 
further.” He cites the US tradition of granting 
amnesties at the ends of wars. He would 
impose no conditions on amnesty. 

BUSING 

He does not view busing as a solution to the 
racial question. “It's an attempt to take a 
complex problem and deal with it in a simple 
way." More mixing of the people is required, 
Cowin says, and to “try and get the public to 
accept it (buying) with the least possible 
disruption.” 

Cowin calls Gov. Sargent’s proposal 
“unconstitutional” and Atty. Gen. Robert 
Quinn’s ideas on the subject politically 
motivated. 

These proposals "raise people's ex¬ 
pectations. The issue can’t be avoided. The 
court has already decided it It is the attorney 
general’s obligation to enforce it.” 


CAPITAL PUNISHMENT 

He is opposed to capital punishment for 
several reasons. He feels it’s only a matter of 
time before the Supreme Court declares new 
capital punishment legislation un¬ 
constitutional as they did before. In order to 
get around the court’s ruling that capital • 
punishments is “cruel and unusual," some 
propose mandatory death sentences fqr some 
crimes. 



For instance, Cowin points out, one of his 
opponents, Josiah Spaulding, suggests the 
death penalty be applied in the killing of 
police officers. Other mandatory death 
sentences have been proposed for other 
categories. 

"In my opinion these categories are 
illogical,” Cowin says. Eventually the court 
will rule these illegal. Cowin wonders if the

threat of getting death for a crime is really 
any kind of a deterrent. He thinks there 
should be a study 

He also thinks juries would be reluctant to 
hand down a guilty determination when they 
know the result will be death. 

“Civilized society ought to get along 
without it.” he says of capital punishment. “It 
distracts attention from the real issues." 
Cowin believes the caliber of police en¬ 
forcement ought to be improved. Then the 
crime rate will be reduced. 

He notes that some states have gone back 
and forth between having a death penalty and 
not “with no appreciable difference” in the 
crime rate. If you break murder down into 
three categories-organized, passion, and 
homicides committed during commission of 
anothr felony-then to Cowin it’s obvious the 
criminal is not going to be deterred. 

CHANGES 

As the chief law enforcement officer in 
Massachusetts, Cowin would compel the 
large law enforcement offices in the state to 
cooperate with each other. He would use the 
threat to take over the prosecution of any case 
as the instrument in getting better police 
cooperation. 

He feels there should be substantial 
changes in consumer protection. “There’s an 
enormous temptation to make political 
capital at the expense of the big targets: 
banks, utilities. It misleads the public as to 
where the fault lies on issues and where to 
correct the problem.” 

For example, the public was misled into 
blaming the fuel adjustment charge for rising 
electric bills, Cowin says, when prices and 
costs were to blame. He would give 
regulatory agencies guidance. The attorney 
general should be more skillful in dealing 
with regulatory agencies, he says. 

Public statements should be given more 
thought, he indicates. “People in offices like 
that have an enormous capacity to influence 
the public. Dammit, they ought to use it in the 
right way. 


QUALIFICATIONS 

Cowin was assistant attorney general 
under Edward Brooke. He was chief of the 
administration department. He tried major 
cases and wrote major decision, he states. He 
argued a dozen appeals before the state 
supreme court He also tried the first racial 
imbalance case. 

The prime function of the attorney 
general is to represent state government. I 
know my client pretty well." He was chair¬ 
man of the DPU for two years and held two 
positions in Sargent’s cabinet: secretary of 
consumer affairs and secretary of ad¬ 
ministration. , 

He calls his two opponents. Josiah 
Spaulding and Charles Cabot, good lawyers 
but undistinguishable from other good 
lawyers. 

Cowin contends that Spaulding and Cabot 
say the best suited background for AG is the 
practice of law. “And I say government ex¬ 
perience.” 

PUBLIC AWARENESS 

The level of the public’s political 
awareness is lower now than in the 18th 
centurv. Cowin says. The public, he says, has 
far less contact with officials than in the past. 
•■In Boston you’d walk in the street and run 
into John Adams.” 

Government is more sophisticated today 
too. he says. “Have you ever looked at a 
federal government grant form?” 

On the right of the public to know about 
their government. Cowin says: “You can’t as 
Bob Quinn does give bland statements. That's 
fine. Sounds good. But the real problems are 
far more complicated.”

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Kibbutz Life Hard And Demanding 
But Never A Lack Of Camaraderie

Israelis sing while they work. 

In the big, clean kibbutz kitchen eggplant 
sizzles in the fryer, soup boils and the Israelis 
sing. They turn up the radio to the highest 
volume and sing lustily with the Beatles and 
Perry Como and other foreign singers telling 
of unrequited love and North American 
values. 

No matter that they sing the wrong words 
to the wrong tune. It’s the noise that is im¬ 
portant. Frequently they break off singing to 
argue with each other, and the kitchen 
becomes riotous. But the dishes get washed, 
the cabbage stuffed and the potatoes peeled in 
an amazingly short time. 

At eight o’clock in the morning the 
workers come in for breakfast by tractor, by 
truck, on foot. Most have been working since 
four. The kibbutzniks rapidly fill their plates 
with tomatoes, lettuce, cucumbers, peppers, 
onions, cheese, fish and bread. 

The volunteers who have been on the 
kibbutz for a month or longer follow suit, 
while the newer volunteers gingerly take a 
tomato and a piece of cheese and long for 
pancakes and cream of wheat. 

After breakfast the tractors move out to 
the cotton plantation where the irrigation 
pipzs are being set up. The truck drivers honk 
their horns, impatient fQr the workers to 
board so they can be taken back to the banana 
plantation where the dead banana leaves - 
must be cut to make room for the new 
olossoms.

Those volunteers working with the roses 
examine their legs for any new thorn scrat¬ 
ches and w alk back to the hothouse where by 
9:30 the heat will be so unbearable that a 
break every half hour*is a necessity. 

Those women of the kibbutz assigned to 
the children’s* houses and to the laundry 
return to their jobs. The turkeys and checkens 
w'ill be ned now, the sheep milked and in the 
kitchen the breakfast dishes are already 
being washed. 

Most kibbutzniks work hard and the 
morale is constantly high. The volunteers 
may droop and complain of the boredom of it 
all. But for the members, this is no temporary 
"adventure.” This is their life. It is a matter 
of great concern to them whether the turkeys 
are plump, the roses red and the bananas 
long. 

And so they work hard. But they are on the 
kibbutz because they want to be; because the 
security it offers and the agrarian type of life 
is infinitely important to them. 

Many volunteers feel the lack of in¬ 
tellectual stimulation, the lack of the variety 
of people. To choose a kibbutz or to choose the 
city means weighing many options against 
each other. 

Certainly for the unmarried

kibbutz life presents difficulties. Since the 
very basis of kibbutz life is the famply. the 
single person's problems and needs may be 
overlooked Most of the volunteers are single 
Since an option of the men and women in the 
army is to spend part of their duty on a kib¬ 
butz. there may not be any lack of young 
singles. 

If it appears after a time that the lone man 
or woman has no immediate marriage 
prospects, the kibbutz may urge him or her to 
take a job in the city for a while to broaden the 
possibilities for meeting persons of the op¬ 
posite sex. Widows and widowers may also be 
urged to do the same. Israelis are practical 
above all else. 

Most Israelis marry very young. At age 19 
many have their first children because Israel 
needs people And for each baby born in one 
year, a young Israeli man or woman leaves 
for Canada or the I’nited States because "a 
war every 10 months is a life?" 

Lunch is the big meal on the kibbutz with 
meat, potatoes, vegetables and soup. By 
noon, most of the workers are through for the 
day. after 12 the Israeli sun is unmerciful. So 
lunch is eaten with a sense of relaxation. The 
pool, tennis courts and sauna will open later 
Many kibbutzniks and volunteers will sleep 
this afternoon. 

From four p.m. to eight p.m. the members 
will spend time with their children. For four 
hours each day they concentrate solely on 
their sons and daughters. This may be more - 
time than American parents, with their off 
spring around all the time, spend with their 
children each day 

Night on the kibbutz is quiet. Sometimes 
there is dancing, sometimes movies. But 


\ kibbutz is rssentiallv n commune - a 
collective enterprise where the individuality 
“f the famil) is preserved and everyone 
participates in general maintenance. 

Kibbutz Moggal. founded 1954, is about an 
hour's drive from Tel Aviv. It is small, with 
about -*»<• members. It is unique in that its 
inhabitants are all quite young: the oldest is 
about :»5 years of age. It’s known primarily 
for its cotton and roses. Bananas, lemons, 
oranges, avacadoes and apricots are grown. 
Turkeys, chickens and sheep are raised. 

Volunteers from all over the world may 
live temporarily on a kibbutz at any time of 
> car. They mae plans for thzir trip through an 
organization expressly existing for the 
purpose of assigning volunteers to kibbutzim 
and making the arrangements. 

The sole commitment of any volunteer is 
that he or she will remain on the kibbutz for at 
least one month. 

Kach volunteer Is fully aware of what 
kibbutz life is like, of the problems It may 
orlng: namely , that the work may be boring 
and hard, and the kibbutzniks (members of 
the kibbutz) may not be particularly friends). 

The kibbutzniks see hundreds of volun¬ 
teers who say they love kibbutz life and 
profess a great dedication to Israel, but who 
leave after two or three months to go hack to 
what the Israelis at least consider an easier 
life. The Israelis ask curiously. "Why don't 
you stay here on the kibbutz if you like it so 
much?" 

Some of the volunteers do. But the 
majority return to the United States or 
Canada and leave the task of building a 
country to others. 


mostly it is a time for rest. The volunteers, 
thirsty for night-life, may board a bus to the 
city. But the kibbutzniks for the most part are 
content to rest and visit with each other. 

Saturday is the dy they spend with their 
families. Relatives come in from the cities 


and the dining room is crowded with un¬ 
familiar faces. 

The "me-first” attitude prevalent on the 
"outside" is for the most part refreshingly 
absent on the kibbutz. The members wait 
their turns to play or to study, patiently. 
Someone works on the Sabbath while friends 
and family relax. 

Next Saturday will be their turn to work. 
Someone would like to study at the university. 
But he or she again must wait until the work 
load is lessened; until the kibbutz is sure it 
can handle one less person in the kitchen or in 
the plantation, until the others who are 
studying have obtained their degrees. 

To become a member one must live and 
work on the kibbutz for one year. Then he is 
judged by a special committee (on Maggal, 1 j 
the membership, roughly 100 persons, are on 
the committee) on his attitude, on his working 
ability. 

Kibbutz life is hard. Each night several 
women forego sleep because it is their turn to 
watch the children’s quarters. Each night 
several men won’t sleep so they can guard. 
From four to eight in the evening the parents 
ee their children. 

They love them deeply, though perhaps 
they would rather sleep or read. But they 
don’t have their children around all the time 
as the city dwellers do. So from four to eight 
they will devote to their children. 

However, neither do they worry about 
finding jobs or about buying food or about 
paying rent. Yet only three percent of the 
gisraeli population has chosen to live on the 
kibbutzim 

Yes. Israelis sing w-hile they work. 

They are proud and at times they are 
arrogant and pushy. They have to be. 
surrounded on all sides as they are by 
enemies. They must be — they whose 
"friends" blow as the wind blows, who smile 
or frown as the economy rises and falls, as the 
political situation leans, as expediency dic¬ 
tates. 

But Israel exists. It does more than exist — 
it lives and breathes with a strong vitality. 
Fighting is reported now in the Golan

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Heights, now in the Sinai. One war ends, signs 
of another manifest themselves. 

The Israelis gather at the Wailing Wall to 
mourn their dead. They cry and they are 
bitter. Girls weep because they lost one fiance 
in the 1967 war and another in the October 
war. 

But next day, in the cities, they will push 
and shove for seats on the buses. They will fill 
the cafes to overflowing. They will drive 
furiously down rocky mountain ledges and 
just as furiously down swarming city streets. 

Next day in the kibbutzim they will milk 
the sheep. They will reap in the banana crop. 
They will dance their dances and sing their 
songs. 

But now it is night. And the men who are 
assigned to guard the kibbutz sigh and switch 
their guns to their other shoulder. They gaze 
at the star-filled, navy-blue sky and dream of 
peace.

Anti-Snob Zoning 


Court Upholds Board On Moss 


The Supreme Judicial Court of 
Massachusetts has upheld a Superior Court 
ruling which held that the Winchester Board 
of Appeal was correct in granting a Woburn 
developer permission to build under the anti¬ 
snob zoning legislation. 

Neighbors of the planned development on 
West Side Hill appealed the granting of a 
comprehensive permit to Mr. and Mrs. Jack 
Moss of Cambridge street. The Moss’s wanted 
to construct 176 units of low and middle in¬ 
come housing. 

The appeal by the neighbors was heard in 
Superior Court and was dismissed without a 
hearing on evidence after the state’s supreme 
Court upheld the anti-snob zoning statute as it 
related to cases in Hanover and Concord. 

According to Town Counsel Douglas A. 
Randall, who represented the Board of 
Appeal, the only new issues raised by the 


appeal beyond those decided in the Hanover 
and Concord cases concern the rights of the 
neighbors as the appealing party and the 
authority of the Board of Appeal to “modify 
or ignore” the requirements of the sub¬ 
division control law. 

Atty. Moss said he won’t make any 
decision on the land until after town meeting 
decides whether to approve a multi-use 
complex of Kaufman & Broad, which has the 
land under option through November. 

K&B is asking the town for permission to 
build 500 condominiums, 90 single family 
houses and 48 elderly units on the land. K&B 
is asking for a Nov. 11 special town meeting, 
which must approve the plan by two-thirds. 

Moss appeared anxious to have the K&B 
proposal go through. He said he pays $25,000 a 
year in taxes. 

Moss said the court awarded him all court 
costs incurred in the case. 

Time and again in the court decision, the 


judge refers to the Hanover and Concord 
decisions as the basis for his decisions. 

The decision concludes: “Despite the 
plaintiffs’ view of the requirements of the 
equal protection clause it is clear, as we 
emphasized in the Hanover case, that the 
legislature’s authority to regulate local 
zoning and related practices is very broad 
and that the court’s role in reviewing its 
exercise as provided...is limited to the 
determination of whether the legislation 
adopts a reasonable means to serve a 
legitimate public purpose. 

"We concluded there that this legislation 
does so, and our conclusion is not changed by 
the fact that the plaintiffs in this case are 
individual property owners whose land abuts 
the parcel at issue and not, as in the Hanover 
case, public bodies responsible for enforcing 
the law.” 


Charter Seeks To Cut School Committee 


Winchester’s nine-person Charter Com¬ 
mission at a recent meeting voted to reduce 
the School Committee from six to five 
members and to provide for town takeover of 
some of its responsibilities. 

A motion to increase from six to seven the 
number of Winchester School Committee 
persons was successfully amended on a 4-2 
vote by substituting “five” for “seven” 
members. 

On the suggestion of Cmsr. Arlene 
Champoux, the Charter Commission voted to 
include in the document it will recommend to 
the voters a provision to allow school building 
maintenance and purchasing to be combined 
with other departments. 

Consultant Michael Curran is drafting the 
wording of that charter provision. 

Curran was also instructed to draft a 
section in the charter on requiring the School 
Committee to conduct a public hearing on its 
yearly budget. 

In answer to a query by the commission 
whether or not some provision should be 
made in the event the School Committee loses 
its fiscal autonomy, Curran advised that state 


The Charter Commission clashed with one 
of its members Tuesday night over his failure 
to attend many recent meetings while at the 
same time opposing the commission’s work. 

Cmsr. William T. Ryerson walked into the 
commission’s room at about 10:45 p.m. The 
response was stunned silence. 

Earlier in the evening the commission had 
drafted a letter to Ryerson (see Page 5 ) in 
answer to Ryerson's letter in The Star last 
week accusing the commission of being 
“composedof 80 percent radicals” and acting 
in a political manner in its decisions. 

The commission’s letter to Ryerson ap¬ 
peals to the his experience in town govern¬ 
ment and asks him to attend their meetings. 

"Some voters whose views you represent 
have been denied representation. The com¬ 
mission needs your views,” the letter reads in 
part. 

After Ryerson entered the commission 
room Tuesday, the members asked him his 
intentions. He answered that he intends to 
remain on the board and to fight the proposed 
charter. 

He said his views differ widely from those 
of the charter members and the response to 
his letter in last week’s Star “has been 
overwhelmingly in favor.” 

He said for him to continue deliberating 
with the commission would be a cop out. 

Cmsr. Arlene Champoux said she backed 
Ryerson on two of his ideas (town council and 
department of natural resources) but the 


support of school committees is more likely 
than elimination by the legislature of fiscal 
autonomy. 

In other recent decisions, the commission 
voted to keep the town moderator position 
elected at the polls every year. The only 
change to be recommended in the section 
dealing with the moderator is the following 
addition: 

“He shall have no vote unless the mem¬ 
bers present are equally divided.” A town 
moderator is the presiding officer of the town 
meeting. 

The commission indicated to its consultant 
that it wishes to strengthen the Board of 
Selectmen by making the board the overall 
authority of the town. The commission 
recommended the selectmen be elected the 
same. 

The commission wants the Board of 
Selectmen to be the appointing authority for 
all town officers, department heads and 
employees for which no other method of 
selection exists. 

It will also recommend that the Board of 


members must expect to be in a minority 
position at times. 

Chairman Clara Hewis said: “If these are 
your positions you should be here to say so.” 
She said Ryerson should try to persuade the 
other commissioners, the press and the public 
about his views. “If no one brings it up then it 
doesn’t get discussed. The whole charter will 
suffer as a result of it.” 

Ryerson answered that he has tried. “But I 
got nowhere.” 

Hewis responded that many of the major 
decisions still have to be voted. 

Ryerson stated that he feels the com¬ 
mission is drifting toward a particular 
viewpoint. 

Cmsr. Robert C. Ericson said: “You and 
everyone else on the commission should be 
prepared to lose 50 percent of his votes.” 

Ryerson reiterated that he doesn’t intend 
to resign. 

Ericson said Ryerson should attend the 
meetings because the voters might approve 
the new charter and “you should get as much 
in it as you can.... If your view is if you can’t 
have everything you won’t play ball, that’s 
ridiculous.” 

Cmsrs. Vincent Carroll and Michael 
Saraco said they thought the commission was 
babying Ryerson by listening to him. 

“I’m not going to sit here and listen to you 
cry,” Saraco said. 

“I’m not going to listen to that garbage,” 
Carroll said. 

The discussion broke up without any 
meeting of the ways.

questions relating to the abatement of taxes.” 

No changes are recommended in the three- 
man Board of Health. 

The following changes will be recom¬ 
mended to the voters regarding the Cemetery 
Commission: that the number of members be 
cut from five to three and their term of office 
be reduced from five to three years. 

The Planning Board will remain five 
members but the term of office will be cut 
from five years to three years. There were no 
other changes. 

No changes are recommended in the 
Winchester Housing Authority. Cmsr. Arlene 
Champoux asked why housing authority 
members' terms should be five years when 
Planning Board members' terms are being 
cut to three years. 

Consultant Curran said the attorney 
general has suggested it is inconsistent under 
state statute to propose a term shorter than 
five years for housing board members. 

The commission voted to talk with the 
Finance Committee and Board of Selectmen 
before including a provision for an “executive 
budget” in the charter. 

Chairman Clara Hewis said she liked the 
idea of an administrative budget presented 
with the Finance Committee required to 
recommend changes by amendments 

She thought the provision for a public 
hearing was good. But she stressed that 
Finance should be an advisory committee and 
is not functioning now as it was set up*Mo 
function. 

Cmsr. Francis Cullen thought the budget 
should be presented by the town ad¬ 
ministrator to Finance but Finance should 
seek more information from town depart¬ 
ments. He suggested that more money might 
be spent if the budget comes from an ad¬ 
ministrator rather than from Finance. 

Cmsr. Robert (’. Ericson supported an 
administrative budget but said Finance 
should present it. with amendments, at town 
meeting

Ryerson, Commission Clash 


In Winchester 


Sargent, Sacco, Guzzi, 
Dukakis, Bullock Win 


Tuesday's state primary election 
produced some stunning results in Win¬ 
chester as 35.5 percent of the voters cast 
ballots, that in itself a surprise. 

Ciov Francis W. Sargent easily shook off 
opposition from Carroll Sheehan, 986 votes to 
660 in Winchester. Statewide Sargent out¬ 
distanced Sheehan 2-1. 

Michael Dukakis won a huge victory in 
Winchester and Massachusetts over Robert 

H. Quinn. Dukakis had 1,783 votes to Quinn’s 
932 Statewide, returns showed Dukakis 
running ahead by at least 60,000 votes. 

Some of the election surprises can be laid 
to voter dissatisfaction with traditional 
politics in these days of post Watergate. 

In the contest for secretary of state. Paul 
Guzzi, a Newton state representative, buried 
incumbent John F. X. Davoren. The Win¬ 
chester votes were Guzzi, 1800; Davoren, 716. 

Those figures could be multiplied hun¬ 
dreds of times as town and city after town and 
city recorded huge pluralities for the young 
Newton legislator. 

Incomplete returns Wednesday morning 
showed Guzzi leading Davoren 220,570 to 
172,224. 

In the treasurer's race newcomer Mark 
Furcolo was trying to unseat longtime in¬ 
cumbent Robert Q. Crane but apparently lost 
in a close result. 

In Winchester Furcolo trampled Crane, 

I, 401 to 1,057. Boston newspapers Wednesday 
morning were reporting Crane the winner by 
5,000 to 9,000 votes. 

Former Medford Rep. George Sacco as 
expected won Winchester, taking four of the 
town’s six precincts. His vote, in the race for 
attorney general, was 1,002. The nearest 
contender was S. Lester Ralph, the reform 
mayor of Somerville, with 761 votes. 

Francis X. Bellotti, who won the statewide 
don. test,for attorney general, came in third in 
Wihehester. Bellotti had 474 votes. 

There were three others in the AG race: 
Edward F. Harrington, 350; Edward M. 
O’Brien. 61; and Barry T. Hannon, 45. 

In the Republican race for attorney 
general, William I. Cowin took Winchester 
but lost statewide. Josiah Spaulding came in 
first statewide and second in Winchester. 

Charles Cabot placed third in Winchester. 
The votes were as follows: Co win, 573; 
Spaulding, 530; Cabot, 461. 

Spaulding won an easy statewide victory, 
outdistancing Cabot by more than 6,000 votes. 
There were no other Republican contests 
besides the Sargent-Sheehan and AG races. 

For state senate, John W. Bullock of 
Arlington, the incumbent, easily outstripped 
challenger Gene L. English of Woburn, a 
Woburn School Committeeman. 

In Winchester, Bullock’s vote was 1,495. 
English had 945, stronger thun many ob¬ 
servers felt he would get. Bullock took 
Lexington, 950 to 550, and Arlington, 7,293 to 
3,703. 

Bullock also took the five wards in 
Medford which comprise the district. English 
only took his native city of Woburn — 3,900 to 
Bullock’s 1,900. Though Bullock was not 
expected to take Woburn, his margin of loss 
was more than expected. He had a 3,164 vote 
plurality. The Medford votes were Bullock 
1,271 and English 647. Bullock’s districtwide 
total comes to 12,909. English’s total comes to 
9,745. The following is a breakdown on the 
district vote between the two men:

Troop Suit Says 

The attorney representing former town 
treasurer-collector Marguerite Troop has 
filed an amendment to Miss Troop’s original 
complaint against the Board of Selectmen 
charging the board with violation of the open 
meeting law. 

The amendment alleges that the Board of 
Selectmen met in a closed session May 19 at 
the home of the selectmen chairman, Vito A. 
Giarrizzo, in violation of state law which 
prohibits unposted and closed door sessions 
except in a few cases. 

Atty. Thomas O’Keefe has filed that 
amendment to the original complaint along 
with another amendment — to strike from the 
complaint the answers of the defendents 
(selectmen) dealing with financial 
procedures, primarily a technicality. 

The parties in the case of Troop vs. of¬ 
ficials of the Town of Winchester met Monday 
in Middlesex Superior Court. 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall filed a 
motion for a summary judgment (a speedy 
decision without trial) and Judge Robert H. 
Beaudreau put the case off until Thursday, 
Sept. 19. 

It is not expected, however, that trial will 
take place on that date since a motion for 
summary judgment takes considerable time 
to study. There are 200 pages of testimony 
garnered in pre-trial depositions. 

A motion for summary judgment is 
brought in cases where a defendant’s lawyer 
feels the opposition has no case. Linder such 
circumstances the case is brought before the 
court prior to trial and in the hopes the judge 
will read the evidence and dismiss the case. 

Miss Troop claims her resignation as town 
treasurer was involuntary in that it was made 
under duress — that the Board of Selectmen 
intimidated her. The selectmen contend she 
resigned of her own free will. 

One government source tells The Star tha> 
the normal course for the selectmen to have 
followed would have been to contact the state 
Department of Corporations and Taxation if 
they felt something was wrong in the 
treasurer’s office. 

The commissioner of that department 
would have then held a hearing. Such a course 
is prescribed under state statute, according to 
the source, in order to protect the integrity of 
the treasurer’s office. 


about 81 percent of the Democrats who voted 
cast ballots for Trevett. 

Sherman W. Saltmarsh Jr., the 
Republican, got 1,482 votes. Or about 90 
percent of the Republicans voting remem¬ 
bered or chose to vote for Saltmarsh. 

A total of 4,413 Winchester voters cast 
their ballots in the primary. That figures out 
to about 35.5 percent of the town’s 12,414 
registered voters. 

Observers of the Winchester political 
scene consider that vote a healthy one, 
pointing to the state primary two years ago 
when only 21.5 percent of the electorate in 
Winchester bothered to vote. 

This primary’s 35.5 percent compares with 
the vote in last March’s annual town election 
when slightly more than 39 percent voted. 

The weather Tuesday was ideal, warm and 
sunny. There were no lines reported at any of 
the town’s six polling places. Returns came in 
on time at Town Hall. There were no snags 
reported anywhere. 

Town Clerk Elsie M. Nelson’s office an¬ 
nounced the results at Town Hall shortly after 
midnight to a handful of persons. There was 
little excitement generated in Winchester for 
the election. 

Saltmarsh and Trevett will face one 
another in the final election in November. 
Bullock has some opposition from two in¬ 
dependents, Helen Metros, an Arlington 
housewife who lacks any political backing. 
She is described as a frustrated voter who 
wants some questions answered. The other, 
Arthur Spector, is a former Sargent appointee 
in the office of administration. He has lived in 
Winchester for a few years. 

There were several other Democratic 
contests in Tuesday’s election. Thomas F. 
O’Neill 3rd, son of the congressman, breezed 
through all Winchester precincts, winning 
almost 2-1 over his nearest competitor in that 
five-person race for lieutenant governor. 

O’Neill had 1,192 votes. Christopher 
lannella came second with 634 votes. The 
others were far behind. 

There was a six-man race In the county 
commissioner contest. Incumbent John 
Danehy, the only one who campaigned in 
Wincester, easily won the seat, outstripping 
his nearest competitior 2-1. 

There was a seven-man race for executive 
councillor. The first name on the ballot, 
Charles Buckley, won by a slight margin. 

Vincent LoPresti was close behind. No 
significance can be seen in the figures for the 
other candidates as far as Winchester voting 
is concerned. 

Sheriff Walter J. Sullivan had no op¬ 
position. He received 1,929 votes. District 
Atty. John J. Droney had no opposition either, 
getting 1,622 votes. 

GOP Sheriff John J. Buckley, incumbent, 
considered a liberal, took a large vote in 
conservative Winchester: 1,348. He had no 
opposition. 

Saltmarsh was the largest vote getter in 
the Republican primary. Close behind 
Saltmarsh’s 1,482 was Buckely’s 1,348. 

On the Democratic side, Kenneth Trevett 
was the largest vote getter with 2,218. 
Congressman Torbert Macdonald with 1,929 
votes and Sheriff Sullivan with 1,928 were 
closing in for second place. None of these men 
had any opposition.

Parkluirst To Touchers: 

Increasing Pressure For 
School Dept. Accountability 


By Stephen K. Parkhurst 

As I said three years ago when I last had this opportunity, the oecasions are all too in¬ 
frequent, in my opinion, for direct contact between the School Committee and the entire staff. 

I am sure the activities of the School Committee at best seem rather remote to you and at 
worst we are a necessary evil, to be contended with and surmounted if at all possible. 

To put the new year in perspective, I would like to take a look at the progress that has been 
made in recent years, for it is said we don’t know where we’re going until we know where we 
have been. 

First, I think in terms of faculty, we are stronger than we have ever been. We have only 39 
new staff members joining us this fall, a group that has been carefully selected and which will 
give us new strengths. Our turnover rate is thus down to just over 10 percent, for we have had 
as many as IK) starting at one time. 

This means that we have a much more experienced staff, with the wide diversity of 
background that has been encouraged at all levels, than was the case five years ago. 

Second, we have in my judgement a very strong group of administrators, under the 
leadership of Supt. MacDonald. It is a group in which the committee has full confidence and a 
good working relationship, which is a must if we are to work jointly for quality education in 
Winchester. 

Third, in terms of school plant, we are in good shape. We now have, with the new high school 
and the renovated junior high, a balanced junior high enrollment, and enough space in all the 
elementary schools. We have the plant to operate a good program with sufficient room for all 
activities. To those of you who were here as recently as four years ago, you will recognize what 
this change has meant to us. 

Fourth, I think our investment in our curriculum development is paying off. With the 
division of instruction, the curriculum councils and the active participation of many people, I 
think we offer an integrated course of study that is relevant and challenging. Within this 
framework, each professional has the freedom to conduct the courses of instruction in his or 
her own way, which is as it should bo. 

The four points I have mentioned are really the basis of School Committee policy — to see 
that we have the faculty, the administrators, the plant and the curriculum to provide the best 
education possible for the children of Winchester. Beyond this we should not go. What goes on 
in the classroom is up to you as qualified professionals in the field of education. 

The School Committee faces the challenge this year, more than ever, to provide the funds 
necessary to continue the quality program we have and to improve on it where we can. 

I am sure you are all aware of the increasing pressure for accountability for what we do. I 
am convinced that Winchester continues to want a good school system. However, the support 
which Winchester will continue to give to education will depend upon the perception the 
townspeople have about your attitude towards your job and the way you conduct yourselves on 
it. 

As I mentioned to the new teachers the other day, in my business, which is banking, the 
impressions the public form about a bank largely depend on our tellers, who are our chief 
contact with the public. 

In a school system it is you, the faculty, who are in the front line. Today, school public 
relations is everybody’s business. The committee needs your help here. It is up to you to show 
the public that we are in fact imparting a good program to the 5,(HK) children it is our respon¬ 
sibility to educate. 

The School Committee, for its part, will continue to work with you and help you as our 
predecessors have since 1850 — to continue Winchester’s position of leadership in education. 

The commit tec in 1853 said: "The liberality hitherto exercised towards the public schools of 
this town by the citizens thereof has attracted the attention of every one interested (and who 
dares In this age to aver he is not) in the cause of education. 

“It has rendered Winchester distinguished. It has given her a high place among the towns of 
this Commonwealth. It has done more to render her attractive to those seeking suburban 
residences, than the charming beauty of her picturesque natural scenery, her railroad 
facilities, or her tasteful location, since it indicates a superior refinement of mind and manners 
that guarantees to her, when her population has increased, an agreeable and cultivated 
society.” 

As a former report says, "Ever may she maintain this honorable position. May her career 
in this, and all other respects be upward and onward, — excelsior; — always advancing, never 
retreating, nulla vestigia retrorsum.” 

Have a good year, everyone.

Cullen Land Could 
Be A Town Park 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

This week I will discuss the ethical aspects 
of the Cullen and Stop & Shop deal. I am as 
familiar with the area as anyone. 1 remember 
the late 1920’s and early 1930’s when it was 
nothing but an open sand pit. 

Mr. Cullen purchased the land then. I 
believe, from the town and he suffered 
through the depression when you had to get up 
the tax money and there was damned little 
money to get up. 

My family went through it and 1 have lived 
it and it took a man of bulldog perseveranoe to 
make the grade! 

I believe with every fibre of my being that 
a man who can do this is entitled to every cent 
of profit he may realize by his investment 
efforts. 

I likewise feel that unless unduly put upon 
by his neighbors or his town or city that he is 
duty bound to take them into consideration 
when disposing of this land. 

I have seen cases where this was not as 
stated and I would hope that this would not be 
the case in this instance. 

If this is so, I can see no reason why the 
town cannot sit down with Mr. Cullen or his 
representative and discuss the cost of this 
land and its fair murket value and hopefully 
they can come to an agreement. 

What I am proposing I am sure is not an 
original idea. Why not convert this area into a 
town park and clean it up and make it 
something to be proud of. 

I believe this already has been done to the 
upper end of the river and it is a tremendous 
asset to the town which at one time was an 
eyesore, Davidson Park. 

Now my further thoughts on this to the 
selectmen: Can federal funds be obtained 
through conservation to possibly alleviate the 
cost to the town. This little piece of the river is 
part of the "Atlantic flyway" for ducks and 
geese. If one doubts it some fall night stand on 
the small bridge on Cross street and watch 
the skies overhead. 

I have counted as many as 100 ducks and 
more going overhead in a matter of half an 
hour. Pheasants use the Cullen land and at 
one time so much so that locals used to run 
their bird dogs to them. 


Sportsmen buy duck stamps for the 
privilege of shooting migratory game birds 
such as ducks, geese and woodcock. The 
money paid for these duck stamps 
presumably is set aside for the propagation of 
migratory game birds. 

Puddles, brooks, marshes and ponds are 
being filled in at such a rate the sportsman 
hws agreed to prevent this from happening. 
Thus he purchases duck stamps and through 
game and other licenses contributes to 
conservation causes. 

I believe through research in this area that 
we may find a way to prevent the Cullen land 
from becoming an asphalt jungle and still 
satisfy the Cullen interests. Thus we may 
avoid brick monstrosities of subsidized 
housing and end up with something we can be 
proud of. However, do not forget the name of 
the game is money. 

This letter is emotional. My other letter 
was analytical. This is my nature and 1 would 
have it no other way. I honestly do believe 
that every effort should be expended to its 
utmost to prevent the use of this property to 
be utilized in the manner proposed. 

How about it, Mr. Cullen? The Board of 
Selectmen? You fellow Winchesterites, who 
profess to love the town? Can’t we ail get 
down to the nitty gritty and see if we can save 
this property from "Going Down the River,” 
as the phrase is misquoted, or are we going to 
end up with egg all over our faces? 

. Lewt it be heard loud and clear that Stop & 
Shop or any other macadamized jungle is 
unsatisfactory to all the residents of Win¬ 
chester. Let us put our backs to the wheel and 
get it rolling in the only direction it should go.

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Some Election Sidelights; 
Canary For Parkhurst 


If you were awakened Tuesday morning at 
quarter of seven as I was by the chiming of 
bells and wondered what they were — they 
were the town calling the people to vote. 

In my mind I was accusing St. Mary’s 
belfrey of going bats. But it wasn’t that, says 
Ed Donnelly of the selectmen’s office. The 
town always "warns” its inhabitants of the 
day’s election by rapidly sounding the bells. 

I thought, alternately, that someone had 
died; there was a bad fire and the horn didn’t 
work; that there was something wrong with 
St. Mary’s mechanical devices. It never 
occurred to me there was an impending 
election. 


I guess it never occurred to a lot of people 
in town that there was an election that day. 
Voting was so light as to make many wonder 
if anyone in Winchester knew there was an 
election. ^ 

But warned they were, though not seven 
days in advance as the warrant mailed to 
voters says. "In the name of the Com¬ 
monwealth of Massachusetts you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the inhabitants of 
the Town of Winchester who are qualified to 
vote...” (etc.) reads the warrant. 

"...And you are hereby directed to serve 
this warrant by mailing a printed copy 
thereof, by you attested, to every dwelling 
house in said town seven days at least before 
the day of holding said meeting.” 

The warrant is signed by Constable 
Edward F. Bowler, the police chief. The 
warrants were mailed from Town Hall in a 
last-minute rush, which had everyone 
available sticking on the addresses, Friday at 
noon. 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall, hpwever, 
says he doesn’t believe the mailing notice is a 
requirment to begin with "though it is a 
custom.” Residents are notified of an im¬ 
pending town meeting before seven days in 
advance supposedly. But Randall doesn’t 
think that act applies to primary elections, 
which are "not the conduct of the town.” 

"The test is not technical compliance but a 
fair warning.” And, the counsel adds, the 
newspapers have adequately warned the 
residents. 


He appears to be a man of untold in¬ 
formation (he keeps his knowledge to him¬ 
self) who refuses to teach or assist whomever 
is appointed to administer zoning unless he 
receives an additional $2,000 or more. 

Now it seems MacDonald, who held all the 
aces while he interviewed candidates who in 
his words couldn’t win Oscars, has drawn a 
deuce (or joker) from the deck for his final 
play and the jackpot. 

Selectmen will now recommend that 
MacDonald not only get the additional money 
but also hold the title of zoning administrator 
on top of his many other titles. 

Meanwhile, his hand-picked assistant will 
do the work. Now isn’t this all very neat? But 
for whom... the town or MacDonald? 

MacDonald is on vacation now and will not 
return to work until Sept. 20. 

During this time the Department of 
Community Affairs and state Building Code 
Commission are beginning a series of four 
two-day training programs on the im¬ 
plementation and ramifications of Chapter 
802. This is an act which established the state 
Building Code Commission for the adoption 
and promulgation of a state building code. 
Wonder if MacDonald knew about this when 
he planned his vacation? 

Selectmen were in a quandary last week 
trying to determine whether to send someone 
to the meeting at Salem State College in 
MacDonald’s absence. 

Arthur Dunbar seemed to feel there was 
"no need - otherwise Butler would have 
suggested sending someone.” Is he kidding? 

On the other hand, John Sullivan said, 
"Someone should go.” 

Lawrence Smith, who has shown the most 
concern about filling the post of zoning ad¬ 
ministrator and assistant building com¬ 
missioner, agreed. He suggested a substitute. 

They finally decided that if his workload 
would permit it, Dominic Serratore whom 
MacDonald designated as deputy building 
commissioner while he is away, be asked to 
attend the meeting. This is what is happening. 

If Serratore can fill in for our hero for two 
weeks, perhaps he would be a likely candidate 
for zoning administrator. Did anyone ask 
him” 

In recent weeks in Winchester and neigh¬ 
boring towns there have been incidents of 
cars set afire and destroyed. 

One explanation for this came from Fire 
Chief I. Francis Amico who said: "That’s the 
thing to do nowadays when they (whoever is 
doing it) can’t make their notes." 



Arthur Griffin 

I had occasion to see Arthur Griffin’s book 
"New England Revisited” this week and what 
a magnificent book it is. Griffin is the Win¬ 
chester photographer who takes so many 
pictures that appear on the covers of the 
telephone books. 

There is one picture In the book of Win¬ 
chester, which will appear on the new North 
Suburban telephone book this year. There are 
others from places all over New England 
which Griffin’s artistic eye has captured in 
beautiful detail. 

I’d like to quote a few lines written by 
Henry Beston in the Prologue: "It is only 
when we are aware of the earth and of the 
earth as poetry that we truly live. Ages and 
people which sever the earth from the poetic 
spirit, or do not care, or stop their ears with 
knowledge as with dust, find their veins 
grown hollow and their hearts an emptiness 
echoing to questioning.... True humanity is no 
inherent right but an achievement ; and only 
through the earth may we be as one with all 
who have been and all who are yet to be, 
sharers and partakers of the mystery of 
living, reaching to the full of human peace 
and the full of human joy.” 

Along with the 44 color reproductions are 
passages from 62 New England authors ap¬ 
propriate to the pictures.

Pardon To Nixon 
Leaves Room For 
Ultimate Cover-Up?

There is no justice in America when, 
Richard Nixon, the man who held the highest 
office in the land, betrayed his public trust by 
covering up a crime, abusing his power and 
then lying to the American people for over 
two days to conceal his guilt, is not held ac¬ 
countable to such crimes. Most people agree 
that no man is above the law, but with the 
pardoning of Nixon, that no longer holds true. 

What standards are we to set for future 
presidents, not to mention ourselves as 
Americans, if Nixon is allowed to go free 
without having to account for his crimes. 

Justice in America used to imply that 
everyone was equal under the law. Evidently 
that is no longer true, especially for 
presidents and vice-presidents. 

Shouldn’t we expect more out of the 
president of the United States, for he holds the 
most powerful office in the nation which 
demands a tremendous amount of respon¬ 
sibility to the public it serves? 

If the president fails to hold the public 
trust, he should be brought to bear the con¬ 
sequences more than anyone else. 

What is our concept of justice when a black 
man. living in the rot of a ghetto, robs a 
grocery store to support his family and is 
sentenced to years of imprisonment, and the 
president of the United States can get away 
with crimes that subverted the constitution, 
which came close to bringing an end to our 
constitutional form of government, is let off 
without even having to go to trial? 

The only proper way to face the agony of 
Watergate is to deal with it completely and 
out in the open. 

What this country needs is a large scale 


examination of the political abuses of Richard 
Nixon and Watergate and implications. This 
would be a healthy cleansing process which 
can only bring good if it is done out in the open 
and not swept under the rug 

With the pardoning of Richard Nixon 
when, if ever, will the true and complete story 
of the Watergate ever come out? 

If Nixon had been indicted and brought to 
trial, the facts brought out in the proceedings, 
and then convicted, I could understand why 
Ford would have pardoned Nixon. Why now 
before a trial? 

What about the Watergate defendants? 
Don’t they presumably have the right to go 
free, since the man that they took orders from 
has been pardoned'.’ 

With Nixon’s resignation, impeachment 
was diverted, so the matter would be resolved 
through the judicial system Now President 
Ford, by his pardoning action, has succeeded 
to do what Richard Nixon could not: the 
ultimate cover-up 

Now the question of bringing out the full 
truth of Watergate is in doubt and the future 
of justice in America is too.

Voters Will Reject 
Weak Charter Effort 


EDITOR OF Till. STAR: 

I thought the following letter I sent to the 
Charter Commission about their work to date 
might be of interest to your readers: 

Madame Chairman and Commissioners: 

I am becoming dismayed and disappointed 
in the lack of progress with your commission. 

It is true that your charge is extensive, but 
I would remind you that the two public 
bearings that were held and the news reports 
of the individual presentations at your 
meetings appeared to set out two clear ob¬ 
jectives or directives. 

A. Present town officials, elected, gave lip 
service to business administration - but not in 
their particular board or office 

B Public statements from practically all 
citizens were for a town manager ad 
ministration, elimination of the elected 
boards and committees except selectmen, 
moderator. School Committee. Planning 
Board and Cemetery Commission 

C Revision of town meeting to eight 
precincts, elimination of ex-officio members 
and appointment of active standing com¬ 
mittees 

News reports of your activity appear to 
show that your deliberations are bogging 
down in trying to save and justify the con¬ 
tinuance of existing departments. 

What this direction tends to do is wanting a 
manager and to systematically remove from 
his body his arms and legs, and so constrict 
his mind that we may very well wind up with 
our present organization with a newly titled 
executive secretary “skeleton manager” and 
10 months’ diligence and desire on your part. 
In my opinion the taxpayers and voters will 
reject this weak effort. 

We need re-organization on a business-like 
productive plan that can only be ac¬ 
complished by firm positive action of your 
commission. 

I have pledged my support to you and if I 
have interpreted the position of the League of 
Women Voters, they concur in that pledge to 
support the commission’s business ad¬ 
ministrator report. 

There are interesting situations occurring 
presently that emphasize the status quo must 
go. 

1 . The selectmen have been engaged in a 
“complex problem” for several weeks re: the 
truck chassis of the late Fire Department 
rescue truck. The Park Department, Finance 
Committee and regional school committee 
representative are all involved in this “major 
decision’’ of what to do with an apparent $700 
junk vehicle. Meanwhile the selectmen are 
subtly attempting to scuttle development of 
taxable land that would broaden the tax base. 

2. Several boards now elected have en¬ 
treated you to retain their ballot election. 
And, in each instance so far. when a vacancy 
has occurred have consistently appointed to 
fill their respective boards, individuals that 
were not ballot candidates — and by-passed 
the candidates by not even putting their 
names in nomination ... lip service to the 
ballot argument. These boards are the School 
Committee. Assessors and Planning Board: 

3. The Recreation Committee week after 
week cannot get a quorum, but they are

Economy Down, Circulation Up; May Be Some Connection 


Gets Degree 

Winchester Police Sgt.Donald E. Pigott 
recently received an associate’s degree in law 
enforcement from Northeastern University. 

He is the second member of the Win 
Chester department to graduate under the 
federally funded Law Enforcement 
Assistance Program (Leaps). 

The sergeant studied for six years to attain 
his degree, which took 96 credits of work. He 
studied such subjects as criminal and con 
stitutional law, abnormal psychology, 
juvenile delinquency, criminalistcs, English 
and sociology. 

Sgt. Pigott over the six years of his 
schooling varied his workload. At the start he 
took two courses. Last year he took six. Some 
of the courses were taken nights, others days 

Sgt. Pigott announced that beginning this 
fall he will start studying for a bachelor of 
arts degree at Northeastern under the Leaps 
program. 

Pigott estimates work toward a full degree 
will take another three years, depending on 
how fast he can go. He needs a total of 174 
credits. The previous 96 are counted.

Draws Neurer 

If all goes well, Building Commissioner 
William B. (Butler) MacDonald will get an 
increase in salary of $2,000 and become the

The wavering economy ma> be the reason 
for a busier library this past summer 
Financial difficulties due to inflation have 
resulted in more people either staying home 
or taking shorter vacations 

••When more money has to go to 
necessities, people look lor less expensive 
entertainment and the library gets more 
use." said head librarian Leila-Jane Roberts 

The Winchester Public Library was busier 
this summer than last, although it was open 
more days since the days weren't hot enough 
to warrant closing down This may account 
lor the additional 1.000 books taken out. ex 
plains Mrs Roberts 

Still, a logical conclusion may he that 
more people read than spend when the 
economy is weak Because the money flow is 
lighter, the economy weakness is per 
petuated. A vicious circle is the result. 


Another sign of the times is that the flow of 
fiction is down, while that of non-fiction is up 
This is due to the fact that more non-fiction is 
being written, and so the library is buying one 
fiction book to lour non-fiction books 

Mrs Roberts explains "People want to 
read fiction more than they want to write it. If 
a writer is serious, he wants to write about 
things as they are. 

• When the period in which we live 
downgrades romantic, happy endings, when 
people are trying to be realistic, writers 
ligure they might as well forget fiction 
altogether " 

Mrs Roberts also finbs that the newer 
fiction, because of its tendency to reflect and 
remind us of the problems of today's society, 
is less popular than the older fiction and long- 
established authors. She specified the Gothic 
novel with its mystery, romance and intrigue 
set in Victorian times, as an especially 
popular type of reading nowadays. 

Mrs Roberts laments tne poor circulation 
measurements at Winchester Public Library 
The reading material which people read at 
the librarv and don't check out. such as the 


magazines and business references, do not 
show up in any statistics. The machine in the 
lobby which records the number of customers 
by the pressure of their footsteps is misused 
by children who purposely step in front of it 
three or four times. 

All in all. "You can't prove a lot by cir¬ 
culation statistics." says Mrs. Roberts, 
•although the American Library Association 
is working on it " 


Still, the library staff feels the building 
was definitely used more this summer than 
last becuase of the relatively cooler weather, 
because the library is a less expensive 
pasttime and because more people were in 
town and took fewer and shorter vacations. 

Mrs. Roberts commented that if there was 
air conditioning in the library, the circulation 
w ould be higher. "It is poor economy for the - 
services here not to be used because of the 
heat," she reflected.

Photographer Griffin Has LWV Speakers To Argue On

Wincnester photographer Arthur Griffin of 
22 Euclid ave. took the photo on the cover of 
the North Suburban telephone book for 1974- 
75. 

The full color photograph of sunset at 
Wedge Pond is done in four-by-five tran¬ 
sparencies. 

Griffin explained how he happened to take 
this striking picture: 

“This was by far the easiest sunset picture 
I have ever taken. I had spent the entire day 
driving some 100 miles north of Winchester 
after a snow storm trying to find some pic¬ 
tures but didn’t happen to come upon the right 
subject worth making a picture. 

“I pulled into the First National super¬ 
market on Main street and as I came out of 
the market I saw this sunset building up. 

“My camera and tripod were all ready so I 
grabbed them and rushed across Main street 
just in time to get this picture. “With sunsets 
it is difficult to judge the correct exposure or 
really to select the height of the brilliance in 
any one exposure. The best method is to shoot 
plenty before the sun goes down over the 
horizon and then wait for the afterglow, which 
could be the best of all. “I believe that this 
was about the fourth of a half dozen ex¬ 
posures.

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Busing, School Enrollment 
(Wyman Down) Board Topics 


Busing was a major topic of the School 
Committee's meeting Monday night when a 
protest was registered over the lack of buses 
in the Muraco School district and a new 
kindergarten bus was approved. 

There was a handful of Muraco School 
parents present. Town Meeting Member 
Earle C. Sherburne said he was their 
spokesman when he said all of the residents of 
the socalled area of town known as “The Pit" 
were being discriminated against. 

State law provides that pupils living more 
than two miles from a school must be bussed. 
Town policy is 1* 2 miles. 

Sherburne said: “The kids in my area are 
walking up to two miles. Nobody cares about 
my end of town.'' He said McCall Junior High 
School has eight buses coming and going 

But. Sherburne continued, lie told his 
children: “If I had my way every kid in this 
town would walk." But he said there are 
inequalities. 

Chairman Stephen H. Parkhurst said it's 
the committee’s policy to be consistent and 
“we will look into it." 

Former Selectman Paul Amico suggested 
that empty buses at least stop to pick up 
children en route. Amico continued that he 
knows a case where a parent doesn’t like the 
Muraco school because of the open classroom 
concept and is busing his child out of the 
district. 

Amico also said there is injustice in the 
signing of certificates by doctors who state 
some children should be bused because of 
health. “If you’re going to do it (bus), do it so 
you don’t force the doctors to perjure 
themselves.” 

The former selectman also said there is a 
dangerous situation in the Cross and Swanton 
streets area regarding traffic and the com¬ 
mittee should consider the impact from the 
impending development between the two 
streets. 

Parkhurst responded that the School 
Department “has its suspicions” about some 
“sick” cases, but “it would be highly inap¬ 
propriate for the school physician to question 
the word of another physician. We are going 
to have to live with it.” 

Supt. William C. MacDonald said the 
department will formulate a standard policy 
on busing within a month. He added that talks 
with parents on busing will continue but 
added that he thinks only 10 pupils are being 
bussed out of their district. 

Committeeman Robert Frank admonished 
Sherburne for coming before the committee 
with his complaint. He said the proper course 
would have been to go before the School 
Department. 

He also took Sherburne to task on his 
mileage facts, saying walking is a more 
direct route (thus shorter) thun driving. As 
for remarks about children walking in 
dangerous areas. Frank said it's difficult to 
define “dangerous." 

He stated that it might be possible to 
establish some guidelines on half-empty 
buses picking up children. “But it wouldn’t be 
easy.” 

Sherburne responded that he’s heard all 
that before. "I’m not buying it.” 


OTHER BUSINESS 

In other matters, the School Committee 
agreed to hold a 10-minute dedication of the 
stadium at Manchester Field after Henry 
Knowlton prior to the Oct. 5 Winchester High 
School football game vs. Burlington. 

A stone will bo erected containing a 
likeness of the former athletic director. 

The school hours may be changed again 
because of the impending return to standard 
time. Chairman Parkhurst said he favors 
moving the starting time back 15 minutes. 
“There are some problems with mothers 
getting to work on time." he said. 

MacDonald said that the staggered hours 
on the secondary level have worked out well. 
The principals are “ecstatic.” he said 

But the new starting times generally have 
elicited 50-50 response. MacDonald said, 
adding that in his own home “it’s all 
negative.” 

Preliminary enrollment figures indicate 
that junior high and elementary enrollment is 
about the same, though there has been a 
“significant” (22) drop at the Wyman School, 
which at one time was asked by the Finance 
Committee to be phased out. 

There has been a drop of f>8 at the high 
school. But this could change considerable in 
the next couple of weeks, MacDonald said. 

The superintendent said because of the 
sharp drop in elementary enrollment in the 
last few years “the time has come — 
sometime during the coming year to allow 
me to get a study committee together to try 
and come up with where we are going and 
what effect it will have on us.” 

Student representatives asked the com¬ 
mittee to support a student rights urticle for 
town meeting. Local-option legislation per¬ 
mits the students freedom of expression as 
long ae they respect the rights of others. 

The committee asked the students if they 
bad those rights now. Yes. they said. But what 
if WHS gets a new prinicpal? one asked. To 
become law. the town meeting must pass an 
ordinance. The committee made no com¬ 
mitment about supporting the article. 

The committee continued discussion of an 
impending survey on parents attitudes 
toward the schools expected to cost $10,000. 
New avenues of funding are being explored. 
Committeeman Robert T. Pritchard told 
survey proponent Robert Oppenheimer: "I 
think you have to take the attitude that we’re 
in business.” An attitude committee has been 
staffed and was scheduled to meet today 
(Thursday). It was announced that Frederick 
Murray, elementary music teacher and high 
school band director, is resigning almost 
immediately to accept the post of music 
director in the Malden schools. The 
resignation was accepted "with deep regret.” 
Chairman Parkhurst commented on the 
acceptance of taxicab bids for transporting 
handicapped children that the committee 
does not always accept the low bidder. 
Previous experience and Investigation of the 
companies enters into the decision which cab 
firm to employ. 

Parkhurst asked the Scool Department to 
consider eliminating the press box at the 
football stadium. Committee member Mury

Klectricity has been reduced 1H percent, 
the department reported, as a result of fuel 
saving measures 

Chairman Parkhurst suggested the 
committee might want to notify the Finance 
Committee that it has had an "unforseen 
expense" in the form of state mandated bus 
service for all kindergarten children living 
more than a mile from school. 

Parkhurst said Finance might give the 
committee a transfer for the $4.400. 

Up until now kindergarten children in the 
AM session who were eligible for tran 
sportation went in the regular school buses in 
the morning and found their own Iran 
sportation home. Those in the afternoon found 
their own way to school at noon then took the 
regular buses home. 

The School Department negotiated with 
Mass. Bus Co. to run a tnini-bus at noon time 
to take the AM children home and the PM 
children to school. 

There are only 21 children involved. 
Committeeman Frank objected to funding the 
bus service because it had not been placed out 
to hid. The School Dept, will confer with town 
counsel. The $4,400 was approved pending the 
advice of counsel. 

Additional parking at Washington School 
was held up due to Environmental Protection 
Agency policy of reducing parking spaces. 
The new parking was to have been located on 
the driveway area of the Reservoir road side. 

“The spirit of the law would be grossly 
violated.” commented Committeeman 
Richard Pharo. “Our taking action at this 
time would be very, very inappropriate.” 

The committee followed Pharo's advice in 
deferring the matter for EPA clarification. 

The committee then went into closed 
session to consider the scheduling of sab¬ 
batical leaves and a request for a leave of 
absence under the provisions of the teachers’ 
contract. 

Waiting to meet the committee were the 
principals of three elementery schools.

The Community Use of Schools Program 
w ill begin its second year on Sept. 17 Erancis 
Lam* will continue as director. 

Lane reports several changes have been 
planned to increase supervision, provide 
Better equipment and cut down on expenses of 
tin* program which opens the Winchester 
High School gymnasium to the public. 

During the 1973-1974 school year, the gym 
was open to the public free of charge from

Those who register will receive a mem¬ 
bership card, which will last one year. It must 
he shown at the door each time the gym is 
used. Duplicate cards may be obtained if the 
first one is lost or destroyed for an additional 
fee. 

To obtain a membership card some proof 
of residence must be shown since this 
program is for the residents only and cards 
will be issued only tb those showing proof of 
this through driver’s license or other iden¬ 
tification. 

Membership cards will be given only to 
those of high school age or older. Younger 
children however, may use the gym on 
weekends, free of charge, when accompanied 
by a parent. This also represents a change 
from last year. Parents must remain with the 
children while they are using the gym. 

When a person signs up for membership he 
nr she will receive a copy of the Community 
Use of Schools regulations. Violation of rules 
could result in a suspension of membership, 
says Lane. No monies will be refunded to 
those whose memberships are suspended, he 
notes. 

The gym will be open 3 evenings per week 


beginning the week of Sept. 16. 

Tueseday and Thursday evenings will be 
for adults only, age 18 and over. 

Friday evening will be for anyone grade 
nine or above. 

In addition to this, the gym will be open 
every Saturday and Sunday from 1-7 p.m. 
beginning Oct. 19. 

This will be the normal weekly schedule 
and will be in effect through May. The only 
addition to this will be during vacation weeks 
when the gym will be open every day from 1-7, 
plus the normal three evenings. 

Equipment available at the gym is for 
basketball, jogging, volleyball, paddleball, a 
backboard for tennis, and weight lifting. 

For badminton players must supply their 
own rackets and birdies. 

Street hockey, soccer, and team handball 
will be allowed only when the gym is not 
crowded. 

Locker and shower facilities are available 
only in the evening. Participants must bring 
their own soap and towel. Also, anyone using 
the locker room is advised to bring his own 
lock. This is the easiest way to prevent thefts. 

The gym will be supervised by Lane and 
Wayne Dimitris, both teachers in the Win¬ 
chester school system.

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4-1 Vote Gives Permits For Amusements 


In a 4-1 vote Monday night, selectmen 
granted the Veterans of Foreign Wars Post 
1719 licenses to operate certain amusement 
devices at their post quarters at 30 River st. 

Selectman William Chapman offered the 
only negative vote following discussion that 
took place during two recent selectmen 
meetings. 

Several weeks ago. John P. Welch of the 
VFW requested licenses for a coin-operated 


bowling game and a bumper pool game for 
use by VFW Club patrons. 

Police Chief Edward Bowler recom¬ 
mended licenses not be granted on the basis 
that such sevices have a potential for gam¬ 
bling. 

The chief said. “The potential of such 
devices being used for gambling varies ac¬ 
cording to the particular device in question 
and its locale. Bowling and pool, like other 


sports and games, do have that potential, 
especially in the form of coin-operated 
devices The location in the club raises the 
potential." he said. 

The chief noted: “As for rules and 
regulations governing coin-operated 
automatic amusement devices, the state law. 
General Laws. Chapter 140. section 177A. 
covers the gambling aspect, making any local 
rule prohibiting their use for the purpose of 


Rambling unnecessary .’’ 

He said. “The Town of Winchester 
regulations covering club licenses prohibit 
Rambling, lotteries and illegal machines or 
Rames." 

In conclusion, the chief said: “The board 
<°f selectmen) clearly has expressed its 
opposition to pinball machines. This policy 
could be put in the form of a regulation 
Apparently, the board’s policy is to oppose 
machines or devices where there is a 
potential of their being used for gambling. 
This policy could also be put in the form of a 
regulation which, in my opinion, would rule 


out most coin-operated automatic 
amusement devices.” 

Last week Selectman Arthur Dunbar said 
he respected the chief’s recommendation 
"but most fraternal organizations have had 
one or another of these amusements in their 
quarters for many years.” He suggested 
organizations can control their use. and 
selectmen can control through granting or 
withholding liquor licenses. 

Dunbar, who said, “I don't recall any 
gambling over the years,” favored granting 
the licenses last week. 

Selectman Lawrence Smith, however, was 


concerned about regulations which might not 
be “adhered to because the board (select¬ 
men) could not control activities within the 
clubs.” 

Smith said, “We might be creating a 
situation that perhaps this board should 
address itself to.” He suggested rules be 
reviewed. This past Monday, during the 
second discussion of the matter, Smith 
favored granting licenses on a short-term 
basis, thus allowing time to study the 
situation. 

Edward Donnelly, executive secretary, 
said all licenses expire on Dec. 31. •

The EPA ruling requires that each 
municipality in the Metropolitan Boston air 
quality control region submit two plans. 

One is for the reduction of parking spaces 
of municipal employees in order to encourage 
car pooling and use of mass transit where 
available 

The other is to control on-street parking by 
communters who are affected by reduction of 
spaces in company parking lots. 

Both plans are effective May 31. 1975. 
Filing date of the plans is Sept. 30. 

According to John A S McGlennon, EPA 
regional administrator, EPA will consider 
extending the deadline for submission of 
plans. 

Where problems are insurmountable, 
exceptions may be made and alternative 
means of reducing wasteful commuting use of 
the automobile will be acceptable, he said. 

EPA hopes to reduce automobile 
emissions and achieve air quality standards 
fdr protection of public health and welfare. 

McGlennon suggeeted that town officials 
having problems should bring them to the 
meeting Solutions are invited. 

Selectmen discussed the workshop at their 
Sept 2 meeting They decided to send 
someone from the engineering department if 
possible.

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Traffic Problems 

Leslie, Lawson Citizens 
Give Plans For Safety 


Thirty residents appeared at a public 
hearing in the selectmen’s office Monday 
night to discuss traffic conditions on I^eslic 
and Lawson roads. 

The meetings came as a result of com 
plaints that excessive speeds of motorists 
traveling between Highland avenue and South 
Border road cause danger to school children. 

In preparation for the hearing. Town 
Counsel Douglas Randall gave the following 
suggestions as possible solutions to traffic 
problems in the area. 

1. Acceptance of the streets as public ways 
for the purpose of regulating traffic, direc¬ 
tional flow, speed, on-street parking and 
turning direction at the exits. 

2. The regulation of traffic on Highland 
avenue at the intersection of Lawson road to 
prohibit traffic flowing south from a making a 
left turn. 

3. Regulations by the MDC of traffic going 
north on South Border road and prohibiting 
left turns onto Leslie road. 

4. Temporary closing by barricade during 
the hours school children might be on the 
road. 

Speaking for area residents. Robert Spiller 
told selectmen there are 22 families living on 
Leslie, Lawson and Lorena roads. Of these 27 
children live on Lawson and Leslie roads. 
There are over 30 children if those on Lorena 
road are counted, he said. 

Spiller said that 11 of the total number of 
families were able to get together Sunday 
night to discuss possible solutions to the 
problem. 

The 11 families were opposed to making 
the public ways accepted streets feeling this 
would only "aggravate” the situation, he 
said 

Their meeting resulted in the following 
options. 

1. To block off Leslie road at South Border. 

2. No left turn from South Border onto 
Leslie road coupled with the installation of a 
"do not enter" from 7 a m to 10 a.m.” sign. 

3. Split the one-way traffic. Mornings the 
traffic flow would be from east to west, latter 
part of the day would be from west to east. 

Selectmen pointed out the importance of 
residents of a particular street to be in 
unanimous agreement for certain changes to 
be put into effect. Selectman Lawrence Smith 
said, "One abutter on Leslie road could block 
putting up a sign." 

Reading the names of residents, Spiller 
gave evidence of unanimity. Those who had 
no - : veti agreement up to then did so at the 
meeting, except Mrs. Tina Surabian who did 
not go along with all of the options. 


Selectman John Sullivan suggested pur¬ 
suing with option 2 and putting a "do not 
enter" sign on Lawson road 

Meanwhile the citizens will will draw up 
petitions on each of their suggestions with the 
prospects that all residents and MDC will go 
along with remedying the traffic problems. 

HI-CENTENNIAL 

Frank Curtis. Carl Hagge and Eva Arnott. 
members of the Winchester Historical 
Commission, met with selectmen to discuss 
the upcoming bi centennial. 

Speaking for the group. Curtis said the 
Commission would act as a steering com¬ 
mittee to establish a bi-centennial committee 
In a fairly descriptive presentation, Curtis 
said the Committee envisions the bi¬ 
centennial committee would be made up of 
four sub committees. 

First there would be a bike committee to 
route out paths and nature trails. 

Next there would be an exhibit committee 
to put together exhibits. Within this group 
would be persons who would gather 
photographs and graphics for various 
publications and displays related to history in 
Winchester. A third committee would direct 
historical tours such as the house lour held on 
the recent Town Day. This committee would 
work with the School Department to establish 
programs for children. 

The final committee would be in charge of 
something like another Town Day which 
would focus on historical significance of 
Winchester both for the 1975 and 1970 
celebrations. 

Curtis said the Commission’s hope was to 
coordinate some of their plans with neigh¬ 
boring towns. For instance, a bike path in 
Winchester might lead to a picnic area in 
Woburn, which in turn might have historical 
significance. 

Selectmen commended Curtis for giving 
the "most impressive” presentation for a bi¬ 
centennial celebration up to now. They 
charged the Commission to go forward and 
name members to the bi-centennial com¬ 
mittee, return to selectmen with names of 
sub-committee chairmen, and to provide 
estimates of costs of the overall program. 

RECREATION 

Selectmen named Doris Dizio to fill a 
vacancy on the Recreation Committee which 
will be left with the resignation of Howard 
Goodrow. 

Selectman chairman Vito Giarrizzo noted 
that the Recreation Committee would be 
discussing absenteeism of two of its members 
who would be asked to improve attendance. 
He said others who are interested in mem- 


bership on the committee would have an 
opportunity lor appointment if additional 
vacancies occur 

At the beginning of the discussion. Edward 
Donnelly, executive secretary to selectmen, 
read a letter from Eric Weiss of precinct (i 
who said he was interested in being on the 
Recreation Committee 

DOGS 

Dog officer Domenic Molea. after working 
with Police Chief Edward Bowler, presented 
a report including suggestions to improve the 
dog leash law. A principal reform would bo to 
increase the 12-hour law to 24 hours. 

Molea reported on recent dog problem

to Albert Pontes. 55 Woodside rd.. Molea said 
the Ponies family has promised to take their

The Murphy dog. a Great Dane of a 
publicized incident involving an elderly 
citizen, has been taken to Marshfield. This 
move was in response to a restraining order 
at the request of selectmen. 

Molea said a dog belonging to the C. A. 
O’Brien family at 205 Mystic Valley pkwy. 
will Ik? restrained at all times. Molea said he 
received a promise that if the dog is out in the 
evening, he will be leashed. Otherwise, Molea 
said, a restraining order will be issued. 

Selectman Smith said he would "support" 
the 24-hour dog leash law. 

Giarrizzo suggested selectmen re-read the 
material offered by Molea and then collec¬ 
tively they would prepare an article for 
amendment to the by-law for town meeting 
action. 

CHARTER 

In anticipation of meeting with the Charter 
Commission on Sept. 24 at 9 p.m., selectmen 
next Monday plan to discuss the town 
manager concept and reach a position on 
whether they will be pro or con. 

At the suggestion of Selectman Lawrence 
Smith, they will attempt to meet the Charter 
Commission "collectively this time."

Andrew Nichols, attorney for Kaufman & 
Broad, town house and condominium 
developers, notified selectmen they would 
like to have an article appear on a warrant for 
a special town meeting on Nov. 11. 

Nichols said a draft of their idea of a fair 
convenant between the town and the 
developers, in addition to other material 
related to their proposal, would be in select¬ 
men’s hands this week.

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Families Finding Food Co-Ops Are 
One Way To Check Rising Prices 


By Allegra Atkinson 


A creative group of Winchester families 
has found one solution to high food costs. 

Winchester Food Cooperative No. 1 is a 
group of 18 families that buys fruits, 
vegetables and eggs at wholesale costs from a 
produce outlet in Everett. 

By combining food orders and buying in 
case quantity, families are able to save up to 
50 percent on produce and egg costs. In ex¬ 
change for dollar savings, there is a price 
giving time four times a year to the tasks 
involved in a cooperative venture, namely 
ordering, picking up and packaging mem¬ 
bers’ produce orders. 

The co-op is the brainchild of Mrs. Robert 
Bairnsfather of 1 Copley st. who began the 
venture three years ago after a friend in 
Arlington, who had started a food co-op, 
encouraged her to try the same thing in 
Winchester. 

“It really pricked my curiosity because I’d 
never heard of a co-op before. I love fresh 
fruit and liked the idea of buying produce 
year round at reasonable prices.” 

Mrs. Bairnsfather and a neighbor, Mrs. 
Richard Sorenson of 81 Fletcher st., contacted 
friends in Winchester they thought would be 
interested. Only three days after the idea 
germinated, the co-op began with 10 families. 
That was in the summer of 1971. 

Today 18 families share in both the 
benefits, and the work schedule of the co-op. 
Every other Saturday, the co-op calls the New 
England Produce Center to get price 
quotations for produce currently in season. 
The week’s price list is posted at a member’s 
home where families place their orders by 
Tuesday. 

Early Wednesday morning it is the job of 
two families to drive to Everett to pick up the 
co-op’s produce and eggs. 

Typical orders average 24 crates of fruits 
and vegetables and 40 dozen eggs. The 
produce is delivered to a family’s home 
(usually in the garage) where it is weighed, 
sorted and packaged for individual families. 

Each family then picks up and pays for its 
order. Left-over or excess items are sold to 
people outside the co-op. 

The co-op’s order form reads like a Bac¬ 
chanalian feast, listing everything from 
artichokes to watermelon, including 
blueberries, cauliflower, cranberries, corn 
and grapes. 

The most popularly ordered fruits, says 
Mrs. Bairnsfather, are bananas and oranges. 
Salad items — lettuce, cucumbers and

tomatoes — are in large demand, along with 
spinach, broccoli and mushrooms. 

Such staple items as onions, carrots and 
potatoes are ordered once a month in quan¬ 
tity, as are lemons and limes. Dates nuts and 
honey are also occasionallysordered. 

What isn’t ordered?. When asked, Randy 
Bairnsfather replied with a smile that the 
only items she could remember off-hand were 
rutabagas and turnips. 

Mrs. Bairnsfather points out that the 
entire success of the co-op depends on the 
quality of the produce. In an information 
sheet, members are cautioned when it is their 
turn to pick up produce to: “Take time to 
check the food carefully. Feel free to ask for 
second or third choices or reject food 
altogether which is not up to quality.”

In a letter recapitulating the entire 
matter, Leonard said he saw Robert O’Brien, 
superintendent of streets, ride by and look at 
the damaged area.

In this way the problem of getting stuck 
with food of questionable quality is avoided. 
Another problem for new families is gauging 
quantities. “Because you shop only every two 
weeks for produce you have to be wise in 
planning meals. 

“Beans you can freeze; even onions and 
peppers can be frozen. But when ordering 
large quantities you have to use things wisely 
or you end up throwing produce out.” 

What kind of family belongs to the Win¬ 
chester Food Co-op? gall kinds. Common 
denominators seem to be children, two to six 
per family, and a willingness to share in the 
rotating duties of the co-op. 

In the three years since it was founded, 
only five families have left (usually because 
they moved out of town). Today there is a 
waiting list to join the group. 

Because of the interest of many Win¬ 
chester families in such ventures, a second 
co-op was founded over a year ago by Mrs. 
Bernard Boyle of 90 Bacon st. 

The families in this group order their 
produce on alternate weeks from Co-op No. 1, 
making it possible for members of both 
groups to pick up extra produce from each 
others’ orders on off weeks. 

Similarly, there is a group of 10 families 
that have started a meat cooperative 
organized by Mrs. Ginny Sorenson. Members 
order all kinds of beef, chicken and pork 
products from Fanueil Hall in Boston. 

Mrs. Bainsfather suggests that other in¬ 
terested families could start their own groups 
too. She would be happy to give additional 
information on the mechanics of setting up 
and operating a cooperative to any interested 
person. 

Members of her group seem to agree that 
the labors involved in such a venture are a 
small price to pay for the exchange in dollar 
savings and quality of produce. 


identified themselves as town employees. 
“They were dressed like they didn’t intend to 
do much work” and they asked about the 
problem.

Leonard told The Star he realizes his house 
is on a private street and is situated in a place 
that is easy for his grass to be damaged by a 
plow.

Fitzgerald Proposal 

Theater Would Be Razed, 
112 Apartments Erected 


A proposal to demolish the Winchester 
Theatre on Main street and construct a four- 
story apartment complex with underground 
parking was detailed Monday night before the 
Planning Board. 

Fitzgerald Associates of Winchester 
proposes to build 112 one- and two-bedroom 
units with space attached for 143 cars. There 
would be 28 apartments to each floor. 

Atty Henry Quill, representing Nicholas 
Fitzgerald and two partners, was asking the 
Planning Board for support for presentation 
before a November special town meeting. 

The four members of the Planning Board 
present at Monday’s meeting, while ap¬ 
pearing generally in favor of the proposal, 
thought the plans presented toq preliminary 
to take a stand on. 

In addition, the members said because 
they are now trying to work out the proposal 
of Kaufman & Broad for West Side Hill for the 
November town meeting they don’t have 
enough time to study the Fitzgerald plan 

Quill on Tuesday told The Star that Fit¬ 
zgerald Associates is undecided whether to go 
ahead and collect the necessary signatures 
for inclusion at the November special. 

A decision will be made later this week, he 
said. 

Fitzgerald, who was present for Monday’s 
presentation, seemed impatient for the plan 
to go through. “I’m an expert at holding off,” 
he said “I’ve been holding off for 10 years. 1 
want action this year.” 

Quill outlined two other proposals that 
were studied for the theater site. One is the 
future location of Winchester’s post office, the 
other a mini-mall. 

, if’e said a post office is not in the best in¬ 
terest of the town. “We should increase the 
tax base of the town.” Post offices are tax 
exempt. 

Quill said the post office is exploring other 
sites in the Center area. He thinks they will 
remain where they are for the present. 

As for a mini-mall, he said such a 
development is not economically feasible 
considering the cost of tearing down the 
theater, land acquisition and construction. 


K ,& B To Meet 
With Neighbors 

Kaufman & Broad Homes, Inc., 
plans a public meeting Tuesday night to 
discuss its plans for West Side Hill. 

A spokesman said Concerned 
Citizens, a neighborhood group, has 
been invited to attend. Anyone else 
interested may also listen to the multi¬ 
use plans K&B has for the area. 

Place is the Vinson-Owon School 
auditorium on Johnson road. Time is 8 
p.m. 

K&B is petitioning the town for a 
special town meeting in November. 
Two zoning changes arc required 
before the development can go ahead. 

K&B hopes to build 500 con 
dominiums, 90single fumily houses and 
48 elderly units. The property is owned 
by Atty. Jack Moss. The Supreme 
Judicial Court recently upheld the 
Winchester Board of Appeal having 
granted Moss a permit to construct 170 
low and middle income units under the 
state’s anti-snob zoning legislation 

K&B has Moss’s land under option to 
buy through November. Moss says he 
doesn’t know what he will do with the 
land if K&B’s proposal falls through 


He said a developer cannot be found to 
invest in such a venture. “We looked into it.” 

A mini-mall would include a small theater, 
McDonald’s restauraunt “and that sort of 
thing." 

Fitzgerald Associates has a 90-day option 
on the theater, thus explaining Quill’s need 
for speedy action. The theater is located 
between two gasoline stations and is abutted 
in the rear by the railroad tracks. 

Quill said the firm is undecided whether to 
have condominiums or rental units at the 
complex. Fitzgerald was thinking along the 
lines of condominiums, he said, but that kind 
of merchandising is losing acceptability, he 
indicated. 

Town meeting action would be required for 
two aspects: to change the zone from business 
to residential and to permit a variance under 
the RB residential zone. 

The variance would be to allow fewer than 
required parking spaces. Zoning requires 168 
parking spaces for this size development. 
Fitzgerald would be about 25 short. 

“Some of the apartment dwellers wouldn’t 
own an automobile,” Fitzgerald said. 

Quill pointed out that such a dwelling 
complex so close to the center of town and the 
B&M commuter line will mean fewer cars. 

Planning, being done by Tedesco 
Associates of Winchester, is preliminary and 
subject to revision. In fact, that was one of the 
Planning Board’s objections— that what they 
had before them was a “weekend sketch.” 

The board members said the plan didn’t 
answer such possible questions as location of 
fire lanes, apartment floor plans, im- 


Builder Robert L. Johnson of Lexington 
indicated this week he intends to withdraw his 
plan for 96 town house condominiums on West 
Side Hill. 

The negative response of neighbors was 
the reason Johnson cited. “Many people 
exhibited an interest in living there,” he said. 

And town boards and departments showed 
their support for the plan, he said, but a small 
group of West Side Hill residents made it 
difficult for Johnson. 

A meeting was held Friduy night at Vin- 
son-Owen School in order for Johnson to 
explain his proposal to the residents. He did 
so. according to some who attended the 
meeting, and was met with considerable 
hostility. 

Ironically, the residents of the area where 
Johnson had intended his development— 
behind Vinson-Owcn School, live in houses 
Johnson built. 

This is the area of town known as 
Amberwood Estates. Johnson said he doesn't 
know what he will do with his 25.8 acres. 

His lots "two to three”—along Amber- 
wood drive he intends to build houses on. The 
remaining 36 lots will probably go for 
“contemporary” housing, he indicated. 

Contemporary housing he described as 
similar to the houses in Amberwood Estates 
suitable for large families. 

He showed the property to two parties on 
Tuesday, he said. “I have no ideu what their 
plans are.” 

Opposition began to arise over Johnson’s 
plan two weeks ago when he sent u 
questionnaire out to the neighbors. A petition 
was circulated which he says misrepresented 
his plan. The petition stated that Johnson 
intended to build apartments adjacent to 
Amberwood Estates. 

When Johnson earlier had mailed out 
invitations to all the neighbors inviting them 


plications of the Hatch Act and an alternative 
plan showing greater height. 

The last was an objection of Otto Schaefer, 
who said: “Serious consideration should be 
given to a 60-foot height.” 

Last year’s special town meeting on zoning 
lowered the Planning Board’s 60-foot height 
recommendation to 45. Thus a 60-foot limit 
would require a variance. 

The Planning Board voted to ask its 
professional consultant about the suitability 
of the site for apartments, the number of units 
to make development economically sound 
And to ask the Conservation Commission any 
possible Hatch Act implication. 

The Hatch Act governs possible effect 
construction has on free-flowing bodies of 
water. The Aberjona River is part of the 1.7 
acre theater site and is actually owned by 
E.M. Loew. 

But, as Schaefer pointed out, bodies of 
water these days are regarded as public 
property. 

The apartment complex would be in the 
shape of an II . Parking would be under the 
entire building plus an additional area on the 
Center side which would be terraced on the 
roof. Sixty-two percent of the site would be 
open space. 

Quill said the theater site is the only 
available location in the Center area with 
enough footage and owned by one person to 
build apartments. 

“There’s no longer any place for the 
residents to live in Winchester as a practical 
matter,” Quill said. “It’s almost impossible 
to put any parcels together to equal this 
ownership.” 


to an open house at his Lexington home to 
show them the plans, “only two persons 
showed up.” 

Johnson said a proposal almost identical to 
his in Braintree “sold out in less than a year.” 
A difference between the Winchester and 
Braintree plans was that Johnson’s plan had 
25 acres compared to Braintree’s 12. 

The Star talked with one of those in¬ 
strumental in forming a neighborhood 
organization against the proposal, Dr. Joseph 
Abate of Buckman drive. 

Dr. Abate said the residents of the area 
were unanimous in their opposition—60 of 
them signed the petition. 

He said that at a meeting at his house 
Friday night they told Johnson if he persisted 
“we would block him in every way we could.” 
Abate continued that they told Johnson they 
had “tremendous financial support” and 
would organize against him. 

Abate explained that the opposition is 
based on Johnson’s concept of condominiums. 
“People must enter only through Amberwood 
drive and Buckman drive. The traffic would 
be overwhelming. We are entirely opposed to 
condominiums in a residential area.” 

Dr. Abate also said latest reports indicate 
condominiums are not being sold and are 
being turned into apartments. 

The petition was signed by 60 residents. It 
states that they “demand the construction of 
single family homes” as promised by Johnson 
when they bought their homes. 

He said the organization got going after 
the neighbors saw a newspaper article 
quoting Johnson as saying the neighborhood 
favored his proposal. “That riled us,” Dr. 
Abate said.

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Traffic Problems 


Leslie, Lawson Citizens 
Give Plans For Safety 


Thirty residents appeared at a public 
hearing in the selectmen’s office Monday 
night to discuss traffic conditions on I^eslie 
and Lawson roads. 

The meetings came as a result of com¬ 
plaints that excessive speeds of motorists 
traveling between Highland avenue and South 
Border road cause danger to school children. 

In preparation for the hearing. Town 
Counsel Douglas Randall gave the following 
suggestions as possible solutions to traffic 
problems in the area. 

1. Acceptance of the streets as public ways 
for the purpose of regulating traffic, direc¬ 
tional flow, speed, on-street parking and 
turning direction at the exits. 

2. The regulation of traffic on Highland 
avenue at the intersection of Lawson road to 
prohibit traffic flowing south from a making a 
left turn. 

3. Regulations by the MDC of traffic going 
north on South Border road and prohibiting 
left turns onto Leslie road 

4 Temporary closing by barricade during 
the hours school children might be on the 
road. 

Speaking for area residents, Robert Spiller 
told selectmen there are 22 families living on 
U*slie, Lawson and Lorena roads. Of these 27 
children live on Lawson and Leslie roads. 
There are over 30 children if those on Lorena 
road are counted, he said. 

Spiller said that 11 of the total number of 
families were able to get together Sunday 
night to discuss possible solutions to the 
problem. 

The 11 families were opposed to making 
the public ways accepted streets feeling this 
would only “aggravate” the situation, he 
said. 

Their meeting resulted in the following 
options. 

1 . To block off U»slie road at South Border 

2. No left turn from South Border onto 
Leslie road coupled with the installation of a 
“do not enter’’ from 7 a m. to It) a.m." sign. 

3. Split the one-way traffic. Mornings the 
traffic flow would be from east to west, latter 
part of the day would be from west to east 

Selectmen pointed out the importance of 
residents of a particular street to be in 
unanimous agreement for certain changes to 
be put into effect. Selectman Lawrence Smith 
said, “One abutter on Leslie road could block 
putting up a sign." 

Reading the names of residents, Spiller 
gave evidence of unanimity. Those who had 
no' ! ven agreement up to then did so at the 
meeting, except Mrs. Tina Surabian who did 
not go along with all of the options. 


Selectman John Sullivan suggested pur 
suing with option 2 and putting a “do not 
enter" sign on Lawson road 

Meanwhile the citizens will will draw up 
petitions on each of their suggestions with the 
prospects that all residents and MDC will go 
along with remedying the traffic problems 
BICENTENNIAL 

Frank Curtis. Carl Hagge and Eva Arnott. 
members of the Winchester Historical 
Commission, met with selectmen to discuss 
the upcoming bi centennial. 

Speaking for the group. Curtis said the 
Commission would act as a steering com¬ 
mittee to establish a bi-centennial committee. 

In a fairly descriptive presentation, Curtis 
said the Committee envisions the bi¬ 
centennial committee would be made up of 
four sub-committees. 

First there would be a bike committee to 
route out paths and nature trails 

Next there would be an exhibit committee 
to put together exhibits. Within this group 
would be persons who would gather 
photographs and graphics for various 
publications and displays related to history in 
Winchester. A third committee would direct 
historical tours such as the house tour held on 
the recent Town Day This committee would 
work with the School Department to establish 
programs for children. 

The final committee would be in charge of 
something like another Town Day which 
would focus on historical significance of 
Winchester both for the 1975 and 1975 
celebrations. 

Curtis said the Commission’s hope was to 
coordinate some of their plans with neigh¬ 
boring towns.

Families Finding Food Co-Ops Are 
One Way To Check Rising Prices 

By Allegra Atkinson 


A creative group of Winchester families 
has found one solution to high food costs. 

Winchester Food Cooperative No. 1 is a 
group of 18 families that buys fruits, 
vegetables and eggs at wholesale costs from a 
produce outlet in Everett. 

By combining food orders and buying in 
case quantity, families are able to save up to 
50 percent on produce and egg costs. In ex¬ 
change for dollar savings, there is a price 
giving time four times a year to the tasks 
involved in a cooperative venture, namely 
ordering, picking up and packaging mem¬ 
bers’ produce orders. 

The co-op is the brainchild of Mrs. Robert 
Bairnsfather of 1 Copley st. who began the 
venture three years ago after a friend in 
Arlington, who had started a food co-op, 
encouraged her to try the same thing in 
Winchester. 

“It really pricked my curiosity because I'd 
never heard of a co-op before. I love fresh 
fruit and liked the idea of buying produce 
year round at reasonable prices." 

Mrs. Bairnsfather and a neighbor, Mrs. 
Richard Sorenson of 81 Fletcher st., contacted 
friends in Winchester they thought would be 
interested. Only three days after the idea 
germinated, the co-op began with 10 families. 
That was in the summer of 1971. 

Today 18 families share in both the 
benefits, and the work schedule of the co-op. 
Every other Saturday, the co-op calls the New 
England Produce Center to get price 
quotations for produce currently in season. 
The week’s price list is posted at a member’s 
home where families place their orders by 
Tuesday. 

Early Wednesday morning it is the job of 
two families to drive to Everett to pick up the 
co-op’s produce and eggs. 

Typical orders average 24 crates of fruits 
and vegetables and 40 dozen eggs. The 
produce is delivered to a family’s home 
(usually in the garage) where it is weighed, 
sorted and packaged for individual families. 

Each family then picks up and pays for its 
order. Left-over or excess items are sold to 
people outside the co-op. 

The co-op’s order form reads like a Bac¬ 
chanalian feast, listing everything from 
artichokes to watermelon, including 
blueberries, cauliflower, cranberries, com 
and grapes. 

The most popularly ordered fruits, says 
Mrs. Bairnsfather, are bananas and oranges. 
Salad items — lettuce, cucumbers and

tomatoes — are in large demand, along with 
spinach, broccoli and mushrooms. 

Such staple items as onions, carrots and 
potatoes are ordered once a month in quan¬ 
tity, as are lemons and limes. Dates nuts and 
honey are also occasionallysordered. 

What isn’t ordered?. When asked, Randy 
Bairnsfather replied with a smile that the 
only items she could remember off-hand were 
rutabagas and turnips. 

Mrs. Bairnsfather points out that the 
entire success of the co-op depends on the 
quality of the produce. In an information 
sheet, members are cautioned when it is their 
turn to pick up produce to: “Take time to 
check the food carefully. Feel free to ask for 
second or third choices or reject food 
altogether which is not up to quality."

Selectmen recently voted against 
repairing damage done to a section of lawn 
belonging to Eugene A. Leonard, 1 
Pocahontas dr., after Leonard had been 
promised his lawn would be repaired in the 
spring. 

The 3-2 vote came after much discussion 
which revealed that during the past two years 
since the Leonard's grass was damaged by a 
snowplow, there has been much correspon¬ 
dence, visits made to the Pocahontas location 
and promises made. 

Leonard told The Star this week that the 
damage that snowy day was not only to his 
grass but to the street. He claims, “They used 
the wrong kind of plow." 

Leonard said repairs to the street were 
made soon afterwards because manhole 
covers were in disarray and catch basins 
were broken. 

Figuring his grass would’be taken care of 
as time went along, Leonard said he waited. 
As time passed he began writing letters of 
reminders and getting visits. 

Visits to his property were made by 
Edward Murphy of the Highway Department 
and Edward Donnelly, secretary to the 
selectmen. 

In a letter recapitulating the entire 
matter, Leonard said he saw Robert O'Brien, 
superintendent of streets, ride by and look at 
the damaged area. 

According to Leonard, another time at 7:15 
a.m. he was awakened by two men who 


In this way the problem of getting stuck 
with food of questionable quality is avoided. 
Another problem for new families is gauging 
quantities. “Because you shop only every two 
weeks for produce you have to be wise in 
planning meals. 

"Beans you can freeze; even onions and 
peppers can be frozen. But when ordering 
large quantities you have to use things wisely 
or you end up throwing produce out." 

What kind of family belongs to the Win¬ 
chester Food Co-op? gall kinds. Common 
denominators seem to be children, two to six 
per family, and a willingness to share in the 
rotating duties of the co-op. 

In the three years since it was founded, 
only five families have left (usually because 
they moved out of town). Today there is a 
waiting list to join the group. 

Because of the interest of many Win¬ 
chester families in such ventures, a second 
co-op was founded over a year ago by Mrs. 
Bernard Boyle of 90 Bacon st. 

The families in this group order their 
produce on alternate weeks from Co-op No. 1, 
making it possible for members of both 
groups to pick up extra produce from each 
others’ orders on off weeks. 

Similarly, there is a group of 10 families 
that have started a meat cooperative 
organized by Mrs. Ginny Sorenson. Members 
order all kinds of beef, chicken and pork 
products from Fanueil Hall in Boston. 

Mrs. Bainsfather suggests that other in¬ 
terested families could start their own groups 
too. She would be happy to give additional 
information on the mechanics of setting up 
and operating a cooperative to any interested 
person. 

Members of her group seem to agree that 
the labors involved in such a venture are a 
small price to pay for the exchange in dollar 
savings and quality of produce. 


identified themselves as town employees. 
“They were dressed like they didn’t intend to 
do much work" and they asked about the 
problem. Leonard said he told them, “If you 
don’t know after two years go see Donnelly, 
O’Brien or Murphy." 

Leonard told The Star he realizes his house 
is on a private street and is situated in a place 
that is easy for his grass to be damaged by a 
plow. 

He said he recognizes that the town has no 
legal obligation to make the repairs but asks: 
"If they weren’t going to make the repairs 
why did they say they would?" 

In the discussion leading up to the vote 
deciding the work would not be done, select¬ 
man Chairman Vito Giarrizzo said: 
“Apparently there was commitment that 
repairs would be made in the spring." 

Selectmen John Sullivan said he was in 
favor of accepting Donnelly’s recom¬ 
mendation of repairing the grass since 
Leonard was told it would be repaired. 

Giarrizzo made reference to the negative 
tone of Leonard's letter. 

Sullivan said, “The tone of his letter should 
have nothing to do with our decision." 

Finally deciding that “nature was 
’healing" the grass and to repair it would set a 
precedent, Selectmen Giarrizzo, Arthur 
Dunbar and William Chapman voted against 
repairing the grass.

A proposal to demolish the Winchester 
Theatre on Main street and construct a four- 
story apartment complex with underground 
parking was detailed Monday night before the 
Planning Board. 

Fitzgerald Associates of Winchester 
proposes to build 112 one- and two-bedroom 
units with space attached for 143 cars. There 
would be 28 apartments to each floor 

Atty. Henry Quill, representing Nicholas 
Fitzgerald and two partners, was asking the 
Planning Board for support for presentation 
before a November special town meeting. 

The four members of the Planning Board 
present at Monday’s meeting, while ap¬ 
pearing generally in favor of the proposal, 
thought the plans presented toq preliminary 
to take a stand on. 

In addition, the members said because 
they arc now trying to work out the proposal 
of Kaufman & Broad for West Side Hill for the 
November town meeting they don’t have 
enough time to study the Fitzgerald plan. 

Quill on Tuesday told The Star that Fit¬ 
zgerald Associates is undecided whether to go 
ahead and collect the necessary signatures 
for inclusion at the November special. 

A decision will be made later this week, he 
said. 

Fitzgerald, who was present for Monday’s 
presentation, seemed impatient for the plan 
to go through. “I'm an expert at holding off,” 
he said. "I’ve been holding off for 16 years. 1 
want action this year." 

Quill outlined two other proposals that 
were studied for the theater site. One is the 
future location of Winchester’s post office, the 
other a mini-mall. 

v lie said a post office is not in the best in- 
ter/est of the town. “We should increase the 
lax base of the town." Post offices are tax 
exempt. 

Quill said the post office is exploring other 
sites in the Center area. He thinks they will 
remain where they are for the present. 

As for a mini-mall, he said such a 
development is not economically feasible 
considering the cost of tearing down the 
theater, land acquisition and construction. 


K & B To Meet 
With Neighbors 

Kaufman & Broad Homes, Inc., 
plans a public meeting Tuesday night to 
discuss its plans for West Side Hill. 

A spokesman said Concerned 
Citizens, a neighborhood group, hus 
been invited to attend. Anyone else 
interested may also listen to the multi¬ 
use plans K&B has for the area. 

Place is the Vinson-Owen School 
auditorium on Johnson road. Time is 8 
p.m. 

K&B is petitioning the town for a 
special town meeting in November. 
Two zoning changes are required 
before the development can go ahead. 

K&B hopes to build 500 con 
dominiums, 90single family houses and 
48 elderly units. The property is owned 
by Atty. Jack Moss. The Supreme 
Judicial Court recently upheld the 
Winchester Board of Appeal having 
granted Moss a permit to construct 170 
low and middle income units under the 
state’s anti-snob zoning legislation 

K&B has Moss’s land under option to 
buy through November. Moss says he 
doesn't know what he will do with the 
land if K&B’s proposal falls through 


He said a developer cannot be found to 
invest in such a venture. "We looked into it." 

A mini-mall would include a small theater, 
McDonald’s restauraunt "and that sort of 
thing." 

Fitzgerald Associates has a 90-day option 
on the theater, thus explaining Quill’s need 
for speedy action. The theater is located 
between two gasoline stations and is abutted 
in the rear by the railroad tracks. 

Quill said the firm is undecided whether to 
have condominiums or rental units at the 
complex. Fitzgerald was thinking along the 
lines of condominiums, he said, but that kind 
of merchandising is losing acceptability, he 
indicated. 

Town meeting action would be required for 
two aspects: to change the zone from business 
to residential and to permit a variance under 
the RB residential zone. 

The variance would be to allow fewer than 
required parking spaces. Zoning requires 168 
parking spaces for this size development. 
Fitzgerald would be about 25 short. 

“Some of the apartment dwellers wouldn’t 
own an automobile," Fitzgerald said. 

Quill pointed out that such a dwelling 
complex so close to the center of town and the 
B&M commuter line will mean fewer cars. 

Planning, being done by Tedesco 
Associates of Winchester, is preliminary and 
subject to revision. In fact, that was one of the 
Planning Board’s objections— that what they 
had before them was a “weekend sketch." 

The board members said the plan didn’t 
answer such possible questions as location of 
fire lanes, apartment floor plans, im- 


Buijder Robert L. Johnson of Lexington 
indicated this week he intends to withdraw his 
plan for 96 town house condominiums on West 
Side Hill. 

The negative response of neighbors was 
the reason Johnson cited. "Many people 
exhibited an interest in living there," he said. 

And town boards and departments showed 
their support for the plan, he said, but a small 
group of West Side Hill residents made it 
difficult for Johnson. 

A meeting was held Friday night at Vin- 
son-Owen School in order for Johnson to 
explain his proposal to the residents. He did 
so, according to some who attended the 
meeting, and was met with considerable 
hostility. 

Ironically, the residents of the area where 
Johnson had intended his development— 
behind Vinson-Owen School, live in houses 
Johnson built. 

This is the area of town known as 
Amberwood Estates. Johnson said he doesn't 
know what he will do with his 25.8 acres. 

His lots "two to three’’-along Amber- 
wood drive he intends to build houses on. The 
remaining 36 lots will probably go for 
“contemporary" housing, he indicated. 

Contemporary housing he described as 
similar to the houses in Amberwood Estates 
suitable for large families. 

He showed the property to two parties on 
Tuesday, he said. "I have no idea what their 
plans are." 

Opposition began to arise over Johnson’s 
plan two weeks ago when he sent a 
questionnaire out to the neighbors. A petition 
was circulated which he says misrepresented 
his plan. The petition stated that Johnson 
intended to build apurtments adjacent to 
Amberwood Estates. 

When Johnson earlier had mailed out 
invitations to all the neighbors inviting them 


plications of the Hatch Act and an alternative 
plan showing greater height. 

The last was an objection of Otto Schaefer, 
who said: “Serious consideration should be 
given to a 60-foot height." 

Last year’s special town meeting on zoning 
lowered the Planning Board’s 60-foot height 
recommendation to 45. Thus a 60-foot limit 
would require a variance. 

The Planning Board voted to ask its 
professional consultant about the suitability 
of the site for apartments, the number of units 
to make development economically sound 
and to ask the Conservation Commission any 
possible Hatch Act implication. 

The Hatch Act governs possible effect 
construction has on free-flowing bodies of 
water. The Aberjona River is part of the 1.7 
acre theater site and is actually owned by 
E.M. Loew. 

But, as Schaefer pointed out, bodies of 
water these days are regarded as public 
property. 

The apartment complex would be in the 
shape of an II Parking would be under the 
entire building plus an additional area on the 
Center side which would be terraced on the 
roof. Sixty-two percent of the site would be 
open space. 

Quill said the theater site is the only 
available location in the Center area with 
enough footage and owned by one person to 
build apartments. 

“There’s no longer any place for the 
residents to live in Winchester as a practical 
matter," Quill said. “It’s almost impossible 
to put any parcels together to equal this 
ownership."

lo an open house at his Lexington home to 
show them the plans, “only two persons 
showed up." 

Johnson said a proposal almost identical to 
his in Braintree “sold out in less than a year." 
A difference between the Winchester and 
Braintree plans was that Johnson’s plan had 
25 acres compared to Braintree’s 12. 

The Star talked with one of those in¬ 
strumental in forming a neighborhood 
organization against the proposal, Dr. Joseph 
Abate of Buckman drive. 

Dr. Abate said the residents of the area 
were unanimous in their opposition—60 of 
them signed the petition. 

He said that at a meeting at his house 
Friday night they told Johnson if he persisted 
“we would block him in every way we could.’’ 
Abate continued that they told Johnson they 
had “tremendous financial support" and 
would organize against him. 

Abate explained that the opposition is 
based on Johnson’s concept of condominiums. 
“People must enter only through Amberwood 
drive and Buckman drive. The traffic would 
be overwhelming. We are entirely opposed to 
condominiums in a residential area." 

Dr. Abate also said latest reports indicate 
condominiums are not being sold and are 
being turned into apartments. 

The petition was signed by 60 residents. It 
states that they “demand the construction of 
single family homes" as promised by Johnson 
when they bought their homes. 

He said the organization got going after 
the neighbors saw a newspaper article 
quoting Johnson as saying the neighborhood 
favored his proposal. “That riled us," Dr. 
Abate said.

Hanging On To Summer

I’m one of those people who can’t bear to see the summer end. I wear sandals and a 
T-shirt until the last possible moment — long after everyone else has put on shoes and 
sweatshirts. 

Because for me the summer represents the zenith of the year, what the rest of the 
year has been building up to.

I 
enjoy the casual approach to things. 

Scant clothing helps you move better. So if you are active you can move with a 
greater freedom than if you were bundled in thermal underwear, two shirts, a 
sweater, a coat, hat, gloves, two pairs of socks and so forth. In the summer we leave 
all that in the closets collecting moth holes. 

To walk down the street with bare arms — I wonder if the residents of Rangoon 
know the joy of unencumberance? They are probably so used to it they don’t know 
how great it is. 

During the summer much of the New England vegetation reaches its peak. There 
is an undefinable quality about life at its peak that envigorates the blood. 

Walk through a garden exploding with colors and not feel better immediately! 
Impossible. The woods, too, assault you with their abundance of life. You can almost 
hear the breathing. Everywhere the pulse of life throbs onward, enveloping you in a 
green warmth. 

Is it any wonder I like summer best of all? Silly question. How could I not! 

That's just one of many joys of summer. Someof the others are listening to certain 
kinds of music, reading certain types of fiction, going away (though not coming 
back), sailing and so many more things that mean summer to me I can’t remember 
them. 

And they change from year to year, new ones added, others discarded, some that 
have been around a long time brought to new light. 

I like to hear music on warm summer evenings when the curtains rustle softly and 
the trees outside heavy with leaves sigh with pleasure. The trees, too, love the sum¬ 
mer nights. 

The slow strains of Satie’s "Gymnopedies,” so slow you can almost see the notes, 
or Copland’s variety of American music enhance the beauty of a summer evening. 

And for summer reading always I seem to turn to such works as “Spoon River 
Anthology.” whose short verses compliment the season. 

This year, unfortunately for me, the cooler weather arrived right on time — just 
after Labor Day. Not a single extra summer’s day did Mother Npture give us this 
year. Bermuda shorts have disappeared, the backyard barbecues have been pulled 
in, the beaches have emptied. 

But 1 refuse to give in. My grill still broils weekends and my legs and arms are still 
bare. The only time I wear socks is when the mosquitoes get too bad. 

But I know very shortly I will have to admit that the summer has ended and hang 
up my sandals until next year.

An answer to Mr. Nichols (Star, Sept. 5): 

In your letter to The Charter Commission, 
a copy of which was sent to The Star, you used 
the stationery of the firm with which you are 
how associated, whereas in the letter to The 
Star you used your home address. 

In my personal opinion this was done in 
bad taste as it indicated that you were ad¬ 
vertising your firm. It is against the code of 
ethics for an attorney to advertise his 
business. 

I am sure your firm would not consider 
your writing to the Charter Commission as 
one of their accounts. Inasmuch as all of our 
meetings are public you had the opportunity 
to be present and give us your views in person 
rather than taking advantage of the news 
media. 

As for Massachusetts General Laws, 
Chapter 78, Section 10, your interpretation 
can very well be contrary to the intent of the 
law.

I would suggest that you and Bill Ryerson 
get together and plan further strutegy on how 
to try to destroy the work of the Charter 
Commission. Both of you seem to relish cop- 
out techniques.

Power To People, 
Not The Selectmen 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

I have read much recently about what the 
Charter Commission plans to do to our town 
government. And each time I read I get more 
dismayed at some of Iheir proposed changes. 
Just to give you an idea of what’s going on I 
offer the following observations. 

June 17, 1974, members of Park, Cemetery 
and Water & Sewer Boards were invited to 
attend a charter meeting. The purpose of the 
meeting was to supposedly justify the 
existence of each of these boards and possibly 
discuss the merits of combining them into a 
DPW. 

Before the members of these boards 
walked through the door there was a so-called 
policy statement given out to the Charter 
members. 

This policy statement listed that DPW 
would be one of the major changes suggested 
in the new charter. So why the heck did they 
invite us down to talk when they had already 
decided to eliminate these boards? 

We not only felt uncomfortable by this but 
we felt rushed. We were only given a short 
time to “defend’’ our respective boards. The 
Charter Commission said almost nothing to 
us except “thanks for coming." 

During August the commission decided to 
formalize their plans for a DPW in the 
proposed charter. So what do they do? They 
leave the Cemetery Commission and the 
Board of Health out of the DPW plans. 

Last week the Charter Commission 
discussed (and probably supported) giving 
the selectmen more power. Let's face it, 
people. They can’t handle what they have 
now. 

If you have ever attended selectmen’s 
meetings (which I have regularly on and off 
for about 18 months) you would observe the 
board’s inability to come to decisions on 
major issues. 

Week after week agenda items are tabled 
or deferred for almost no reason whatsoever. 
The board members are sincere and 
dedicated but are sometimes afraid to make 
controversial decisions on vital town 
business. 

For example, the Park Department 
recently requested the transfer of ownership 
of the the Fire Department rescue truck. 
After approximately three months of letter¬ 
writing and appearing before the board the 
selectmen finally decided to relinquish the 
rescue truck to the Park Board. But they 
reminded us not to ask for any money to fix it. 

My final observation about the selectmen 
is their secrecy in regard to town affairs. In a 
pending suit against the selectmen, they are 
charged with violating the “open meeting” 
law by meeting in secret session at the home 
of the chairman. 

At one of their secret meetings the board 
decided to inform Treasurer Marguerite 
Troop to either resign or face public 
disclosure. Surely these types of decisions 
should be discussed at legitimate meetings of 
the board. 

And now the Charter Commission 
proposes that we give “more power to the 
selectmen.” I think that what we need is 
“more power to the people." After all, isn’t 
this the basis on which our country is sup¬ 
posed to be governed? 

I hope that the Charter Commission will do 
some deep soul-searching before they propose 
to the town a charter that will probably be 
turned down. If you want a real treat attend 
one of the Charter meetings and try to 
propose some of your own ideas.

Many people wer e surprised— shocked?— 
by the vote of Gene English in last week’s 
primary. English, a Woburn School Com¬ 
mitteeman, was running against incumbent 
Sen. John W. Bullock for the seat in this 
redrawn district. 

English pulled 9,745 votes compared to 
Bullock’s 12,909—a difference of little more 
than 3,000. I was astounded by the result, 
figuring Bullock would run away with the 
contest. 

As expected, each man did the best in his 
home town. But Bullock should have done 
better in his native Arlington—7,293 to 3,703. 
By comparison. English in Woburn had 3,900 
to Bullock’s 1,900. 

The Arlington vote perhaps indicates the 
traditional voter apathy toward politicans 
who have been around a long time. We all 
tend to blame those who have held office for 
our troubles. Bullock has been involved in 
Arlington politics for more than 10 years. 

The Winchester vote, by the way, was 
Bullock 1,495 to English 945. again closer than 
many of us were expecting. 

★ 

The incumbents generally had a tough 
time last Tuesday and can be expected to face 
the same thing in November. People are 
beginning to look a bit closer at politics than 
in the past. No doubt Watergate is the reason. 
At least something good came out of it. 

★ 

President Ford is certainly doing nothing 
to help the Republicans across the country. 
I’ve figured out that Ford must be either 
incredibly stupid, terribly insensitive to the 
American people, or knows something he’s 
not talking about. 

Maybe all three. In any case, to pardon 
Nixon and grant such an “amnesty” as he did 
to the young men who fled the country rather 
than fight an immoral and insane war go 
against rationality. 

I thought Ford was supposed to be the man 
who had no enemies and all that sort of thing. 
And then pulls a double blunder like that and 
you wonder what’s going on here anyway. R 
doesn’t make sense. 

* 

People generally seem to be seething over 
Ford's two moves. He lets the man on top get 
away without answering to the law. But the 
young fellows who followed the dictates of 
their conscience he throws the book at. 

And his “amnesty” is no amnesty at all. It 
is a sham, since most people who were 
drafted during those Vietnam years were 
given the option then of serving two years’ 
alternative service as Ford is proposing now.

I’m giving a little space to some national 
points this week because I’m told my views 
have become a bit parochial. 

* 

Voters in Winchester will get a chance to 
vote on the amnesty question in November, 
one of five ballot questions. We will be asked 
whether our state senator should be in¬ 
structed to memorialize Congress in favor of 
amnesty for all those who resisted the Viet¬ 
nam War. 

The town clerk’s office reports that they 
certified 869 signatures as part of the total in 
Middlesex County to put the question on the 
ballot. 

Only a quarter of those signatures turned 
in were rejected, the town clerk’s office said. 
Signatures were rejected because they 
weren’t voters in Winchester or because the 
signee used a wrong middle initial or middle 
name. 

The question will be on the ballots in towns 
and cities in Middlesex and Norfolk Counties. 

The signature effort was organized by 
Patricia A. Simon of Newton Centre, member 
of Gold Star Mothers for Amnesty whose son 
was killed fighting in Vietnam. 

★ 

Erna Ballentine’s efforts to get enough 
sticker and write-in votes to insure her place 
on the November ballot as the GOP candidate 
for treasurer is in doubt right now. 

In Winchester she only got 123 write-ins. 
There were a few other write-ins. For in¬ 
stance, Kenneth P. Trevett got one as the 
GOP candidate for state representative. 

And Sherman W. Salmarsh Jr. got two as 
the Democratic represenatative. Saltmarsh, 
of course, is the Republican candidate and 
Trevett the Democratic.

The only other significant write-in total 
was a Denis Barber of Cambridge, who got 29 
for GOP executive councillor. He also got two 
for Senator.

Earlier this year publicity was developed 
for an interpretative center on flags proposed 
for Winchester as a way of saluting the 125th 
anniversary of the town and the 200th an¬ 
niversary of the American Revolution.

In order to apply for assistance from the 
state under its financial grants in support of 
bicentennial celebrations, it was necessary 
for matching funds to be raised locally.

A new program was drafted whereby 
books and filmstrips relating to America’s 
flag history are to be purchased and 
distributed to the library and the public 
schools of the town, employing the funds 
originally raised for the interpretative center. 
Although this falls far short of the objectives 
origially envisaged, it is in keeping with the 
spirit in which those plans were developed.

who supported the enterprise with their ideas.

Work on other programs of the r lag 
Heritage Foundation, including its goal of a 
permanent flag museum, is continuing.

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Selectmen Position: Keep 8 Town - Owned Properties 


Should the Town of Winchester remain in 
the real estate business? 

On Sept. 9 this question was discussed by 
selectmen who finally voted to take a present 
position not to let go of lands which are 
currently used for renting as properties are 
kept in reserve for potential school growth. 

The motion was made by John Sullivan 
and favored by fellow selectmen Lawrence 
Smith and Chairman Vito Giarrizzo. Arthur 
Dunbar voted no. William Chapman ab¬ 
stained. 

The discussed was prompted by a familiar 
selectmen agenda item: the property at 2f> 
Highland ave. 

Last April 17 there was a fire at this ad 
dress causing a great deal of smoke damage 
According to executive secretary Edward 
Donnelly, the dwelling needs painting, a new 
ceiling, replacement of windows (some 
caused from vandalism) and rebuilding of the 
floor in the living room. 

Back in August selectmen were in receipt 
of three bids ranging from $11,675 to $17,BHG 
for renovating the property. At that time town 
architect Arthur Rand met with selectmen to 
discuss the bids. 

Rand and selectmen agreed bids were too 
high and all were rejected 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall suggested 
the property be posted in an effort to reduce 
trespassing and vandalism 

He also suggested a letter be sent to the 
School Committee asking for its plans for 
expansion of the George Washington School, 
the reason the property was obtained in the 
first place. 

Last Monday selectmen were in receipt of 
a letter from Chairman Stephen Parkhurst 
saying the School Committee does not foresee 
the use of this land for school purposes over 
the next five years. 

Parkhurst noted that because there is 
potential for increase in school enrollment 
through real estate development in the 
Washington School area, the School Com¬ 
mittee suggests retaining control of the 
property. 

Parkhurst said the same would hold true of 
the property at 6 Reservoir st. 

The only argument in retaining the land, 
said Parkhurst, "is that it would be very 
unfortunate to let it go and then through 
changed circumstances have to reacquire it 
at a much higher price.” 

Parkhurst reminded selectmen that at 
town meeting where hospital parking was 
discussed there was "considerable interest 
expressed in retaining this land for con¬ 
servation purposes.” 

At this point in their discussion, selectmen 
appeared to be in agreement with the School 
Committee to keep properties that might 
have future use for the town. 

Before deciding what to do with the now 
vacant 26 Highland ave., selectmen decided 
to await a bid from the Northeast 
Metropolitan Vocational School on cost of 
repairs done by students as a learning ex¬ 
perience for them and a benefit to Win 
Chester. 


In view of extensive repairs needed at 26 
Highland ave. and continuing maintenance 
costs to other town-owned properties having 
dwellings which are rented, Arthur Dunbar 
raised the question of "farming the properties 
out to industry.” 

Chapman responded by saying there 
would be "conflict.” 

Sullivan said the first issue is whether or 
not to hold onto the properties. Personally 
speaking, he said he favored holding onto the 
properties "We need to make the gut decision 
to demolish the building or keep up the 
property.” 

Dunbar was concerned about maintenance 
of the properties saying: "Each year that 
goes by maintenance seems to go down and 
properties go down.” 

Lawrence Smith advocated a five-year 
plan of preventive maintenance noting that 
this is what the Finance Committee has been 
asking for 

Donnelly said because the town must go to 
public bidding, which is more expensive, a 
private party could maintain the properties 
for less money 

Sullivan acknowledged "the town is not 
geared to be in the rental business.” He 
reminded his associates, as did Chapman 
before him, that the land is the important 
reason for having the properties. He said it is 
unfortunate that some of these places 
"become the depressed property in the neigh¬ 
borhood.” 

In making his motion that the selectmen 
go on record to keep the properties, Sullivan 
said. "History shows us that the town should 
not be hasty in its disposition of properties. I 
think the town should hold onto them. We need 
to provide leadership role.” 

He explained, "This is today’s opinion and 
would be open for change at any future time.” 

The Star met this week with Donnelly to 
discuss the eight pieces of property under the 
control of the Board of Selectmen. 

The following six parcels of land and the 
dwellings thereon were acquired for ex¬ 
pansion of the Washington School: 

26 HIGHLAND AVE. 

This land was acquired in 1969. It was a 
negotiated sale at $24,000. From 1969 through 
1972 the town spent $1,213 for maintenance of 
the property. Real estate taxes for 1973 were 
$1,264.60. Income through 1973 was $12,201. 

22 HIGHLAND AVE. 

This property, which Winchester Hospital 
was interested in for a parking lot, was 
acquired by eminent domain in 1966 from 
George Whitten. 

According to Donnelly, the town ap¬ 
propriated $61,000 for the 3.39 acres, but only 
$60,0(H) was awarded. Whitten was paid 
$60,0(H). There is a court case pending on the 
$l,ooo difference. 

This property, acquired for land only, is 
rented for $295 per month. 1973 taxes were 
$1,605. In 1967, after purchase and before 
renting, the town spent $6,145 for renovations, 
and through 1974, the town spent $7,644. The 
house is in good condition, said Donnelly. 


6 RESERVOIR ST. 

This land and dwelling was acquired in 
1967 at a cost of $22,961. The house rents for 
$225. 1973 taxes were $1,065. From 1966 
through 1972 the town has spent $1,154 for 
repairs. The interior of the house is good; the 
exterior needs siding or paint. 

I t RESERVOIR ST. 

This property was turned over to select¬ 
men in 1963 from the Water and Sewer 
Department. I p to that time. Donnelly said, 
the house was used for the residence of a 
superintendent or assistant of the Water and 
Sewer Department. 

When Selectmen acquired the property 
they looked into rehabilitation which ap¬ 
peared to be too high. Without making any 
repairs, they began renting the property at 
$65 per month and now get $133 per month. 
The rent increase over the years has been 
based on tax increase. There have been no 
maintenance costs to the town. The present 
tenants, who have lived there since 1963, have 
taken care of repairs. 

5 ALBEN ST. 

This land was acquired in 1966 in a 
negotiated sale for $22,000. The rent is $254 
per month 1973 taxes were $1,265. Total 
expenses to the town through 1972 have 
amounted to $3,323. 

This property could stand to be painted on 
the outside, said Donnelly, and. according to 
tenants, has heating problems. Painting and 
papering work has been kept up, Donnellv 
said. 

10 ALBEN ST. 

This property was acquired in 1970 
following a negotiated sale at a cost of $40,264. 
"It has more land <67,4(H) square feet) than 
any of the other properties,” said Donnelly. It 
rents lor $254. 1973 taxes were $1,295. 

Expenses through 1972 have been $667.70. 

10 MARSHALL RI). 

This property was acquired in 1966 for 
potential expansion of the Mystic School. The 


property cost the town $30,000 The house on 
the land, which covers 11,000 square feet, 
rents for $302 per month. Taxes for 1973 were 
$1,767 The town has spent $1,915 for main¬ 
tenance. 

II LINDEN ST. 

This property, which rents for $83 per 
month to a town employee, was placed under 
the control of the Board of Selectmen in 1965 
on the advice of the town comptroller. For¬ 
merly it was under the Highway Department. 

Checking over the records, Donnelly noted 
it was difficult to interpret all that he read. He 
finally determined the records indicated the 
town was getting $720 per year for rent of the 
property in 1959, the year the house was done 
over 

The rent was inexpensive, he said, because 
housing apparently was part of the stipend of 
a Highway Department employee who would 
be on standby service. (The house is next door 
to the town yard.) 

Since that time, when the rent was $60 per 
month, based on tax increases, the rent rose 
to $65 per month, or $1,020 per year. The 1973 
tax bill was $905.20, said Donnelly. 

He noted the property needs exterior 
painting and minor plumbing repairs. The 
only expenses in recent years, he said, have 
been the purchase of a new stove and a few 
minor repairs. 

The Star asked if the present tenant works 
for the Highway Department? Is he on 
standby duty for the department? 

Donnelly said the employee works for the 
Water-Sewer Board. When he moved into the 
place he was working for the Highway 
Department but since his transfer to the 
Water-Sewer Department he has remained in 
the house and is not on standby duty. 

Donnelly justified the employee’s 
remaining in the house by noting that the 
premises would be difficult to rent because of 
the noise from the town yard and the con¬ 
dition of the house.

The Closer you look....The Better We Look' 
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Charter Debates Town Manager Powers 


Who shall appoint the town clerk, town 
treasurer, election officers, comptroller and 
town counsel? The Board of Selectmen or the 
town manager? 

The Charter Commission Tuesday night 
seemed to indicate such powers belong with 
the selectmen. But they took no votes on the 
issue because three of their members were 
absent at the time. 

In any case, they feel the appointing 
powers of the selectmen should be limited to a 
few major offices—like town manager, town 
clerk and comptroller—and all other positions 
appointed by the manager. 

Winchester at present does not have a 
town manager. The Charter Commission, 
preparing a written charter for the voters to 
accept or reject next year, is inclined to 
create a town manager form of government. 


The town manager would appoint such 
persons as the commissioners of trust funds 
(currently elected), cemetery commissioners 
and Board of Health members. 

The Cemetery Commission and Board of 
Health are currently elected And the Charter 
Commission previously voted to keep them 
elected. But Tuesday night members of the 
commission showed enthusiasm for taking 
another vote. 

Cmsr. Jason Dade said he couldn’t see any 
justification for doing away with such boards 
as Water & Sewer and keeping Cemetery and 
Board of Health. 

But Cmsr. Arlene Champoux wants to 
keep the Board of Library Trustees, whose 
sole function is operation of the public library. 
She said the library has a "strong influence" 
on the town "I think of the McCarthy era," 


she said. 

Most commissioners didn't seem to think it 
makes much difference whether the trustees 
are elected or appointed. 

"Library doesn’t have any governmental 
function," said Chairman Clara Hewis. 

The commissioners also discussed their 
recent action cutting the School Committee 
from six to five members Mary Louise 
Eugley, former School Committee candidate, 
said the committee should be increased to 
seven. 

She said their work is increasing and 
citizen interest is such to warrant a larger 
board. 

Commissioners pointed out that since 
announcement of their cut no school com¬ 
mittee person has expressed opposition. 


Selectmen Turn Down Another Pizza Shop 


Gregory Zacharakis, who was ready to 
open a sub-sandwich and clam shop at 19 
Thompson st., appealed to selectmen Monday 
night for a common victualler license. 

Zacharakis, who said the business would 
be primarily one of "take-out orders,” would 
open at 10 a m. and operate until 9 or 10 p.m. 

It would be open for seven days per week if 
he was able to obtain a license to operate on 
Sunday, he said. 

Zacharakis told selectmen that he has a 
similar business in Burlington called the 
"Burlington House of Pizza." If the Win 
Chester business proved successful, he would 
likely discontinue the Burlington operation 

Selectmen Arthur Dunbar said he would 
"maintain his former position" ahd be 
against issuing a license because "this type of 
business is not conducive to improving 
Winchester Center." 

Chairman Vito Giarrizzo explained to 
Zacharakis that selectmen recently turned 
down a similar request for a pizza shop a few 
doors down from 19 Thompson st. 

Though there is nothing wrong with a pizza 
and clam shop, he said, this kind of business 
"might be a deterrent to the type we would 
like to bring into Winchester Center." 

Selectman William Chapman said: "I 
think our position has been established." 
There is no point in not being "consistent," he 
said. 

Selectmen were unanimous in their 
rejection of the license but told Zacharakis 
they would not be opposed to issuing a license 
for another section of Winchester. 

Hugo LaFauci, owner of 19 Thompson st., 
asked selectmen if he could be subsidized by 
the town for rent. 

Giarrizzo said, "We sympathize with 
you." 

LaFauci asked "What are the right kind of 
businesses?" 

Giarrizzo said, "My wife could give you a 
list of organizations but most of them have 
left town." 

"The center is dead," said LaFauci. "If 
you were going into business, would you open 
in Winchester Center?" 

Selectmen did not respond. 


LaFauci suggested a dress shop, then 
said: "In six months the business would be 
gone." 

Continuing, LaFauci said he has a tax bill 
of $4500. "Who’s going to pay that?" 

He suggested a tax abatement for center 
business property might give a landlord an 
opportunity to lower rents and thereby induce 
a business more to their liking in the center 
Giarrizzo suggested LaFauci present this 
kind of idea to the assessors 

LaFauci said he has been a member of the 
Winchester Business Association for 10 years. 
He said he didn’t want to knock the 
association, "but they've done nothing." 

Dunbar said he favored giving WBA an 
opportunity to come up with some plan. If 
they don’t come through "then we’ll have to 
reassess our position." 

Selectmen Lawrence Smith reminded 
selectmen that the Winchester Center Task 
Force Committee, which is made up of 
members of the Winchester Business 
Association, would be going to the next 
special town meeting to seek funds for some 
kind of "renewal operation." 


Smith, who said the task force would 
sponsor the article, asked town counsel 
Douglas Handall to get together with him 
shortly to draw up the article. "The town has 
got to address itself to this problem," Smith 
said. 

The next special town meeting is 
scheduled to be held Nov. 11. 

At that time Kaufman & Broad will be 
asking for zoning changes to pave the way for 
building single family, condominium and 
elderly housing off Cambridge street. 

Selectmen and town counsel Douglas 
Handall are in receipt of K&B’s proposal 
along with initial draft of a covenant between 
the developers and the town. 

According to Edward Donnelly, executive 
secretary to the selectmen, K&B plans to 
present a petition with 200 signatures by Sept. 
27. 

Andrew Nichols, attorney for K&B, has 
informed Donnelly and selectmen that their 
proposal plans have also been distributed to 
the Planning Board and Conservation 
Commission. 


Cmsr. Arlene Champoux said the School 
Committee must act under deadlines and 
larger boards delay deliberations. 

The commission voted to send the com¬ 
mittee a letter asking for reaction to its cut 
proposal. 

The commission engaged in a lengthy, but 
subdued conversation over its charter 
philosophy. 

Cmsr. Robert C. Ericson, sometimes 
regarded as the father of Winchester’s 
charter commission effort, said: 

• If boards are going to make a stink about 
being appointed (rather than elected) then 
I’m going tobe reluctant tochange them." 

Chairman Hewis disagreed, saying its the 
reponsibility of the charter board to write the 
best possible document for the town and let 
such politics take care of themselves. 

She said to go along w ith Ericson’s concept 
of "shuffling a few names around" is to 
deceive the citizens into thinking they have a 
new charter. "We wouldn’t really be giving 
the people a choice." 

The other commissioners who spoke on the 
issue agreed with Hewis. Ann Oppenheimer 
said that if she were a voter "I w ould be upset 
that compromises were made for vested 
interests."

The only other possible site is Bonnell’s 
.across the street, Quill said, and that’s only 
half the size—35,000 square feet. 

The attorney said the theater is losing 
money continually. “If Loew didn’t own it, it 
would have been gone." 

Architect Frank Orlando, in response to a 
question from Schaefer, said if the building 
went six stories it would require more 
parking than there is space for. 

Orlando said height of the building would 
be about the same as the present theater. 

Quill, calling downtown Winchester 
“disastrous—and it’s been that way for 30 
years”—told the board he realizes there are 
problems to overcome but if the Planning 
members showed no enthusiasm “I can't see 
proceeding any further.” 

“Henry, you’ve said it all,” commentqj} 
Fitzgerald. 

Fitzgerald last year proposed a small 
apartment complex between Waterfield road 
and Rangeley road. The proposal was with¬ 
drawn after town meeting increased certain 
setback requirements. 

“I selected the perfect site,” Quill said, 
indicating the theater doesn’t have any neigh¬ 
bors, in reference to the Waterfield project 
which was bitterly denounced by the 
Rangeley neighborhood.

What is the proper 
relationship between the 
cost of a lot and the value of 
the house on It? This 
question concerned 
building economists more 
in the past than it does now. 
Old rules of thumb have 
lost much of their meaning. 
It used to be said that land 
should represent about 
one-sixth of the home's 
purchase price. Then it 
moved up to one-fifth and Is 
now approaching' one 
fourth. And it will change 
again as the cost of land 
continues to rise. 

Nevertheless, the land 
value versus house value 
ratio cannot be totally 
dismissed because it does, 
to some extent, affect the 


resale value of the 
property. And resale value 
determines the ease or 
difficulty you'll encounter 
in securing a mortgage. In 
this light, It may not make 
a great deal of difference if 
you puf an inexpensive 
house on an expensive lot, 
but it could be a mistake to 
have too much house for 
the land.

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Giarrizzo Apologizes For 
Building Inspector’s Words 


Selectman Chairman Vito Giarrizzo 
publicly apologized to John B. Byrne Jr. of 
Arlington, a candidate for the job of zoning 
administrator, for words stated by William B. 
MacDonald, building commissioner. 

The apology, presented to Byrne through 
his attorney, Robert J. Annese of Arlington, 
was given Monday night after Annese 
charged that Byrne and other candidates for 
zoning administrator had been treated un¬ 
fairly by MacDonald’s administration of an 
examination and in his public remarks about 
the qualifications of such candidates. 

Annese said his client, who is the town’s 
plumbing inspector, was acting building 
inspector in 1952. Byrne was chairman of the 
Arlington Planning Board while their zoning 
bylaw was being implemented and has had 15 
years of experience in the field, Annese said. 

Annese charged that the way MacDonald 
administered an examination of the can¬ 
didates was unfair. He noted that he and his 
client have yet been unable to get results of 
the examination. 

Annese said that in the past there has been 
communication problems between Byrne and 
MacDonald. He indicated that MacDonald 
could have had a "built-in prejudice,” not 
only toward Byrne but other candidates. 

"Why put my client and the others through 
the ritual of on examination with a false 
objective? Is he (MacDonald) the judge, the 
jury and the government, if you will? Why 
don’t we look to the objective evidence” he 
asked, noting MacDonald's interview with 
selectmen as reported in The Star. 

Chairman Giarrizzo said the "opinions 
expressed by the building inspector were his 
own” and that selectmen have no control over 
them nor the press. 

Giarrizzo said, "Nobody who took the 
exam got a perfect score.” He said Mac¬ 
Donald felt that "anyone worth his mustard 
should have gotten 100 percent. It is his 
selection. We simply approve. The person 
must work with the building inspector. We 
have been struggling with this problem for a 
long time." 

Giarrizzo told Annese that selectmen have 
changed their direction and instead of seeking 
a deputy building commissioner and zoning 
administrator they are now going to hire an 
assistant zoning administrator. His job will be 
to enforce the zoning by-law. 

Giarrizzo said many of the remarks by 
MacDonald should "not have been said in a 
public meeting." He suid "in other years" 
such words would have been heard only in 
executive session. "We are bending over 
backwards to keep meetings open." 

Giarrizzo offered his apology to Byrne who 
sat silent throughout the discussion. "He has 
done a good job for Winchester. He did well 
when he pinch-hit for MacDonald when he 
was sick. I’m sorry. There’s not much more 
we can say at this time." 

At one point in the discussion Selectman 
William Chapman asked Annese if he 
recognized that the Board of Selectmen 
should seek the recommendation from the 
-building inspector 


Annese said yes. 

"Your quarrel is not with the Board of 
Selectmen but the building inspector," said 
Chapman. 

"But if the building inspector reports to 
the Board of Selectmen, to whom does one 
complain?" His question was not answered. 

Annese said, "The elements of fairness 
have not been at play. This has disparaged 
Mr Byrne. He has been treated in a nebulous 
way. He has not been given merit." 

AN INTERVIEW 

As Annese and Byrne departed the 
selectmen’s room, Norman P. Sherman of 
Wellesley, MacDonald’s choice for the job of 
assistant zoning administrator, was in¬ 
terviewed by selectmen. 

Sherman, a resident of Wellesley, is a 
fourth year law student at Suffolk University. 

In telling selectmen about himself, he said 
he holds a bachelor’s degree in government 
and public administration and expects to take 
his bar examination in June. 

Sherman said he is now in the top 10 
percent of his graduating class, he has ex¬ 
perience as a police officer, and he has 
worked for the Department of Justice on a 
legal assistance grant 

Selectman Lawrence Smith asked Sherman 
to describe his role of implementation of the 
Winchester zoning by-law. 

Sherman sees the job as one of "research 
and getting a firm grasp of implementation." 

Sherman suid he has read the zoning 
bylaw but would have some questions at the 
outset. 

First priority, he said, would be to institute 
certificates of zoning compliance and phase 
into a standard operating procedure. Next 
would be to hunt out people who are in non¬ 
conformance. 

Smith asked Sherman how much time he 
would be able to devote to the job. 

Since his classes are mainly at nights, 
Sherman said he would expect to work 
fulltime or 160 hours a week. He said his job

The Board of Selectmen now supports a 
town manager form of government, the 
Charter Commission was informed Tuesday 
night. 

This abrupt turn-about is in sharp contrast 
to earlier statements from selectmen that 
they wanted no changes in the structure of 
town government in Winchester. 

"We’re all in agreement there is nothing 
wrong with the town meeting concept if 
properly structured,” Chairman Vito A. 
Giarrizzo told the commissioners. 

Discussion of the two boards was wide- 
ranging. Giarrizzo perhaps offered some 
insight into the selectmen’s change of mind 
when he told the commission that if they are 
going to eliminate many small elected 
boards, the duties of those boards must be 
administered by someone at Town Hall. 

Consultant Michael Curran said he feels 
that May 1 will rapidly become the starting 
time for Massachusetts town meetings due to 
scheduling problems created by the new 
fiscal year. 

With the town’s election in March, how will 
new office-holders defend at town meeting the 
budgets of their predecessors? asked Cmsr. 
Robert C. Ericson. 

Giarrizzo suggested changing the date of 
the annual town election to November. "It 
makes much more sense to have the people 
who originated the budget there and to defend 
them.” 

Selectman Lawrence T. Smith said that if 
there are to be two scheduled town meetings a 
year, the one called for the spring should deal 
only with fiscal matters. 

Smith, a former member of the Finance 
Committee, said he supports the com¬ 
mission’s move to strip Finance members of 
their power to vote at town meeting. The 
commission indicated it intends to make 
Finance an instrument of the town meeting. It 
would be called the Ways and Means Com¬ 
mittee under the new plan. 

The two boards discussed at considerable 
length School Committee budgets. Michael 
Curran said there is a popular misconception 
about these budgets. 


The law says that towns shall supply the 
money to operate schools (through school 
committees), he said. "It doesn’t say School 
Committees have carte blanche.” 

to force (department) budgets to come in on 
time. If they don’t come in they just don’t 

Smith said the School Committee should be 
required to submit its budget to the town 
manager in plenty of time for him to study 
and evaluate. And it should be submitted "in 
some detail,” Smith said. 

Smith also questioned the ability of the 
School Committee to transfer budget money 
from one department to another, unlike all 
other town departments. 

Curran said the courts have interpreted 
cases permitting committee’s to make such 
transfers without other town action. 

While the School Committee would be 
required to submit the School Department 
budget to the town manager within a stated 
time, apparently it would not be required to 
use the budget format of the town manager. 

Chairman Clara Hewis pointed out an 
obvious advantage to the town with a town 
manager form: "Presently there is no power

Lexington Manager: 

‘Town Must First Answer 
Some Major Questions’ 


Should Winchester adopt the town 
manager form of government? 

This was the subject of remarks by Walter 
O’Connell, Lexington town manager, to the 
Winchester Rotary Club last week. 

According to O’Connell, the first question a 
community must ask itself is: Do we need to 
change our form of government? 

Under Winchester’s present form of 
government, which has a number of smaller, 
indendent departments, the town would have 
to ask if these boards and departments in¬ 
tegrate into a cohesive group or are there 
many small independent government? 

O’Connell continued that if the former is 
the case then the town should stick with it. 
Otherwise, a change should be considered. 

The trend today is away from the in¬ 
dependent group type of government, he said, 
because of the complexities of the age. 
O’Connell continued that it is rare today for 
towns to govern effectively under many in¬ 
dependent boards. 

The second question a community must 
ask itself is: Do we want to change our form 
of governmenz? 

According to O’Connell, this is the most 
difficult question for a community to answer 
even it does recognize a need for change. 

O’Connell pointed out that New Englan¬ 
ders have a "why change?” attitude. 

O’Connell recommended that a town 
should not adopt a town manager form of 

government unless the community is con¬ 
vinced of its need and wants it, otherwise 
worse government may result.

come in." Since most of these departments 
would be under a town manager, late budgets 
would be his responsibility. 

The two boards also discussed at length 
requiring public hearings on budgets. The 
feelings of most were summed up by Select¬ 
man Arthur Dunbar: "The general public has 
a great deal of apathy as far as the town is 
concerned.” 

There would be no special interest in 
public hearings unless there were an unusual 
departure from the expected, members in¬ 
dicated. 

There was protracted discusssion about 
Finance (ways and means) reports, duties, 
responsibilities. 

The manager should have 120 days to get 
the budgets together before the start of a May 
1 annual town meeting, Curran said. Ways 
and means (Finance) should get the budgets 
March 1, he said. 

Giarrizzo reminded the group that under 
the commission’s inclination there will be 
fewer departments and thus fewer budgets. 

How much more money and how many 
more people will the town manager cause? 
Giarrizzo asked. "The public will want to 
know.” 

Cmsr. Jason Dade said that the Lexington 
town manager recently said that for a town 
the size of Winchester there would be no need 
to have more than three persons in the town 
manager's office. (Present selectmen’s office 
has three plus a temporary helper.) 

But, Dade said, the Lexington manager 
indicated that the need for a "top notch” 
secretary, one who can carry out orders and 
communicate with people. " 

"A good town manager will lean heavily on 
the operating departments and not build a 
hierarchy," Dade said the Lexington 
manager said. 

The two boards discussed at length 
whether the manager should be required to 
live in Winchester. That should be the option 
of the board of selectmen, they said, whether 
he should live here or not. 

Curran said the manager should serve 
without contract. "If three members of the 
board don’t like him he should pack his bags 
and go someplace else.” 

It would be pointless to keep a manager on 
who has lost the confidence of the selectmen, 
Curran said. The manager would not be 
subject to the Personnel Board’s wage 
scrutiny. The manager’s salary would be 
established by the selectmen. The maximum 
would be set by town meeting. 

The Personnel Board would become n 
personnel committee responsible to town 
meeting under current thinking.

To change to town manager the citizens 
and boards must realize that you are 
replacing part-time citizen type ad¬ 
ministration with full time professional 
management. 

O’Connell continued that the degree of 
citizen participation in the operation of 
government is decreased with town manager. 
Citizen participation in the policy making 
increases, however, he said. 

The town manager should run the com¬ 
munity efficiently and in accord with policies 
established by citizens, O’Connell said.

The commander of the Winchester 
American Legion said the post is considering 
tearing down its Vine street home following 
last week’s disastrous fire. 

Cmdr. Walter J. Appleton said the legion 
board met Monday night to consider the 
consequences of the two-alarm blaze last 
Friday which gutted the interior of the 
wooden structure. 

No verdict was reached, Appleton said. 
"We can’t do anything until we find out what 
it will coat," he said about the various 
possibilities: 

1. Tear down the structure and relocate. 

2. Tear down the structure and fold the 
post. 

3. Rebuild. 

Cmdr. Appleton said: "It will probably be 
cheaper to tear it down.” 

As for relocating, Appleton said that 
depends on how much a new location will cost 
and how much the legion nets on sale of the 
Vine street land. 

A decision will be made next month after 
insurance estimates have been figured, 
Appleton said. The commander said he 
doesn’t know how much insurance the post 
has on the property. 

Appleton said the legion board "can’t do 
anything” until it knows what these estimates 


Appleton was asked if the legion is con¬ 
sidering merging with another service post. 
"No,” he said bluntly. There was talk about 
six months ago of the legion trying to con¬ 
solidate its membership with the membership 
from other posts. 

Appleton said he has been at the post since 
1948 and merger has never been under con¬ 
sideration. 

The post after World War 2 had about 500 
members, It now has 200. 

FIRE BURNSSUPPORTS 


The American Legion Post on Vine street 
was heavily damaged in a two-alarm blaze 
early last Friday morning. 

Fire Department reports it does not know 
the cause of the fire which burned through a 
portion of the rear of the huge 2‘^ story 
wooden structure. 


Fire Chief I. Francis Amlco said he 
believes the blaze started in a sofa on the first 
floor. The lounge area of Legion Post 97 is 
located in the basement. 

The fire burned the floor over the lounge 
area, nearly biting through the heavy wooden 
cross beams. It also heavily damaged walls 
and supports on the first and second floors of 
the rear pbrtion. 

There was heavy smoke damage 
throughout. 

The first alarm of fire came into the fire 
station at 6:30 p.m. The alarm was telephoned 
by A1 Alexander, a member of the auxiliary 
fire department and a neighbor of the Legion. 

Vine street is a narrow short street that 
runs behind the business block at Church and 
Main streets and Elmwood avenue. 

Capt. David Dalton immediately ordered a 
second alarm when he saw heavy smoke and 
fire coming from the cellar. 

Mutual aid was sounded. Winchester was 
aided at the fire by men from departments in 
Medford and Woburn. Men from Stoneham 
and Arlington covered Winchester during the 
blaze. 

At least 50 men battled the blaze. 
Aluminum siding on the structure hindered 
heat and smoke from dissipating. The state 
fire marshall’s office is investigating. Chief 
Amico wouldn't rule out accidental discar¬ 
ding of smoking material as a cause. 

The American Legion has occupied the 
building, believed to be more than 110 years 
old, since World War 2. 

Before that the Knights of Columbus oc¬ 
cupied the structure and before them the Odd 
Fellows. Many alterations to the building 
were made over the years, history buffs tell 
The Star. 

The house was built by Dr. Frederick 
Windsor, a noted Civil War surgeon, William 
Allen said. Mrs. Windsor began a school for 
girls in the house. 

Dr. and Mrs. Windsor’s daughter, Mary, 
moved the school to Rangeley Hall many 
years later and called it the Windsor School 
for Girls. 

Others tell The Star the Windsor house 
first stood at Mt. Vernon and Converse place 
where the Mill Pond (former laundry) 
building now stands. 

The house was believed moved to its 
present location in the 1880s. The original 
brick foundation is evident. 


The Legion Post has not decided what it 
will do with the structure. 

The post has been under fire in recent 
months from neighbors who have complained 
of noise, late hours, abusive language and 
other disruptions by Legion patrons. 


Nov. 18 Date Of 
Special Meeting? 

Nov. 18 will likely be the date of the 
fall special town meeting to consider a 
proposal to build 500 condominiums on 
West Side Hill. 

Among other articles to be acted on 
may be one to build an apartment 
building on the site of the Winchester 
Theatre on,Main street. 

Atty. Henry Quill, representing 
Nicholas Fitzgerald, said test borings 
are to be made at the site and a decision 
made Monday. 

Fitzgerald has obtained the 
necessary signatures to call a special 
town meeting on his proposal. The 
results of the borings will determine 
whether Fitzgerald will turn the 
signatures in. 

Selectmen Secretary Edward 
Donnelly said the board would like the 
Kaufman & Broad condominium article 
to be first. The firm has not yet sub¬ 
mitted its request for a special town 
meeting. 

Planning Board Chairman Michael 
Boodakian said he was grateful for the 
extra week (Nov. 11 had originally been 
scheduled for the special). 

"It will give us an extra week to 
prepare the work and decide on the 
covenant.” 

Planning met Monday night with 
Town Counsel Douglas Randall to work 
out details of the covenant between the 
town and K&B. 

"We’re putting in a lot more 
restrictions than they want," 
Boodakiun said about the covenant 
proposed by K&B. Randall will now 
have to work out with K&B the latest 
additions by the Planning Board. 

Atty. Quill said Fitzgerald 
Associates will be prepared to make a 
presentation before the selectmen 
Monday night. Fitzgerald proposed 112 
one- and two-bedroom units on four 
floors.

"All I got out of that was a sore back ” 

"I think I got some answers tonight." 

These were two comments overheard by 
The Star following a public hearing Tuesday 
night at the Vinson-Owen School. 

Kaufman & Broad Homes, Inc.; of 
Wellesley, seeking to develop a residential 
community on the West Side, presented plan^ 
for 190 condominiums, 48 senior village units 
and 84 single family residences on 91 acres of 
land owned by Atty. Jack Moss to about 45 
people who live in the neighborhood. Moss 
property through November. If successful in 
their bid to develop the land, they will call it 
Highland Woods. 

The meeting, which might be termed an 
encounter, had one resident suggest to K&B 
that they "would be better off to pack your 
bags and get out of Winchester.” 

Others indicate distrust in K&B’s 
presentation of facts and lack of answers to 
questions both last year and now. 

This is the second year that K&B has 
proposed a plan for the site. John Tierney of 
Newsome & Co., handling public relations, 
called this "our second annual pilgrimage to 
the mecca of town meeting.” 


Tierney and Ronald Dockser, attorney and 
K&B director of forward planning of the New 
England Division, said the purpose of the 
Tuesday meeting was to "gain input from 
neighbors.” 

Dockser said that during and following last 
year’s town meeting, K&B determined "the 
people of Winchester are not opposed to 
development on the Moss property but are 
opposed to the complete condominium of 498 
units.” 

Dockser said town meeting members 
asked: "Why don’t you build cluster family 
housing? Why don’t you build something 
more affordable which senior citizens can pay 
for?” 

He said K&B has met with the Winchester 
Planning Board, the Water and Sewer Board, 
Conservation Commission and selectmen. 
They expect to get reaction from other 
department heads such as fire and police, 
through selectmen. 

Andrew Nichols, attorney for K&B and a 
Winchester resident, told the assembly that 
K&B will be going to a special town meeting 
on Nov. 11 or Nov. 18. There they will present 
two articles on the project. One will ask for 


zoning change on cluster housing, the other on 
planned residential district. 

Nichols explained there is a covenant, 
which is currently being worked out between 
K&B and town officials. Town boards have 
drafts of the covenant which would offer 
safeguards in addition to the new zoning code, 
he said. 

The cluster section would have single 
family detached homes. In the condominium 
section, said Nichols, the covenant will assure 
there will be no more than two bedrooms in 
any unit, nor more than two stories or 35 feet. 

"In no sense are these high rise apart¬ 
ments," Nichols said. 

Density appeared to be the major concern 
of the questioners. According to the K&B 
proposal, the density in the condominium - 
section would be six units per acre. A resident 
suggested lowering this to three units per 
acre. 

Mrs. Alice Mirak, who helped K&B gather 
the people together for the meeting and who 
openly opposed the project lasst year, asked 
Dockser about a compromise reduction, 
perhaps at four units per acre. 

Dockser indicated this could not be 


justified because of the high cost of the 
property but said he would contact’Moss and 
see if anything could be worked out. 

There were comments from the assembly 
that Moss was asking too much for the land. 
One citizen hollered, "You’re telling us that 
Moss is a smarter businessman than K&B.” 

Another suggestion was to eliminate the 
condominium units altogether and have a 
complete residential project on a two unit per 
acre plan. 

Dockser rejected this idea due to 
economics. Nichols reminded the assembly 
that though some people prefer nothing but 
single family dwellings, there are others who 
are looking for condominium living in Win¬ 
chester. 

Tierney reported on a marketing study 
conducted wast year and partially updated 
which indicates there is a need for this kind of 
housing, especially for the "empty nester.” 

Talk on water and sewer influence on the 
area revealed that many West Side resudents 
now experience low pressure and cannot run 
water in a sink and flush a toilet at the same 
time.

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6 Adaption,’ Key Work As 
Women Join Fire Auxiliary 

By Ruth Flax 

Jokes will have to be chosen carefully and 
special equipment ordered. Two women have 
been accepted for appointment to the 
Auxiliary Fire Department. 

“Adaption” is the key word now that 
Kathy Rhubart and Cathy Kelley have been 
accepted as auxiliary firefighters, says Fire 
Chief I. Francis Amico. 

The final appointments of Cathy, 17, and 
Kathy, 18, hinge on the approval of the town 
physician and their passing a physical test. 

Both young women completed the 60-honr 
Max Ed program in fire science offered by 
the high school in conjunction with the Fire 
Department last year. 

“It’s a matter of common sense and 
respect,” feels the chief regarding the in¬ 
teraction between men and women in the 
auxiliary. The men may have to adjust their 
conversations and habits. 

Since there is no room for another 
bathroom in the auxiliary fire station 
everyone will use the same one. “They (the 
girls) will just have to lock the door,” soys 
Chief Amico. He doesn’t feel this is a problem, 
however. 

“What do they do at home? "There are no 
separate bathrooms for men and women in 
the private home." 

Special equipment will have to be ordered. 

Coats, boots and night hitches (pants which 
hook onto boots for fast donning) are made to 
order so will be more expensive due to 
smaller sizes required. 

The chief isn’t entirely pleased with the 
young women’s entrance into the until now 
all-male field. He “can’t see someone 
crawling on their knees and dragging people 
out” of burning houses. 

Nor is he sure about the women coping 
with 50 pounds of equipment. He can “foresee 
problems.” 

Chief Amico feels the situation must be 
worked with on a step-by-step basis. “Any 
changes must be done as we see them, as they 
are necessary.” 

If he is not entirely optimistic about the 
women’s acceptance, they are. 

When questioned if she foresees any 
problems, Cathy Kelley's answer was 
unequivocal: “No!” “Everything looks 
okay,” said Kathy Rhubart calmly. 

Ms. Rhubart expects to get a “lecture of 
rules and regulations made up especially for 
us.” She said they already have received 
jibes from the men about making coffee and 
cleaning up. Kathy didn’t laugh very loudly. 

They’ll do their own share. They’ve done it 
before.”

Courts Strike Down 
Gas Rate Increase; 

Macdonald Victory 

The United States Court of Appeals in 
Washington has overturned a Federal Power 
Commission rate increase for natural gas, 
terming the commission’s approach to gas 
pricing “inconsistent with the commission’s 
regulatory trust.” 

The court’s decision was a victory for U. S. 

Rep.TorbertH. Macdonald (D.-Mass.) of this 
district who had petitioned the court to strike 
down the FPC’s action in granting a 67 per¬ 
cent increase in the price which the 
producers, George Mitchell and Associates, 
can charge for sales of natural gas on the 
interstate market. 

Responding to the court’s decision, 

Macdonald, chairman of the house sub¬ 
committee on power which has jurisdiction 
over the FPC, said he was “extremely happy 
with this result which is a triumph for the 
consumer at a time when he is faced with 
rising prices in every sector of the economy.” 

However, Macdonald also said that “it is 
unfortunate that a regulatory commission 
which is established to protect the public 
interest has to be taken to court in order to 
live up to that mandate.” 

The Court of Appeals issued a terse 
warning on this point to the FPC in its 
decision when it said: “Protection of the 
consumer from profiteering in the gas in¬ 
dustry was the primary purpose behind 
passage of the Natural Gas Act.” 

Writing for the court, Judge J. Skelly 
Wright indicated to the FPC that, if upon 
reconsideration of the rate increase con¬ 
sistent with the guidelines set down by the 
court the commission determined that a 
lower rate were justified, “it should consider 
the equities of ordering a refund ... of excess 
jevenues already collected to be passed 
through to the ultimate ratepaying 
customers.”d Macdonald said he was 
concerned with the "internal improprieties at 
the FPC which are so clearly reflected as 
factors in the court’s decision." 

He said he would ask the General 
Accounting Office, which has recently 
completed a study of the FPC revealing ex¬ 
tensive conflicts of interest within the com¬ 
mission, to provide him with any material 
which it had gathered on the commission staff 
members who had “negotiated” the et- 
tlement between Mitchell and the other 
parties to the rate increase.

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EDITORIAL 

Charter Right On Course 

The continuing public debate the Charter Commission is having with one 
of its members is probably a healthy sign. It shows interest, concern, sin¬ 
cerity and involvement. 

The debate centers on whether the commission has been acting in a 
“political” manner in reaching decisions. If the charter board had been 
acting politically, it certainly is not now. 

The subject came up at last Tuesday’s meeting (all charter meetings are 
open to the public) and the idea of “protecting’’ certain areas of town 
government was soundly rejected. 

Cmsr. Robert C. Ericson had been arguing in favor of protecting some 
boards and departments because they might get angered and fight the 
commission when it comes time to get the new charter accepted by the 
voters. 

Ericson said, “If boards are going to make a stink about being appointed 
then I’m going to be reluctant to change them.” The other Charter members 
present very quickly and in very certain terms contradicted this 
philosophy. 

Chairman Clara Hewis called that attitltude deceitful to the public since 
the voters expect the Charter board to write the best possible document for 
the town despite subsequent difficulties the board might have in getting the 
electorate to accept its document. 

And Charter Cmsr. Ann Oppenheimer joined the discussion by stating no 
compromises should be made in the charter for vested interests. 

The Star applauds this fresh outlook of the commission, an outlook 
lacking before when decisions were made to keep certain boards elected 
(rather than appointed) because these boards might be expected to yell 
loudly. 

So the commission has indicated its willingness to reconsider earlier 
decisions keeping the Cemetery Commission and Board of Health elected. 

There is no logical sense in the latter part of the twentieth century for 
having such boards elected by voters who don’t have the vaguest idea who 
the candidates are and know as little about the functions of such boards. 

But because the charter board was listening to the loudest voices it 
originally voted to keep Cemetery and Health elected. Now the board has 
wisely reversed itself. Let’s hope they also reconsider the Board of Library 
Trustees, an obscure board far removed from any governmental function. 

One of the commissioners spoke of a fear of returning to the McCarthy 
era as a reason for keeping the trustees elected. That certainly is the most 
obscure argument to have come up in six months of commission discussion. 
Does one presume that a return to the McCarthy era will mean the election 
of bookburners? 

The Charter Board must be cautious as Individuals not to make decisions 
based on who among the other commissioners yells the loudest and longest. 
The board as a whole must not give Into such Individual “pressure groups.” 

The commissioners are supposedly the experts now In Winchester town 
government. They must decide on the basis of sound reason and on no other 
basis. 

The commissioners through their many months of work, discussions, 
reading, questioning, have examined the town government with an eye to 
making it better. It is this commission and not the Board of Selectmen, the 
Board of Library Trustees or The Winchester Star-which should be 
making the decisions. 

Some may groan in exasperation at the slow progress the commission is 
making. The commissioners listen, argue, make a decision, listen some 
more, change their minds and take another vote. It sounds bewildering. But 
this is the way the work should be going. 

By the commission’s changes of mind and public debate over decisions it 
has been shown that the board is alive and doing its work the way it was 
meant to be done. 

They are getting the job done. If they lack one thing it is citizen par¬ 
ticipation. The commissioners are extremely anxious to hear from the 
public. If you have some ideas about possible changes—or no changes at 
all in town government, let the charter Commission know. In a few months 
the board will have completed its work and then it will be too late.

Sidewalk Replaced 
Without Provision 
For Handicapped 

EDITOR OF T11E STAR: 

Because of the importance of Ch. 528, the 
architectural barrier bill, I feel this letter to 
Vito A. Giarrizzo, chairman. Board of 
Selectmen, should he printed to inform the 
residents of Winchester. 

Dear Mr. Giarrizzo: 

I would like to apprise the selectmen of a 
situation that needs to be corrected before it 
is continually repeated. It pertains to Chapter 
288 of the General Laws of 1973, which calls 
for a curb cut to be provided whenever a new 
or renovated sidewalk is constructed. 

Quite recently, at the corner of Main and 
Thompson streets, a replacement curb was 
installed with no provision for a curb cut. If 
there was no knowledge of Chapter 288, this 
would merely be an example used to illustrate 
the law. 

However, since this law was brought to the 
attention of the Winchester Highway 
Department last July, when they were 
replacing a sidewalk on Main street, 1 feel 
some definitive action is needed to make 
certain that this law will be complied with in 
the future. 

If such a problem cannot be resolved, we 
can foresee real problems with the im¬ 
plementation of a much more comprehensive 
Architectural Barrier Bill, Chapter 528, which 
takes effect in October, 1974. 

Please advise me of your decision 
regarding the resolution of this matter.

Speers Corrects 
Carroll’s Letter 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

I feel constrained to correct an erroneous 
statement which appeared in the letter of 
Vincent G. Carroll in your issue published 
Thursday. Sept. 19. 

In that letter Mr. Carroll stated that 
Andrew L. Nichols had resigned as a library 
trustee in order to represent Kaufman & 
Broad. Inc., in connection with their project 
for the Moss land off Cambridge street. 

In late May or early June, 1973, Kaufman 
& Broad approached me through Jack 
Tierney, their public relations counsel, 
seeking my professional services in 
representing them in connection with this 
matter. 

My diary shows a conference with Mr. 
Tierney on June 8, and would indicate that 
that was the date on which I advised him that 
I felt I could not properly represent Kaufman 
& Broad, both because of prejudicial effect on 
representation on zoning matters I was 
handling for the Bonnells, and also because of 
‘ a reluctance to expand beyond regular clients 
my involvement in controversial zoning 
matters within the town. 

1 then recommended to Mr. Tierney that 
Kaufman & Broad attempt to engage the 
services of either two local Winchester at¬ 
torneys familiar with town affairs, of "'horn 
one was Andrew Nichols. 

They did subsequently employ Mr. 
Nichols, but my recollection and diary 
records confirming it would indicate that 
their first employment of him or approach to 
him was definitely subsequent to that June 8 
meeting which I had with Mr. Tierney. 

I am informed that Mr. Nichols tendered 
his resignation as a library trustee on May 2, 
1973, in a letter addressed to Mr. Dudley D.V. 
Samoiloff. secretary of the library trustees 
with copies mailed to Mrs. Roberts, the 
librarian, the town moderator and the town 
clerk. 

At the time that such a letter of resignation 
was sent Mr. Nichols could not have had any 
knowledge of his prospective employment by 
the Kaufman & Broad firm. He has discussed 
this matter with me and confirms that he had 
no intimation at that time that he might be 
approached concerning the matter.

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

A new awareness and involvement within 
the Town of Winchester on the part of its 
townspeople is more evident than ever. In 
these changing time there seems to be a need 
lo pull together to create and follow through 
with ideas and aspirations for a better inter¬ 
active style of living. A survey of the town’s 
attitudes in relation to its schools would be a 
positive step to bring about such town in¬ 
teraction. 

The survey would help determine the 
attitudes of the residents of Winchester 
toward the educational system. It would help 
identify strengths and weaknesses, point up 
problem areas and thereby provide the School 
Committee with a decision-xaking tool in 
establishing its educational priorities. 

Some areas of concentration for questions 
(o be solicited from citizens would be ob¬ 
jectives of public education, school 
curriculum, physical facilities, personnel, 
communications, budgets and new ideas and 
approaches. 

Although initiated by the School Com¬ 
mittee in an attempt to be responsive to the 
wishes of the townspeople, the survey will be 
autonomous and the results available to the 
public. Mr. Robert Oppenheimer, a 
professional consultant, has volunteered his 
services and has developed the proposed 
approach to the survey and an outline of work 
to bo accomplished. 

Volunteers are presently being sought in 
an effort to involve the community in every 
aspect of the project and to reduce the cost to 
the townspeople. In addition to seeking 
volunteer help, several other sources are 
currently being explored to finalize funding 
for this very important project. 

This is an opportunity for the community 
to make its feelings known and its opinions 
heard on the subject of its educational 
systems. Volunteers are needed to staff 
committees, suggest questions, type, 
telephone and stuff envelopes. If you are in a 
position to help in any of these ways, please 
contact the Personnel Committee — Rita 
Bellino, Mary Ann Crockett, Dee Drugash, 
Ruth Grainger, Ann Howell, Joanne Morgan, 
Roberta Levinson or Joan Pelletier.

Two Fires: Hot Pot 
And The Hand Of God 


There were a couple of interesting fires in 
Winchester recently. Of course all fires are 
tragic. That goes without saying (but I’m 
obliged to say it). 

The first was last Friday at 6:30 a.m. on 
vine street when the Legion Hall burned. 
Everyone who is anyone in Winchester was 
there. The scene on the street in front of the 
old house had a carnival atmosphere. 

People were going around and socializing, 
meeting their neighbors and having a great 
time. No tears were in evidence. 

One member of the legion board could be 
heard saying the fire “was the hand of God” 
because now the legion’s fate was taken out of 
their hands. 

Reference was to the legion’s recent dif¬ 
ficulties with its neighbors over nuisances 
from its patrons. The legion didn’t really 
know what to do about its difficulties. 
Membership is small, interest lacking and 
there has been a campaign to get them out of 
there. 

“It’s been taken out of our hands,’’ was 
what one board member said. The legion’s 
exit is probably not far off.

The other fire was less tragic. This was at 
the town incinerator on Monday afternoon. 
Judge Arthur Sherman of the Cambridge 
District Court was there, as were Winchester 
and Cambridge police officials. 

The occasion was the burning of 300 
pounds of marijuana seized by the police a 
couple of months ago in Cambridge when it 
was being transferred from a Volkswagen. 

Incinerator foreman Andy Connolly says 
the reason the Cambridge law enforcement 
people came to town was because the 
Somerville incinerator, where they usually go 
for these things, was closed down. 

The FBI with pills and treasury agents 
have burned things in the past, he said. When 
the Cambridge police first called. Andy 
thought it was all a practical joke. He found 
out otherwise. 

Under the watchful eyes of Judge Sherman 
Andy’s crew burned the 300 pounds. “No one 
got high,” he reports. “I kept my eye on 
them.’’ The only evidence the stuff was 
burning was a “sweet smell” and black 
smoke coming from the chimney.

The Charter Commission is heading for a 
showdown over the pivitol point of all its 
recommendations: a town manager. 

On this hinges much of the charter’s other 
recommendations. I don’t think this should be 
so, though. I haven’t made up my mind 
whether Winchester needs a town manager or 
not. 

I’m going to let the Charter Commission 
deliberate first. But if the commission 
decides we don’t need a manager the rest of 
its work—consolidation, elimination of many 
boards, streamlining town meeting— are 
very important.

The move for a Stop & Shop on Swanton 
street “is still alive,” reports Jimmy Cullen, 
who owns the land. 

Stop & Shop, he says, has the land under an 
option to buy. Involved are 20 acres—eight 
zoned residential and the remainder light 
industrial. 


One mother told the School Committee 
Monday night that she thinks they should do 
something about the distribution of the sexes 
in the Ambrose School kindergarten. She said 
there were 21 boys and nine girls. 

One can only wonder what that mother 
wants the committee to do—begin busing of 
kindergarten children to acheive sexual 
balance? God help us! (Actual number of 
bpys is 19 and girls 10, reports the School 
Department.) 


Richard Pharo of the School Committee 
is to be commended for voting against an 
additional expenditure of $11,000 to hire 
another teacher at Lincoln School. 

The School Department prevailed in 
convincing the other members of the com¬ 
mittee that it’s too late in the year to transfer 
a teacher to Lincoln to relieve overcrowding. 

The children have already become ac¬ 
customed to their teachers, was the gist of 
their reasoning. 

But as one who has taught in elementery 
schools, I can say that children and teachers 
can adjust readily to new situations. And we 
are only four weeks into the year—still the 
beginning. If they can’t adjust to a new 
situation now maybe they are maladjusted to 
begin with and shouldn't be in the system.

The committee Monday was discussing the 
adult education program which is soon to 
begin. “I don't envy Mr. Porter’s investment 
seminar,” commented chairman Stephen 
Parkhurst about one of the courses. 

Replied director James Perry: “Last year 
we only had three (enrolled). This year we 
probably won’t have any.”

Neighbors Not 
All Opposed To 
His Condominiums 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

I would like to set the record straight in 
regard to last week’s account of the Manor 
Village meeting with the group of neighbors. 

To begin with it was stated that a meeting 
was held at the Vinson-Owen School with the 
residents and they heard the proposal. This 
was untrue. 

The so-called meeting took place at Dr. 
Abate's home with only a hand-picked group 
of less than 10. In fact an organized effort had 
been made to make sure that all the residents 
concerned not get a briefing. 

Over 40 had been invited to my home for 
food and a first-hand look at the proposal so 
that they could ask any questions and discuss 
anything concerning ut. 

Only two came. Another two had the good 
manners to say they would not be able to 
come. 

They were advised not to go because it 
would encourage the construction of 
“apartments.” 

If most of the invited abutters had taken 
advantage of my early offer to disciss and 
see Manor Village I would have respected 
their decision and not spent the time and 
large sums of money to pursue the proposal 
further. 

Dr. Abate stated the residents of the area 
were unanimous in their opposition. This is 
also untrue. 

One recent purchaser of a home on 
Amberwood drive refused to sign the petition 
knowing that Manor Village was proposed but 
confident their property values would not 
suffer nor would they have the “over¬ 
whelming traffic” described by the unin¬ 
formed opposition group. 

This couple had lived in areas where town 
house condominiums were common and taxes 
much lower and felt they offered a needed 
form of housing to many older families and 
widows, etc. 

Another couple deplored the tactics of the 
petitioners who put the petition in front of 
them and told them to “sign this or you will 
have apartments,” etc. 

Several of the signers had previously 
voiced approval of the plan. One told me that 
her mother may be interested in buying in 
Manor Village. Some apologized to me for 
signing, saying they feared they would be 
ostracized by their neighbors if they did not 
sign. 


Also, many people, even some abutters, 
showed interest in buying homes in Manor 
Village. The tactics of telling each that 
everyone else signed was responsible for 
many signatures. 

Many surveys prove that 36 single homes 
with wide through streets would create far 
more traffic than two-bedroom town houses 
where many are one-car families, as opposed 
to single homes of two or more cars, making 
far more trips. 

School age families require many more 
errands and tradesmen than do the type of 
owners of condominium town houses. 

I regret that the many Winchester 
residents who deserve this option in housing 
will be denied the opportunity to enjoy all the 
open space and home-like atmosphere that 
Manor Village would provide and the tax¬ 
payers will again lose out on a chance to 
broaden the tax base due to the selfishness 
and short-sightedness of a few uninformed 
residents. 

Most of these residents moved into Win¬ 
chester only a year or two ago to take ad¬ 
vantage of the schools, playgrounds and other 
assets that these older Winchester families 
provided for them. 

The irony is that large single homes that 
will be built in place of Manor Village make 
room for even more large out-of-town 
families to move in. Their benefactors are 
forced out of town because they lack housing 
that suits their present needs.

Common Cause: 
Citizen Lobby 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

Thank you for your cooperation with the 
Common Cause telephone a alert system. 
Below is some information for interested 
readers. 

What is Common Cause? 

Common Cause (CC) is a national citizens 
lobby. It is political but not partisan; it never 
endorses political parties or candidates. Its 
members are mostly Republican, Democrat 
or independent. National issues have first 
priority. In many states there is active in¬ 
volvement in state government by CC 
members. 

It is an attempt by the citizen to regain 
command of the vast and invisible 
bureaucratic processes that dominate his-her 
life. 

How does it work? A citizen joins by 
mailing a $15 check to CC. He receives 


mailings which range in content from a 
request that he submit his own list of critical 
issues, slates of CC officers for him to vote, 
reform proposals to CC’s stand on issues and 
what, where, when and to whom to write. 

Government can be made responsive to 
the people by petitioning our elected 
representatives. 

CC has 300,000 members, a $5 million 
annual budget and a telephone alert system 
(among others). Each community has a 
coordinator who urges each member to ex¬ 
press support for or opposition to, as the case 
may be, a critical piece of legislation, and 
supplies the name and address of the ap¬ 
propriate congressman. 

Has it worked? An historic lawsuit brought 
by CC forced disclosure of campaign con¬ 
tributions to CRP 

The House denied funds for military action 
in Indochina (later vetoed). House committee 
meetings must be public except by an open, 
recorded vote of the majority. 

Reform of House seniority system. 

Stopping the SST program. 

Spearheaded the vote for 18 -year-olds. 

Tapping (in 1975) the $800 million highway 
trust fund by local governments for rail 
transit. 

The founder of CC is John Gardner, 
president of Carnegie Foundation, secretary 
of Health Education. Welfare; chairman of 
Urban Coalition, and sole raiser of one 
quarter million dollars from only 10 or 15 
people who gave on faith in John Gardner 
alone. 

Mr. Gardner expressed hope for “...a 
society in which individuals ... have some 
importance as individuals ... (an ) open ac¬ 
cessible accountable government, responsive 
government...” 

The business of the United States govern¬ 
ment is our business. The Winchester Star has 
agreed to cooqerate with the telephone alert 
system by printing, critical CC alert releases.

Mrs. Fallon called CSA an education lobby 
which serves as a source for solving problems 
while stimulating and directing community 
interest. The success of an issue of any 
particulatr school district depends on 
imaginative leadership, she said. 

The School Department and the School 
Committee need and seek parental advice in 
assessing requirements, she said. The School 
Department needs parents as volunteers and 
as public relations agents in carrying out 
communications with the community at 
large, she said, adding the communicative 
link is particularly vital in areas of explaining 
operating budgets and other similar 
proposals. . 

Mrs. Fallon talked about an attitude 
survey now' in process of preparation which 
can be a barometer of public opinion on key 
issues. 

The survey must he a largely volunteer 
effort and done at the least possible cost and 
will consist of 10 areas of concentration, she 
said. Most importantly, it will seek out the 
main philosophy and objectives of public 
education, said Mrs. Fallon.

The military training began early in the 
morning. The men were usually accompanied 
by wives, children, relative s and friends. 

It was a festive occasion, and w’hile the 
men drilled on the village green, the visitors 
and friends prepared food. Gingerbread was 
an indispensable ingredient. 

Samples of colonial foods like clam 
chowder, eornbread, gingerbread and apple 
dishes will be available when minutemen and 
militia companies in Middlesex County along 
with representatives from companies in 
Connecticut. Rhode Island and Maine 
recreate a traditional muster. Sunday, Oct. 
13. 

The location of the Thunderbridge Muster 
is the Foss Farm on Rte. 225 on the Bedford- 
Carlisle line. Musket drills, colonial crafts 
and foods, fif and drum music and cannon 
firing are on the day-long schedule of ac¬ 
tivities. 

This particular recipe was served at early 
musters in Deerfield, and has been adapted 
for modern kitchens.

1 cup sugar 
1 cup flour 
1 teaspoon soda 
1 teaspoon salt 
l teaspoon ginger 

1 teaspoon nutmeg (optional) 

2 teaspoons cinnamon 

In mixing bowl melt shortening in hot 
water. Stir in molasses and sugar. Sift 
together flour, soda, salt, ginger, nutmeg and 
cinnamon. Mix them, a little at a time, into 
the batter. Then add enough additional sifted 
flour (about five cups) to make a stiff dough. 

Roll dough 1-2 inch thick on a floured 
board.

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Town’s Water System Is 100 Years Old

Winchester’s water was turned on 100 
years ago this month. 

According to William Conlon, superin¬ 
tendent of the Water & Sewer Board, this 
service has continued uninterrupted since 
that time. 

The principal water supply of Winchester 
is in the Middlesex Fells, near the Stoneham 
and Medford lines. This water is used by all 
residents except those living west of Cam¬ 
bridge street. 

The Winchester Water Works was begun 
an Sept. 20,1874. That year, under Chapter 277 
of the Acts of 1873, the town was authorized to 
take water from the Middlesex Fells area 
provided that some of the water tributary to 
Spot Pond “shall be diverted from said 
pond." 

Winchester’s population then was about 
3,000. Now, according to Mrs. Janet Manzie, 
water registrar, there are 23,095 residents 
with an average daily water use of 88.5 
gallons per person. 

Mrs. Manzie says the total average daily 
use of water in Winchester ranges from two to 
four million gallons a day. High months are 
July and August. 

This past Aug. 15, water use was at its all 
time high — 6,390,100 gallons. This was due to 
unusually hot weather, Mrs. Manzie recalls. 

There are approximately 87 miles of street 
mains close to water customers and about B42 
fire hydrants. 

Winchester has three reservoirs — the 
North, Middle and South. 


6 Watergate’

A “Watergate” meter has been developed 
by a Winchester man and has been accepted 
by the U. S. Patent Office. 

Ralph R. Marchesi, 61-year resident of 
Winchester and proprietor of the Winchester 
Bowladrome, has invented a tamper-proof 
water meter which he believes one day will be 
mandatory “for the survival and equity of the 
American people.” 

Marchesi explains that pilferage of water 
has always been a problem with 
municipalities around the nation. In Boston, 
he says, there are reports of 49 percent 
pilferage and spillage. 

Marchesi claims the problem of pilferage 
can be solved because the shut-off valve is an 
integral part of his meter. 

He explains three ways that people 
presently pilfer water by tampering with 
meters currently used. 

First, he says, a person con break the seal 
and run the meter back. 

A second way to steal water is to remove 
the jumper or by-pass connection on the 
meter. If this were not happening in towns 
and cities, one-third more revenue would be 
materialized, says Marchesi. 

A third method to pilfer water is to reverse 
the meter so it will register backwurds. 

According to Marchesi, the theft of water 
results in honest customers paying more per 
gallon for water and in a higher rate of usage 
of water throughout the community. 

The honest customer must pay more for 


Reservoirs were created by the con¬ 
struction of dams so that certain basins could 
be used for the collection and storage of 
water. 

Land, 100 years ago, was cleared of trees, 
stumps and underbrush and a suitable sur¬ 
face for the floor of the reservoirs was 
prepared. Water began to fill the North 
Reservoir on Dec. 5, 1873. 

The reservoirs were built over a period of 
time, from 1873 to 1891. During much of that 
time work was at a standstill because of in¬ 
sufficient funds and a reluctance of the 
townspeople to provide money to go ahead 
with the necessary work. 

At an historic meeting in 1896, and a vote of 
193 to 14, the work at South Dam was com¬ 
pleted. 

The area of the watershed is about 812 
acres of which 614 acres is land surface and 
the balance of 198 acres is the area of the 
reservoirs when full. 

When full the reservoirs contain 
993,600,000 gallons of water. 

The Middle reservoir, highest in elevation, 
is used only for storage and water can be 
drawn from it into either the North or South 
reservoirs. 

They are so located that pumping is 
necessary for a limited part of the town, the 
larger part being supplied by gravity. 

There are holding tanks for the North and 
South reservoirs. The North tank, at Hillcrest 
parkway, was built in 1898 and holds 376,000 
gallons. 

The South tank, originally built in 1929 and 


his water, says Marchesi, because he is also 
paying for a proportionate share of the 
dishonest customer’s water. 

He describes a dishonest water customer 
as one who might have a swimming pool. He 
might refill his swimming pool four or five 
times during a season instead of chemically 
treating the water in the pool and keeping it in 
the pool for a full season. 

Other dishonest consumers are those who 
may have large lawns and want to water such 
lawns more often. They may tamper with 
their meters, increase water usage, and 
detrimentally add to water prices throughout 
the country, yet not pay extra themselves. 

Also, claims Marchesi, with higher water 
prices caused by thefts, there is a greater 
economic incentive for previously honest 
customers to turn dishonest and also begin to 
steal water. 

He points to the fact that many com¬ 
munities and areas of the country are facing a 
continuing shortage of water. Because of 
existing shortages and shortages wiich may 
come about, Marchesi says he is concerned 
about the future. 

“Water is a precious commodity. It is our 
survival,” he says. 

Looking around the state of 
Massachusetts, Marchesi says the shortage of 
water is reaching dire proportions. He held up 
newsclippings of a Boston paper reporting the 
“demand for water in Massachusetts will 
exceed the yield of present water systems by 
1975 which does not allow a sufficient amount 
of time to adequately expand the present 
water supplies. 


later moved and rebuilt in 1934, holds 380,000 
gallons. It is located off South Border road. 

Mrs. Manzie says the ttfnks “keep the 
water pressure up.” 

In 1918, when fuel was increasing in price 
and becoming scarce, the Water and Sewer 
Board authorized the cutting of trees bor¬ 
dering the reservoirs by the citizens for use as

fuel. This cleared land was replanted with 
pine trees. As they increased in size, they 
acted as a barrier to keep the leaves of the 
hardwood trees from blowing into the 
reservoirs. 

An advantage of pine trees over hardwood 
is that the evaporation of water fromthe 
ground is retarded by the thicker coverage of 
the pine trees. This plantation of trees has 
now grown to a size that adds greatly to the 
attractiveness of the forest-covered banks of 
the three ponds, Water and Sewer personnel 
say. 

Fishing is not permitted in the reservoirs. 
Periodically the State Dept, of Con- 
servationsis requested to remove fish. These 
are placed in nearby ponds where fishing is 
permitted. 

Conlon and Mrs. Manzie speak of an an¬ 
nual opening of the reservoir area to give 
citizens an opportunity to see their water 


Reading from the newspapers, Marchesi 
said, “Per capita water use in fully supplied 
communities is up this year from five to 11 
gallons a day on monthly averages.” 

He said, “A continuation of this trend 
means that by 1990 today’s per capita con¬ 
sumption of 160 gallons per day will be up to 
190 gallons per day.” 

Besides survival and water conservation, 
Marchesi says he began developing his meter 
because “I’m a dreamer. I like equality. I 
don’t like lies.” 

He said he began drawing up plans for his 
meter soon after an incident which became a 
dispute between himself and the Winchester 
Water-Sewer Board. 

Without getting into details, Marchesi said 
it all started with his getting an estimated bill 
for property he owns on Main street. 

During the dispute, Marchesi said he 
asked to see Water-Sewer board records, 
which he says are open to the public. At that 
time, he said, he discovered figures which 
indicated to him there are inequities in 
Winchester’s water bills. 

On one occasion, he said he spoke with 
Water-Sewer board members and was told 
that Winchester has 0 percent pilferage. 

WHY WATERGATE? 

Marchesi says he chose the name 
Watergate because it fits the situation. The 
Watergate is an example of the power 
structure’s “tampering and cheating the 
ordinary citizen.” He likened the Watergate 
of Washington to the use of water and meters 
in municipalities.

The Watergate meter gauge is visible 
through a small and unbreakable window 
made of Herculean or Plexiglas. The window 
cannot be removed and the gauge reading 
changed. 

Another advantage of his meter, says 
Marchesi, is that installation of a meter in a 
newlyconstructed establishment would not 
cost more than a prior plumbing 
arrangement, and in fact, may cost less. 

Also, the concept of Marchesi’s invention 
can be implemented on existing water meters 
by welding the internal shut-off valve to the 
water meter itself. In this case the cost would 
only be for four rivets around the glass dome. 

Tampering with the Watergate meter 
would flood a cellar, says Marchesi. 

MARKETING 

On legal advice, Marchesi is currently 
holding up on selling his invention to a meter 
company though his meter concept is 
favorably received. 

The American Meter Company of 
Philadelphia, Pa., said: “The invention 
appears to be one answer to the water theft 
problem.” 

Hersey Products Inc. of Dedham said: 
"We found the subject most interesting and 
appreciate the opportunity to consider 
taking, a license on the concept. After a 
caf«uVteview with our marketing people, we 
have concluded that the concept does reduce 
the options for tampering with a water meter, 
but in our opinion, would not receive wide 
acceptance by the water utilities.” 

Marchesi says he is anxious to get his

EDITOR’S NOTE: The Star talked with 
Water-Sewer Board chairman Parker N. 
Blanchard about pilferage in Winchester. 

Blanchard indicated there might be some, 
but said, “We have no concrete evidence” 
that pilferage is taking place. 

He said the system is such that when a 
person gets a swimming pool he must also 
obtain a permit. When this is done, "We 
watch the water bills.” 

Blanchard said the present procedure is 
that all meters are read twice a year. Only 
one of the two readings may be an estimate. 
In other words, each meter is visually 
checked at- least once each year, at which 
time it can be noted if a seal is broken. 

Blanchard said, “We take precautions to 
protect against loss of water We feel our 
system is pretty foolproof. We feel pretty 
comfortable that we’are not losing a lot of 
water. If anyone knows about anyone who is 
getting free water, we’d like to know about 
it.” 


about water supplies and conservation. 

Parker N. Blanchard, chairman of the 
Water and Sewer Board, says, for the present, 
Winchester need not worry about its supply. 
“Barring any emergency or extended 
drought, he says, the town’s water supply is 
adequate.” 

The major thrust of the Water and Sewer 
department has been maintenance. Conlon 
describes a 10-year program begun in 1963 for 
clearing and lining water mains. This,was 
accomplished last year and has “increased 
the quality and flow” of water to townspeople, 
he says. 

Conlon, who says this work is guaranteed 
for 75 years, hopes thjey can get to work on 50 
miles of pipe yet needing work. 

Conlon points to the first Water and Sewer 
Board as a plus for the town. “They had great 
foresight,” he says. 

“The town has one of the best systems,” he 
says, describing it as “complex and unique.” 
He says the Winchester system has its own 
reservoirs backed up by MDC, allowing 
Winchester to take water as it needs it. 

Mrs. Manzie points out that in the 100 
years that the Water and Sewer Board has 
existed, there have been only four superin¬ 
tendents. 

William T. Dotten was the first superin¬ 
tendent. He served from 1875 to 1925. His son, 
Henry Dotten, took over from 1925 to 1948. 

James D. Hallwartz was superintendent 
from 1948 to 1962. William Conlon, who joined 
the department in 1956 as assistant 
superintendent, became superintendent in 
1962. 

Besides Blanchard, the present board 
includes retired plumber Harry Chefalo who 
is serving his second term; and Ernest A. 
Phillips Jr. who joined the board in 1967. He is 
in the steel business as is Blanchard who 
joined the board in 1966. 

The Water and Sewer Board has 25 em¬ 
ployees. 

Mrs. Manzie has been with the department 
for 21 years. She has been water registrar 
since 1963. Previously she was librarian for 
the town.

Judge Cullen Rules Movies Obscene 


Judge Francis P. Cullen of Winchester has 
found two movies obscene, the first court case 
under the state’s new obscenity law. 

Judge Cullen made his decision recently 
in Woburn District Court. Three defendants 
were fined a total of $30,500 and given prison 
terms. 

The finding was made after viewing the 
two films in open court for 2Ms hours. The 
films were taken from the Stoneham Theatre. 

The sentences and fines are being ap¬ 
pealed. 

Defendants in the case were the Three 
Way Theatre Corp., Charles Johnson, 31, of 48 
Middle st., South Boston; Saverio Gullarelli, 
54, of 2Saville st., West Roxbury; and Shirley 
Bourgeois, 27, of 35 Regent st., Cambridge. 

Cullen sentenced Johnson and Gallarelli to 
prison terms at Concord and fined each 
$10,000. He ordered a suspended sentence and 
a $500 fine for Miss Bourgeois. The cor¬ 


poration was also fined $10,000. 

The sentencing came at the conclusion of a 
trial which started when the films were taken 
in a raid July 2, four days after Gov. Francis' 
W. Sargent signed the new obscenity law. 

Motions by defense attorney Ernest 
Coutlis for dismissal and supression of 
evidence were denied by Judge Cullen. 

In compliance with the new statute, Cullen 
ordered the films shown in open court. They 
were shown in their entirety. 

Atty. Coutlis argued later that the films, 
“Deep Throat” and “Behind the Green 
Door," had serious artistic value. 

He commented on the color photography 
und the “excellent music by top notch 
musicians.” 

He also argued that a jury in Connecticut 
two weeks ago ruled “Deep Throat” was not 
an obscene film. 

Sgt. Edward Pina to of the Stoneham 


Police, who prosecuted the case, reminded 
Cullen and the attorney that the U.S. Supreme 
Court struck down the Massachusetts ob¬ 
scenity laws bade in April and the new one is 
not the same as the law in Connecticut. 

Atty. Coutlis in his motions to dismiss 
charged that the search warrant that made it 
possible to take the films was invalid as it was 
issued by an assistant clerk of courts rather 
than a judge as required by law. 

Cullen, studying the statute in question, 
ruled that the clerk of courts and his assistant 
did have the authority to issue search 
warrants. He denied that motion. 

“Sex is not obscene,” the attorney told the 
court. But Judge Cullen ordered the guilty 
findings on ull counts and then imposed the 
heavy sentences. 

An appeul was immediately entered and 
the case is now on its way to the Superior 
Court.

Chairman Defends 
Charter Commission 


EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

Mr. Ryerson’s letters to the editor have 
said more about Mr. Ryerson than the 
Charter Commission has been able to learn 
from his participation (or lack of it) at our 
meetings. (minutes are available for at¬ 
tendance records). 

He accuses 80 percent of the commission of 
being “radical.” The record will show that he 
proposed what I felt to be a “radical” and 
“drastic” change — to eliminate the town 
meeting and create in its place a 15-member 
council (like Woburn or Somerville). 

The commission has voted to retain the 
town meeting. In two public hearings and 
almost 30 weekly meetings no one has seen fit 
to recommend such a “radical” departure 
from tradition. 

Another proposal he made was to pay the 
Board of Selectmen. Neither the board nor 
any others have recommended increasing the 
cost of government in this manner. 

The commission, while recognizing this to 
be a “new concept” for Winchester, did make 
provision to allow compensation of officers by 
nuture town meeting action. (This provision 
does not require compensation, but will not 
prohibit it if a future town meezing deems it 
advisable.) 

While proposing such changes as above, he 
would have you believe that the Charter 
Commission is “80 percent radical.” 

In his most recent letter he vents his 
personal animosity toward certain members 
of the commission and each can speak for 
himself—as Mr. Carroll has done and I am so 
doing. 

His reference to my employment indicates 
to me his ignorance or lack of knowledge of 
governmental structure. As a town meeting 
member the commissioner should know that 
the Winchester Housing Authority was 
created under the provisions of Ch. 121B as a 
state agency operating in and for the Town of 
Winchester but funded and regulated by the 
Commonwealth. 

Had he been present at that meeting he 
would have heard of the legal requirement of 
the above chapter and the reasoning (based 
on legal opinion) for the decision made. I am 
not, nor have I ever been, an employee of the 
Town of Winchester (either full or part-time). 

Cmsr. Saraco is director of public health 
for the town, appointed by the Board of 
Health. The record will show Mr. Saraco has 
stated that he has no strong feeling whether 
the Board of Health be elected or appointed. 

I too, a commissioner, have been actively 
involved in the town and have known Mr. 
Saraco since childhood to be open, frank and 
honest. 

The Board of Health recognizes his 
qualifications and abilities. He has been 
honored and recognized not only by his 
colleagues but by the state Department of 
Public Health. It ill-behooves anyone to doubt 
this man’s integrity. 


He has singled out yet another member of 
the commission, Mr. Jason Dade, and implied 
his motives are suspect on certain positions; 
it is true that Mr. Dade’s father headed one of 
Winchester’s largest industries and, in his 
long career, served the town in many 
capacities both elective and appointive. 

Mr. Dade is not a public employee (he is 
comptroller at The Winchester Star). He too, 
however, has served the town in elective and 
appointive positions. 

What point is Mr. Ryerson trying to make? 
He was an employee of The Winchester Star; 
he presently is an employee of the Town of 
Winchester (paft-time) and he currently 
holds two other elected offices (subject to 
change by the charter). 

Is he concerned about the involvement of 
ourselves and our fathers or what? 

It has been a pleasure to work with the 
other seven members of the commission, an 
honor to be elected their chairman and a 
personal satisfaction to be able to serve the 
town in what should be recognized as an 
unenviable task. 

The current situation brings to mind the 
oft quoted “if you can keep your head, while 
those around you are losing theirs and 
blaming it on you.” For my part this diver¬ 
sion will not hinder our efforts. 

I think I can speak for the commission 
when I say we will continue to fulfill the duties 
to which we were elected. We will recommend 
a charter for adoption by the town. It will not 
be my charter nor any one member’s charter 
(the name of this game is compromise). It 
will be the documented and justified 
recommendation of the Charter Commission. 

Our charge is much too important to waste 
time mollifying and pampering, as a 
recalcitrant child, a supposed adult, unwilling 
to participate in the democratic process.

The handgun—ban it or control it? 

Those opposing points of view were 
strongly debated last week during an open 
meeting sponsored by the League of Women 
Voters at Muraco School. 

The Massachusetts League of Women 
Voters adopted a statewide handgun study at 
its annual convention last spring in order to 
reach a consensus on what type of legislation 
to support relating to handgun control. 

Middlesex County Sherrif John Buckley 
has been making plans to spearhead a 
petition drive this year or next for a ban on 
the sale, possession and ownership of han¬ 
dguns in Massachusetts. 

If the petition drive is undertaken, he 
needs 56,038 signatures for his proposal to 
appear on the 1976 state ballot. 

JH Daingerfield Perry, president of the 
Boston JayCees and deputy director of the 
Massachusetts Council on Crime and 
Correction, a non-profit civic organization, 
presented his arguments for banning the 
handgun from private ownership. 

Bruce Wedlock, director of the I^owell 
Institute at MIT and a member of the Cun 
Owners Action League (GOAL), argued from 
the view of the sportsman and competitor who 
follow gun control laws. 

lisin the Handgun 

In Perry’s view, Massachusetts could be a 
leader nationally as the first state to ban 
handguns, just as the state led in the no-fault 
insurance. 

Advocates of banning private handgun 
ownership feel a national law would be ideal, 
though one state like Massachusetts could 
lead the way. 

“The rampant availability of hundguns 
equates to loss of lives,” stated Perry. “We 
need strong laws against guns that do nothing 
but kill.” 

Claiming that Americans do not have a 
high regard for the lives of their fellow 
Americans, Perry cited “carnage on the 
highway,” now near 55,000 deaths annually, 
and apathy to street crime. 

He added private handgun ownership to 
his list. Among the 210 million privately 
owned firearms in the U.S., 40 million are 
handguns. 

“No one knows how many there really 
are," he said. “Most states have no laws for 
licensing, buying and selling.” 

Massachusetts is among eight states 


requiring a permit to buy handguns. Only 
licensed deaalers may sell them. The state is 
among 29 that requires a permit to carry a 
handgun. 

Although he called the laws “stringent,” 
Perry presented the view that laws do not 
control illegal use of handguns. 

There are about 150,000 licensed handgun 
owners in the state, according to both 
speakers, and both agreed that legal guns are 
not involved in homicides and rarely in ac¬ 
cidents. 

Winchester Police Sgt. Angelo Amico told 
the audience that 5,000 Winchester residents 
have a firearms identification card allowing 
them to own guns. Another 300 have a license 
to carry a gun. 

The license to carry is difficult to obtain, 
said Amico It requires fingerprinting, an 
interview with the police chief and a back 
ground check on felony convictions, health, 
drug abuse and related matters. 

In his arguments for a complete ban on 
handguns outside of police and military use, 
Perry pointed out statistics that mususe of 
guns cause accidents in the home and the 
criminal has always been able to obtain guns. 
A homeowner is far more likely to kill a 
relative or friend than to stop a burglar, he 
said. 

The U. S. leads the world in both rates of 
accidental deaths and homicides by firearms 
of all kinds, said Perry. Countries like Britain 
and Japun which either rigidly control or ban 
handguns have very low ratios among 
western countries, the speaker said. 

Eight of the nine presidential 
assassinations or attempts involved ban 
dguns, aid Perry. 

The U. S. constitution does not guarantee 
the right of private citizens to bear arms, said 
Perry. Four different decisions of the 
Supreme Court have upheld this view which 
allows militias such as the national guard to 
bear arms. 

Controls, Not Buns 

Wedlock told the audience that the new 
Bartley-Fox amendment to the state’s gun 
laws which goes into effect Jan. 1. will require 
a mandatory one-year jail sentence for 
anyone caught without proper firearms 
identification or permits. 

As a member of GOAL, he helped draft 
legislation which in his view will remove the 
discretion judges had in sentencing for this

offense. The law will also strengthen efforts 
against the large number of illegal guns in the 
country, he said. 

He told the audience that sportsmen and 
shooters are concerned with safety and lives. 
Ix?gal gun owners follow the laws which in 
Massachusetts require a great deal of 
paperwork to buy, sell, import carry and use 
guns legally. 

“There have been no injuries or fatalities 
in organized shooting events in this country,” 
Wedlock said. Further bans on handguns will 
deprive sportsmen of their guns and make no 
impact on the illegal manufacturing and 
distribution of guns, he added. 

He used a comparison with the recent auto 
fatality rate of 55,000 deaths to deaths by 
firearms 2,400 for the same period last year. 
One consumer group listed bicycles as ac¬ 
counting for 860,000 injuries and guns for all 
types accounting for 98,000. 

In the area of gun supply. Wedlock said 
most legal U.S. guns are made in the Con¬ 
necticut Valley. A spokesman for Smith & 
Wesson told him that the legal industry ex¬ 
pects to make two million guns this year for 
the first time. Ten per cent reach civilians 
with the majority going to police, security and 
military sales, he said. 


“Where do the guns that kill come from?’’ 
he asked. He answered: illegal guns 
manufactured in southern states, guns im¬ 
ported in pieces through a legal loophole in 
the 196tt federal firearms control law and 
robbery or theft. 

In answer to gun control advocates who 
ask that sportsman keep weapons at shooting 
ranges or police stations, he countered with 
the facts that thieves can break into the 
weapons vaults of national guard armories; 
so a shooting range wouldn’t present much of 
a problem. 

He stated that of the 400,000 licensed gun 
owners and 150,000 licensed gun carriers in 
the state, no homicide has been committed in 
years. Homicides are primarily committed 
with illegal guns, he asserted. 

He urged that sportsmen be allowed to own 
and use handguns under suitable controls, not 
ban. Although not recognized as a popular 
spectator sport in this country, competitive 
shooting is second to track in number of 
countries and competitors in the Olympics. 

"We need education; guns can be safe,” he 
said. Wedlock noted the large attendance at 
gun education classes run by local and 
national groups. 


Guimond Found Guilty In Plaza Bank Robbery 


A 33-year-old Pepperell man formerly of 
Winchester, was found guilty on a variety of 
charges in Middlesex Superior Court In 
connection with the August 1973 bank robbery 
and shoot-out with local police at the 
Suburban Notional Bank, West Woburn. 

Two others, Richard Cepalonis of Wor¬ 
cester and Frank Lovell of West Boylston, are 
in federal custody and scheduled to go on trail 
for the bank hold-up next week in the LI. S. 
District Court, Boston. 

Their Superior Court uppearance must 
await the outcome of federal charges. 

Capt. Kenneth II. Murphy, who testified 
last Thursday at Guimond’s hearing, said the 
charges included armed robbery, possession 
of a machine gun, assualt with intent to 
murder, assault and battery with a dangerous 
weapon (a machine gun), lorcenh over $100, 
stolen motor vehicle, and confining and 
putting in fear for the purpose of stealing. 

Murphy said two of the charges carry a 
maximum life sentence in state prison. 

Guimond is still in custody pending sen¬ 
tencing. He is awaiting trial on another 
charge of violation of parole. 

The Suburban Bank was held up in August 
of 1973. Three men participated and fired 
several shots into the ceiling of the bank in¬ 
terior. 


A wild, bullet-riddled chase followed 
through the streets of Winchester. The 
suspects made good their escape. 

In the process a bullet passed through the 
window of a car operated by a Ann 
Maselunas, 60, of Winchester. 

Her car went off the road and she required 
hospital treatment, although she was not 
struck by the bullet. 


The charge against Guimond of assualt 
with intent to murder Mrs. Muselunas was 
dismissed by Judge Moynihan at the hearing 

Participating in the probe in addition to 
Woburn police were state police, members of 
the staff of II. S. Atty. James N. Gabriel, and 
members of the staff of District Attorney 
John J. Droney. 

Police said that about $17,000 was taken in 
the hold-up. None of the money has been 


recovered. 

Two of the three were arrested in a New 
York motel by federal agents on machine gun 
charges and were later charged with the bank 
hold-up. 

Guimond was taken into custody by 
Woburn police after he was arrested in 
Malden on drug charges shortly after the 
hold-up.

“Does the second amendment of the U.S. 
Constitution mean that all people may keep 
firearms or only militias?" asked a caller. 

The phrase in question reads, “A well 
regulated militia, being necessary to the 
security of a free state, the fight of the people 
to keep and bear arms shall not be infringed." 

The U.S. Supreme Court has consistently 
interpreted this amendment as referring only 
to the people’s collective right to maintain a 
militia. In U.S. vs. Adams (1935) the court 
said the right to bear arms referred only to 
the militia as a force to protect the 
sovereignty of the state governments and “to 
the collective body and not individual rights." 
In 1942 the court further said that the “second 
amendment was not adopted with individual 
rights in mind.” 

ELDERLY TAXES 

“Is there property tax relief for elderly 
people in Massachusetts if needed?" asked a 
caller. 

The caller was told that there was help if 
certain conditions were met. 

If you are 70 years of age and have lived in 
Massachusetts for at least 10 years and owned 
property for any five of those years you may 
be eligible. If you are single and have gross 
receipts of less than $6000 a year and a total 
worth of $40,000 (assessed valuation of house 
plus bank account) or if you are married with 
combined receipts less than $7,000 and a total 
worth of $45,000, you may file for an exemp¬ 
tion with your board of assessors before Dec. 
15 of each year. 

Two laws have been passed in this past 
legislative session which refer to property tax 
aid for the elderly. Chapter 347 of 1974 now 
allows you to deduct the minimum social 
security payment (about $1080 a year) from 
your income to be considered eligible. 

For those over 65, Chapter 287 of 1974 
allows for deferral of all or part of the 
property tax if the above criteria are met and 
if gross income does not exceed $20,000. If you 
think you are eligible for tax relief under 
either of these laws check with your 
assessors’ office. 


MAIDEN NAMES 

"I am to be married in a few weeks. How can 
I retain my maiden name?" asked a woman 
calling the service line. 

She was told by the volunteer that there is 
no law that requires a woman to use her 
husband’s name when she marries. 

If she wishes to retain her maiden name 
she should simply do so. But she should be 
consistent about it, not using her maiden 
name on some occasions and her husband’s 
name on others. 


Hie League of Women Voters 
maintains a voter information line. 
Persons with questions on govern¬ 
ment, legislation, elections and 
registration may telephone the toll- 
free service for answers. 


While there is no law that prevents a 
woman from using her maiden name, there is 
no law allowing it either. Since it has been the 
custom to use the husband’s name, some 
people will say use of the maiden name is 
illegal. 

A woman using her maiden name may 
have to go to court to get a restraining order if 
denied service under her own name. Attempts 
to clarify the situation through legislation 
have been unsuccessful thus far. 

If a woman wishes to change her name 
after she has used her husband’s name, she 
should go to probate court and request a legal 
name change. The cost for this service is 
minimal. 

CONVENTIONS 

Another caller wanted to know if the political 
party convention still had any role in the 
nomination of candidates. He was aware of 
the Republican convention held last -month. 

He was told by a volunteer that the 
primary is now the only official process for 
the nomination of party candidates. 

The last year official party conventions 
were held was in 1972. A law passed in 1973 
(Chap. 429) abolished the convention process. 
The convention held recently by the 
Republicans was unofficial. 

Now each candidate must gather 
signatures on nomination papers in order to 
be on the primary ballot. Previously the 
candidate endorsed by the convention did not 
have to gather signatures for nomination. 

ITALIAN COURSE 

A parent interested in having the high school 
provide a course in Italian called the league's 
information phone to ask how. 

A volunteer was pleased to tell him that an 
education bill passed in 1972 (Chapter 215) 
states that a course will be added to the 
curriculum provided the parents of 20 
students petition the school committee, that 
the enrollment is at least 20, that a teacher is 
available and that the petition is filed before 
Aug.l Once these criteria are met, the course 
will be included in the fall program. 

These questions were some of the many 
received by the information phone.

Joseph E. Capone, assistant town 
engineer, recently attended an Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency workshop as a 
representative of the town. » 

He reported in writing on the meeting to 
selectmen to help them as they prepare to 
submit two plans of action to reduce town 
employee parking by 25 percent. 

The filing date for the plan is next Monday 
and will become effective next May. 

Capone said the workshop opened with 
remarks by John A. S. McGlennon, EPA 
regional administrator, who encouraged the 
use of car pools, use of mass transportation 
and other related matters. 

Capone said that EPA will exempt certain 
parking lots from being reduced. Exempt 
request reason should be a part of the action 
plan, he said 

Capone said that employers do not have to 
physically remove excess parking areas. 
They may do whatever they choose as long as 
parking is not allowed, such as roping off an 
area, painting over existing lines or by hor¬ 
sing off certain areas. 

Capone said if EPA regulations are in

conflict with local zoning laws, EPA laws 
supercede town laws. 

He noted that EPA will be the judge if 
future parking lots havd to be reduced. In the 
future any proposed parking lot of 250 spaces 
or more will require a permit. 

Spaces reserved for employees whose cars 
are used in their official duty are considered 
"service parking,” Capone noted. 

The meeting was “very fruitful,” said 
Capone who added “there are many gray 
areas yet to be answered.” 

Capone said he has a 30-minute taped 
segment of the meeting and invited selectmen 
to listen to it.

Sheriff Candidate Says 
Incumbent Mismanaged 


Walter J. Sullivan, Democratic candidate 
for sheriff of Middlesex County, campaigned 
this week in Winchester. 

Sullivan, mayor of Cambridge, said the 
incumbent sheriff has mismanaged the house 
of correction at Billerica and the county jail in 
Fast Cambridge. 

lie said that his first priority, if he is 
elected, will be to search out and hire a 
professional administrator for the house of 
correction and the jail. 

“The master at the house of correction has 
no professional training,” Sullivan said. “The 
programs at Billerica simply are not 
working. 

“The budget of the sheriff’s office in¬ 
creased about 2« percent between 1970 and 
1973. The average cost per inmate increased 
from about $6,700 to more than $ 8 , 000 . The 
number of escapes has increased. And the 
moral of the guards has decreased. 

“That indicates to me that the incumbent 
sheriff has mismanaged the house of 
correction at Billerica and the county jail in 
Fast Cambridge.” 

Sullivan said he has three priorities to 
attend to if he is elected. 

First I am going to seek out and hire a 
professional administrator for the house of 
correction and the jail. 

“Second I am going to see to it that the 



guards and court officers have better 
training. 

“Third I am going to appoint a citizens’ 
advisory committee to meet with me and give 
ideas and opinions on how the correctional 
institutions should he run.” 


Selectmen Notes 

Following a request of Leslie and Lawson 
road residents that selectmen come up with a 
plan to reduce traffic in the area during 
school hours, safety officer John McKinley 
contacted the state Department of Public 
Works asking for a “Do Not Fnter” sign at 
Lawson road from 7 to 10 a.m. 

McKinley reports that “a private way is 
not recognized by the DPW and they will not 
authorize installation of any sign." They 
indicate however signs may be put up by 
citizens even though they lack any “real 
authority or enforcement powers.” 

McKinley also reported on parking on 
Nelson street. Following a complaint by E. L. 
Fisher of B Nelson st., McKinley suggested 
changing the restrictions of “No Parking” 
from in front of Fisher’s home, to “No 
Parking Except Weekends.”

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Committee Votes New First Grade At Lincoln 


A permanent substitute teacher will be 
hired to staff an additional first grade at 
Lincoln School to ease crowding there. 

The School Committee Monday night voted 
to spend $11,305 to hire the additional teacher 
despite objection from Committeeman 
Richard Pharo, who recommended instead 
that a teacher be transferred. 

Pharo argued that the teacher-pupil ratio 
at Ambrose School primary grades (19:1) is 
under the schoolwide ideal of 25:1 and by 
transferring a teacher and hiring a teacher 
aide $9,000 could be saved. 

Committeeperson Mary Pronski, however, 
moved that the School Department’s 
recommendation be accepted and the board 
voted 4-1 in favor of the plan. 

A group of Lincoln parents was present for 
the meeting held at Sanborn House on High 
street when Asst. Supt. Henry Perry said 
Lincoln School enrollment is 12 over 
projections. 

“Unfortunately children don’t distribute 
themselves as we would like to have them,” 
Perry said. One school (Lincoln) is 12 over 
and another (Wyman) 19 less than projec¬ 
tions. 

He suggested the transfer of two teacher 
aides from Wyman to Muraco. In addition, 
Perry suggested changing the elementery 
structure at Lincoln and adding aJ f two 
teacher half-time aide at Ambrose. 

Lincoln now has one first grade with 30 
pupils and a combined first-second grade with 
33 under the open classroom concept. He 
asked that Lincoln’s new structure be: two 
first grades of 21 and 20 pupils and two second 
grades of 22 each. 

Since elementery school enrollment is 
down 100 from last year, he suggested a 
permanent substitute be hired to staff the new 
first grade rather than a permanent ap¬ 
pointment since the numbers might continue 
down next year. 

A half-time aide would be added at the 
Ambrose kindergarten. 

The effect of Perry’s plan means the end of 
“differential staffing” at Wyman, to which 
the committee members objected strongly. 
The School Department personnel said this 
would be less disruptive than to transfer 
pupils or a teacher since the school year is 
four weeks old. 

Chairman Stephen Parkhurst said to 
redistrict now would be foolish since the 
department might have to re-redistrict next 
year. 

Supt. William C. MacDonald said the 
department will “express sorrow to the staff 
at Wyman” for the termination of the new 
program of , “differential staffing” (using 
teacher aides in the classroom). 

Parkhurst noted that the committee’s 
decision not/to “spot redistrict is going to cost 
us some rrj'oney.” 

MacDonald indicated this was preferable 
over making “yo-yos of the kids.” At present 
there are no aides at Muraco or Lincoln, 
though Lincoln has two special class aides. 

Comftiitteeman Robert Prichard called 
the practice of citing the best teacher-pupil 
ration “a numbers game” and questioned the 
educational validity of saying a particular 
classroom number is best. 

“fetter teachers might make a dif¬ 
ference,” the committeeman said. 

Asst, Supt. Perry pointed out that the 
contract with the teachers says the depart¬ 
ment will look at classroom numbers. 

“And we're looking at them,” Pritchard 
said. But, he added, the contract doesn’t 
require the department to set a particular 
classroom number. 

Asst. Supt. Walter Gleason argued that 
change now would be disruptive to teachers 
who have already “assumed their role” vis a 
vis the children. 

Committeeman Robert Frank agreed. He 
said he has a child at Ambrose School. He 
inquire^ about hiring three aides at Lincoln. 
“It’s too late to have to work it out,” 
Parkhurst said. 

Phal*o called it a “bad precedent” to 
establish a 19:1 ratio at Ambrose. 


OTHER BUSINESS 

In other business Monday, the committee 
approved appointments to a management 
study committee but rejected a bid from 
Committeeperson Pronski to staff the com¬ 
mittee With two citizens. 

“I’m not convinced because a person is a 
citizen ; he might add to the committee,” 
Pritchard said. 

The committee voted to keep the present 
starting and ending times for all the schools 
despite a countrywide return to standard time 
the end of October. 

Parkhurst detailed some expected 
problems with the school bus company if the 
schools were to begin and end 15 minutes 
earlier. 


Supt. MacDonald said the committee 
might “be opening a Pandora’s box” by 
changing the hours now, especially since the 
bus company would want higher wages for a 
longer day (due to commitments in other 
towns). 

He also noted that “people are getting 
comfortable to the new hours’’ and 
rescheduling might add confusion. Grades 7- 
12 “are quite pleased” with the new hours, 
MacDonald said, though the earlier grades 
have problems. But to change only the 
elementery grades is impossible because of 
scheduling of buses, he said. 

The committee guidelines on school busing 
will be acted on at the next meeting of the 
committee. MacDonald said under con¬ 
sideration will be: whether to adopt the state 
regulations requiring busing when a child 
lives two miles from a school or to keep the 
present Winchester lMt miles. 

Also to be established is from what point to 
what point should a child’s distance from 
school be measured. 

School personnel told the committee the 
new kindergarten bus was part of the 
negotiated bus contract. Committeeman 
Frank had been worried that the kin¬ 
dergarten bus had not gone out for bid. 

Ambrose Principal Robert Forest detailed 
a program where 97 children from his school 
will be bused to a convention of the New 
England Reading Assn, in Boston. 

The association will pay all the expenses 
involved in moving the entire classrooms to 
the convention floor, where video-tape 
machines will permit many to view the 
Winchester classrooms. 

Reading experts and textbook authors will 
meet and teach the children during the two- 
day-long event. Cost of moving is $1,300. 

The committee all were enthusiastic about 
the program. “It makes the kids feel their 
school is special —something important,” 
Committeeman Frank said. 

Adult Education Director James Perry 
met with the committee to discuss the status 
of adult education. There are 34 courses this 
year, he said. Up 10 from last year. Last year 
there were 1,300 people enrolled. 

“Adult education is a valuable extension of 
the services of the public schools,” Chairman 
Parkhurst said. Teachers get $7 an hour. 

The committee approved implementation 
of Ch. 766 as recommended in a workshop 
report by Pupil Service Director Howard 


Niblock. The much-discussed special needs 
legislation is state mandated. 

Much of the sting of its impact is taken off 
for Winchester because of this community is 
already participating in regional special 
needs programs. 

The committee voted to recommend to the 
state Board of Education its own guidelines 
on what student records should and should not 
contain and how long these records should be 
kept. 

Prepared by Committeeman Frank, the 
recommendations suggest “permanent 
records" be expanded to include more than at 
present and all other records be destroyed as 
soon as a child leaves the school system 

All records except permanent records 
would be destroyed after a year, the 
guidelines state. 

Nothing should go in the record unless it is 
reasonably related to the educational needs of 
the student; if a parent thinks an event is 
unfairly described the parent would be 
permitted to add a note. 

Frank said the committee shouldn’t get 
involed in determining “facts” in such cases. 
Under proposed regultions all but grade 
transcripts would be destroyed after five 
years. 

Frank said some objective material should 
be retained “if it has continued validity.” The 
parents or child should have the right to 
examine the records any time. 

“What we’re doing now is not very dif¬ 
ferent from the state proposal,” Frank said. 
Permanent records are now kept 60 years. 

Asst. Supt. Gleason argued with Frank 
that records also contain notes on a student’s 
cooperation and achievement and destroying 
them could hurt as much as help. 

Frank cited a “danger” in such records. 
Gleason suggested an option of destroying or 
not destroying. Others said that in such a 
situation records destroyed would have a 
negative connotation. 

Winchester’s recommendations will be 
sent to the Board of Education. 

Supt. MacDonald said he sees no problems 
with the committee adopting a student rights 
recommendation for town meeting. Following 
town meeting approval, a public hearing 
would be held. 

The committee meets next week at 7:30 
p.m. at Sanborn House. 

The attitude survey and busing regulations 
are two items on the agenda.

Psychic Phenomena 
And Body Language 


A former Winchester 
resident who now heads his 
own institute of psychology 
believes he knows the cause of 
pyschic phenomena 

“Our life energy—the stuff of 
our consciousness—is tran¬ 
sferred to people around us 
through channels suggested 
hypnotically by our body 
language.” 

So says Richard L. Amoroso, 
who started what he calls the 
Amoroso Institute of 
Psychology.He lives in Stan¬ 
ford, Calif. 

Amoroso attended Win¬ 
chester High School in the 
early 1960s. He attained a BS in 
psychology from U.Mass in 
1972 then attended Stanford 
University’s graduate school of 
psychology. 

He calls the transfer of 
energy “hypnotic moments.” 
These are “generally sub¬ 
conscious so that our culture is 
generally not aware of their 
great significance.

Fair Labor Standards Amended 


The Town of Winchester is in receipt of 
amendments to the Fair Labor Standards Act 
(FLSA) covering state and local government 
employees effective May 1 of this year. 

The law defines which hours must be 
considered hours worked and hence paid for. 

It describes conditions under which 
overtime must be paid. 

It covers records which must be kept by 
employers. 

And it specifies penalties for violation. 

According to Ralph Law, Personnel Board 
chairman, FLSA has covered millions of 
workers in private employment for over 30 
years. Until the 1974 amendment, the only 
town employees covered were those in the 
school system. 

Law said all implications for the town are 
not yet clear. In a letter to Selectman 
Chairman Vito Giarrizzo recently, he 
suggested selectmen look closely at practices 
for employees under their jurisdiction with 
particular attention to payment of overtime, 


compensatory time off and records. 

He said the FLSA amendements change 
the Age Discrimination Employment Act of 
1967 to cover federal, state and local govern¬ 
ment employees. This act prohibits 
discrimination in employment on the basis of 
age in matters of hiring, job retention, 
compensation and other terms, conditions 
and privileges of employment. 

Law noted that certain executive, ad¬ 
ministrative and professional employees are 
exempt from the overtime provisions of the 
law provided their duties, responsibilities and 
salary meet certain specific tests. 

Failure to comply with the law may result 
in fines, he said. Municipalities are also liable 
to employees affected in the amount of unpaid 
wages and or unpaid overtime compensation 
plus interest. 

Law told Giarrizzo that certain areas in 
both the town’s compensation plan and policy 
guide do not conform to the law. 

He said the Personnel Board will make 


recommendations to Town Meeting for 
compliance changes. “However, the new 
federal requirements take precedent and 
override the current language,” he said. 

MINIMUM WAGE 

Non-exempt employees of public agencies 
must be paid at least: 

$1.90 an hour beginning May 1, 1974 , 

$2.00 an hour beginning January, 1975; 

$2.20 an hour beginning January, 1976; and 

$2.30 an hour after Dec. 31, 1976. 

OVERTIME 

Except where a specific overtime pay 
exemption is provided, covered employees 
must be paid at least one and one-half times 
their regular rates of pay for all time worked 
after 40 hours in a work week. 

The regular rate includes such items as 
shift differentials and cost of living bonuses, 
and is not necessarily the same as the 
classification, basic or minimum rate.

has been answered once and 
for all. A special body language 
can be learned to give all of us 
access to psychic abilities." 

Amoroso, in a brief report on 
his work, continues: “Nor¬ 
mally the hypnotic moment, 
the phase of body language 
responsible for ESP, pulls the 
shade down on the window of 
telepathic visions —for 
example, because of sub¬ 
conscious fear of the unknown, 
guilt and reality testing. 

“All of us have hidden ESP 
We have just not known how to 
make it available to our con¬ 
scious life. Every thought we 
have comes through the 
psychic channel. But a large 
percentage avoids our mind's 
eye by the shield of our beliefs. 

“This discovery was made 
over the period of five years of 
intensive study. The first 
subtle clue came from ob¬ 
servations of paranoid 
schuzophrenia." 

In another brief report on his 
work, Amoroso wrote the 
following: 

“Body language can cure or 
cause disease. There are 
moments of hypnotic 
suggestion in our body 
language that effect the 
channeling of our life energy or 
consciousness. 

“Darting one’s eyes, or the 
pass of a hand, at the proper 
phase in the structure of body 
movements in conjunction with 
specialized thought patterns 
can act like acupuncture 
needles and cure or cause 
disease in ourselveB or those 
around us. 

“This mechanism is 
generally controlled by the 
subconscious and when 
properly executed maintains 
the balances of our health 
systems. 

“Normally s our con¬ 
sciousness or life energy is 
securely locked in channels. 
But in moments of weakness, 
lack of attention or of greater 
dominance, like that of parent 
over child, these pathways can 
be altered by moments of 
hypnotic suggestion in the body 
lrnguage.

riow much ao you know about the history 
of Winchester? Try the following quiz and 
grade yourself. Much of the information 
about the early years of our town may be 
found in the records of the Historical Society. 

1 . What river flowed through Winchester 
before the Ice Age? 

The Merrimac River flowed through the 
valley of Winchester, the Mystic Lakes and 
eventually Boston Harbor. Blocked by glacial 
drift, the river turned off at Lowell. 

2. What historic event Is represented by 
Ripley’s mural In the Public Library? 

Squaw Sachem, queen of the Pawtucket 
tribe, decimated by war and disease, sold 
land including Winchester to the early white 
settlers. 


3. What happened in 1835 to destroy the 
usefulness of the Middlesex Canal? 

The first railway train carrying 
passengers ran through our village to Lowell 
on May 27, 1835. Businessmen saw the ad¬ 
vantages of rail transportation and developed 
several mills here.

Dominic Serratore Reports 
On Building Code Seminar 


Standing in for Building Inspector William 
B. MacDonald, who is expected to be named 
zoning administrator, Dominic Serratore, 
deputy building commissioner, recently 
attended a training program on the im¬ 
plementation of the new state building code 
which will transfer state building inspectors’ 
responsibilities to local inspectors in all cities 
and towns. 

Chapter 802 of the Acts of 1972 set up a 
commission to promulgate a state building 
code that would be adopted by all cities and 
.owns, said Serratore in a memo to selectmen 
‘following the training seminar. 

As of next January, the state code will be 
in effect and will be enforced by all local 
commissioners and inspectors. 

Serratore said, "Basically the state code is 
the same as the BOCA code which had been 
adopted by most cities. The transition from 
BOCA code to the state code will not be dif¬ 
ficult for these communities," he said. 

Because Winchester has its own building 
code, the transition will be more difficult, said 
Serratore. 

"The state realises the difficulties that the 
adoption of this new code will bring and they 
will set up a continuing education program of 
instruction designed to assist all local in¬ 
spectors in executing their responsibilities," 
berrutore said. 

He noted that attendance at the sessions, 
wiU be mandatory to Insure u proper un¬ 
derstanding of the code. 

The most important point discussed at the 
recent training session, said Serratore, is 
"the transfer of duties from state building 


inspectors to local inspectors." 

He explained that presently the state 
Department of Public Safety has the 
responsibility for Inspecting and certifying 
certain buildings for occupancy. This in¬ 
cludes churches, hospitals and schools. 

As of Jan. 1 it will be the building in¬ 
spector’s duty to inspect and certify these 
buildings. He will also have to inspect and 
certify buildings not presently inspected by 
the state such as houses occupied by three or 
more familiies, certain businesses and in¬ 
dustrial buildings, Serratore explained. 

"These buildings will be inspected and 
certified at intervals defined by the state 
code. It will also be the town’s responsibility 
to keep accurate records of these inspections 
and certifications." 

Another important point at the seminar, 
said Serratore, was the need for additional 
personnel. 

The adoption of the new code and the 
added inspection responsibilities will in¬ 
crease the workload of the building com¬ 
missioner and his secretary," he said. 

Mandatory attendance at training 
programs will leave the Building Department 
without the services of the inspector for ex¬ 
tended periods, noted Serratore. "The new 
inspection duties will require the inspector to 
be out of the office many days," he added. 

The clerical situation will also be taxed 
because of the added work of keeping ac¬ 
curate inspection and certification records. 
Additional space will also be necessary to 
accommodate new records, he concluded. 


Boston City Hall Approved 
By Board 9 Notes Randall 


The State Uttice Building, Federal Office 
Building and other recently built structures in 
Boston "seem to indicate that architectural 
concepts have become moribund," writes 
Town Counsel Douglas Randall. 

"Were it not for the new Boston City Hall, 
which design was approved by on ar¬ 
chitectural review board very similar to that 
now being proposed in Winchester, the new 
construction in the whole governmental 
center in Boston would not be worthy of note." 

Counsel Randall states that as one of his 
arguments that the attorney general's office 
should reconsider its rejection of a new ar¬ 
chitectural control by-law in Winchester. 

"I do not believe that the City of Boston 
has been denied 'the full use und enjoyment of 
its land’ by having had the design of their City 
Hall subjected to an architectural review 
board." 

Randall tells the attorney general that the 
opinion of Winchester's town meeting should 
be decisive in this situation in accordance 
with home rule. 

Randall suggests that the AG limit the 
scope of the architectural commission's 


control to tne center business district if the 
AG finds that "the solution is greater than the 
problem." 

The last annual town meeting approved 
creation of a new by-law providing an ar¬ 
chitectural commission to oversee the design 
of buildings in Winchester business areas. 

It .vas rejected by the AG as inhibiting 
creative architectural concepts. 

About another AG objection—that use is 
not "justified by a compelling municipal 
interest"— Randall wrote: 

"...Neither the attorney general nor 
myself is qualified to pass upon the suitability 
of this approach to the problem....the 
legislative body of the Town of Winchester is 
decisive of what constitutes a compelling 
municipal Interest." 

The third objection of the AG— that 
similar statutes require hearings and two- 
thirds vote while the Winchester by-law 
requires only a majority town meeting vote— 
was answered this way: 

Town meeting could modify its vote to 
limit control to certain areas or to change the 
by law to require a two-thirds vote. 


Students Count Rotary Traffic 


Some may have considered it a lark, but 
the three youths whose job it was to count the 
cars traveling around the rotary in Win¬ 
chester Square last week took their job 
seriously. 

Sitting on the grassy circle under the train 
tracks, Harry Baker of Storch Engineering 
Firm, Alan Goldstein and Peter Bridger, both 
Northeastern students, used manual counters 
and tabulation sheets to record the number of 
pars passing and in which direction they go. 

This is part of the state Department of 
Public Work’s (DPW) project to "see if the 
traffic situation could be better," as Alan 
Goldstein put it. 

The DPW groups about 15 towns and 
reevaluates the traffic set-up in several key 
areas in each community. 

Storch Engineering, Chestnut Hill, won the 
bid to redesign the traffic patterns in several 
areas of Winchester, including Symmes 
Corner an the intersections of Cambridge 
and Pond sts., Wildwood and Cambridge sts., 
Church and Bacon sts. and Church und 
Waterfield streets/ 

Other towns involved in this several-year 
project are Ashland, Amherst, Chelmsford, 
Chicopee, Maynard, Waltham and Weston. 

The procedure initiates with the DPW 
studying the town to see if changes in traffic 
situations are warranted. 

It may examine the census to see if the 
communuty has grown. A report is then 
issued to the firm whose proposal has been 
accepted explaining the situation and con¬ 
taining survey maps and plots. 

From this information the firm does a 


preliminary design. Now the machines come 
in; automatic counters are set up in the road 
for a daily total amount of vehicles passing 
through and manual counters are used to 
record the number during eight hours. 

From these statistics, the engineering 
firm will design a new intersection; either 
adding islands, widening streets or installing 
new traffic signals 

There are specific needs which precipitate 
new traffic signals. 

Harry Baker explains that it depends on 
the amount of traffic on the major and minor 
roads, not necessarily on a high accident 
report. Main street would be considered a 
major road, and Church and Mt. Vernon 
streets minor roads. 

The major road must have had 500 
vehicles per hour for eight (not necessarily 
consecutive) hours during a 24 hour day. The 
minor roads must have had 150 vehicles per 
hour at the intersection during eight hours. 

If a high accident report has been issued, 
this may mean "many accidents with only a 
few cars," says Harry. This isn’t a significant 
occurrence to warrant new traffic signals. In 
this case "they might just change the in¬ 
tersection around." 

Woodsy Owl, the anti-pollution spokesbird for 
the US Forest Service, says: 

Keep youi engine properly tuned (ap¬ 
proximately every 10,000 miles). Encourage 
others to do the same. This cuts down on 
exhaust emissions and helps reduce air 
pollution.

Until then 
town meetings had been held in Lyceum Hall 
(corner of Main and Mt. Vernon streets). One 
wing was used to house the public library for 
44 years. 

9. What public transportation was 
available in Winchester? 

Besides the railroad there were street cars 
drawn by horses from 1886 until 1896, when 
electric cars were substituted. From 1928 
motor buses were used. 

10. When were electric lights first seen in 
Winchester? 

In 1886 there were a few street lights and 
store fronts and an occasional home lighted 
by electricity.

A senior high dance, scheduled for last 
Friday night at Lincoln School, was cancelled 
because four assigned police officers would 
not accept the detail that night. 

According to police Lt. Andrew Crawford, 
four men were assigned to work the dance, 
but because this is an extra detail which 
police officers work during regular time off, 
they have a right to reject the assignment. 

Their reasons for rejecting the assignment 
was due to other personal commitments, 
Crawford said. 

Crawford said he told Tom Budrewicz, 
assistant principal, they could carry on with 
the dance without police since it would be 
conducted on school property. But Budrewicz 
cancelled the dance in the absence of police 
coverage. 

Crawford said the procedure calls for 
detail requests to be received at the Police 
Station at least 10 days in advance. In this 


case the request came earlier the same week 
the dance was scheduled. 

He said he recognizes there is a problem 
here and a possible solution would be that 
police officers accept or reject a detail before 
a specified time, such as 24 hours before the 
event. 

At present a police officer may hgold off on 
his answer up to the last minute. 

Lt. John McHugh explained some of the 
problems with details. Some men don’t want 
any, others want some and still others ore 
waiting by the phone for a call for an extra 
detail. 

He said some are ready for special details 
except during certain periods which may 
coincide with their home and social activities. 
For example, a man may have a summer 
cottage and not want details during the 
summer. Some want them only on bad 
weather days. The men have the right to 
accept or reject, he said.

The national concept of
